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I)  Director's  Report  (see  handout) 

In  addition  to  the  Director's  report,  it  was  noted  that  South  of  Market  Culture  Center  is 
currently  being  audited  through  the  City  Controllers  office  by  request  of  Grants  for  the  Arts. 
Findings  may  be  made  available  by  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

II)  Granting  Guidelines  and  Criteria  (see  handout  for  details) 

Due  to  a  lack  of  standards,  guidelines  and  procedures  to  fund  programs  and  the  inability  of 
organizations  and  staff  to  effectively  evaluate  their  programs  against  such  standards  and 
directives,  criteria  and  methods  for  allocating  funds  and  evaluating  programs  have  been 
developed  by  staff.  The  following  is  a  list  of  granting  programs  that  will  be  partially 
implemented  FY  91-92  and  fully  implemented  with  a  review  panel  process  for  FY  92-93. 

1)  Operating  Grants  (Hotel  Tax  Revenue  /Grants  for  the  Arts) 

General  operating  support  of  San  Francisco  based  nonprofit  community  organizations  who 
do  not  receive  funds  from  Grants  for  the  Arts  and  are  serving  the  needs  of  underserved 
populations.  Examples  of  allocations  include:  Visitation  Valley  Community  Center; 
Hospitality  House;  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House,  and  the  Sheriffs  Re -Entry  Art 
Program. 

2)  Project  Grants  (POPS  Revenue /Public  Art  Fund) 

To  support  specific  art  projects  within  the  general  scope  of  arts  organizations  and 
community  organizations.  The  Commission  welcomes  request  to  initiate  new  projects,  as 
well  as  request  to  strengthen  or  expand  existing  programs.  Examples  of  allocations 
include:  Hayes  Valley  Art  Learning  Center;  SFAI  Educational  Symposium;  Tenderloin 
Neighborhood  Art  Festival,  and  Neighborhood  Art  Collaboration  (Puerta  A  Puerta)  with 
Mission  Cultural  Center,  Galena  de  la  Raza  and  Artist  Television  Access. 

3)  Arts  In  Development  Grants  (Grants  for  the  Arts  &  Public  Art  Fund) 

Short  term  funding  for  technical  assistance  in  the  areas  of  board  and  staff  development, 
financial  management,  strategic  planning,  marketing /public  relations,  outreach /audience 
development,  and  artistic  development.  Due  to  limited  funds,  during  FY  91-92.  this 
program  will  only  be  available  to  the  following  cultural  facilities:  Bay  view  Opera  House; 
Center  for  African  and  African  American  Art  and  Culture,  Chinatown  Neighborhood  Arts 
Program,  Mission  Cultural  Center;  and  South  of  Market  Cultural  Center. 
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4)  Ccniniunity  Youth  Development  Grants  (Youth  Arts  Fund) 
Support  of  cultural  planning,  services  and  partnerships  that  provide  programs  and  unique 
opportunities  that  aide  in  the  development  of  young  artist.  Grant  categories  include: 
Youth  Arts  Festival  Grant,  Cultural  Center  Youth  Activity  Grants;  Social  Service  Youth 
Project  Grants;  Non-Profit  Youth  Art  Grants;  California  Summer  School  for  the  Arts 
Scholarships;  and  Special  Youth  Project.  Grants. 

Motion  to  approve  Community  Arts  and  Education  granting  guidelines  and  criteria. 
Commissioner  Eichelbaum  recommended  motion.  Vote  passed  unanimously. 

III)  Memorandum  of  Understanding  review  process  (see  handout) 

Currently,  all  of  the  cultural  facilities  with  the  exception  of  the  Center  for  African  and 
African  American  Arts  and  Culture  have  expired  MOUs.  The  Chinatown  Neighborhood  Art 
Program's  MOU  expires  December  31st.  The  discussion  focused  on  the  length,  contract 
period,  review  times  and  review  criteria  for  the  MOUs.  The  committee  decided  on  a  two  year 
contract  to  be  implemented  on  a  calendar  year  with  biannual  review.  The  renewed  MOUs 
will  cover  the  period  of  January  1992  -  December  1992.  The  review  process  would  be 
conducted  by  staff  with  recommendations  to  the  CA&E  program  committee.  Final  approval 
would  be  made  by  the  full  commission. 

Motion  to  approve  Community  Arts  and  Education  MOU  review  process. 
Commissioner  Eichelbaum  recommended  motion.  Vote  passed  unanimously. 

IV)  ArtHouse  Report 

Arthouse  is  currently  involved  in  tenant  selection  for  the  two  Redevelopment  Agency  funded 
live/work  units  at  Sixth  and  Minna  streets.  Advertising  has  begun  for  the  units  and  an 
application  and  selection  panel  are  being  developed.  Artists  will  be  interviewed  in 
November;  selection  should  be  mads  by  December;  and  the  units  are  scheduled  to  be 
occupied  February  1,  1992.  In  addition,  a  fundraising  drive  is  beginning  for  corporate 
sponsorship  of  a  Developer's  Seminar  and  a  reception  to  commemorate  the  ArtHouse  five 
year  anniversary  in  February. 

V)  Turk  Filmore  Building 

The  commission  has  been  approached  by  interested  parties  in  the  commission  owned  Turk 
Filmore  Building.  Staff  is  currently  meeting  with  Bureau  of  Architects  and  City  Real  Estate  to 
determine  the  status  and  options  of  the  building. 

VI)  Committee  meeting  schedule  and  locations  (see  handout)

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1 )  Personnel 

Interviews  are  currently  being  held  for  the  Administrative  Assistant  position,  a 
decision  will  be  made  by  early  December.  Interviews  lor  the  Arts  Education 
Coordination  position  will  begin  on  Tuesday  November  26th.  We  have  received 
79  applicants  to  date  and  hope  to  have  a  decision  by  mid  December. 

2)  Cultural  Facilities 

Meeting  have  been  taking  place  between  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and 
the  Commission  staff  to  discuss  building  repair,  maintenance  and  renovation 
processes.  Art  Commission  capital  improvement  budget  request  were 
submitted  to  City  Hall  on  November  1 3th,  staff  will  now  be  working  with  Steve 
Nelson,  staff  to  the  Capital  Improvement  Advisory  Committee  on  Art 
Commission  request.  Bay  view  Opera  House  received  $17,700  for  renovation  of 
sewer  system. 

3)  Technical  assistance  meetings  with  cultural  centers 

Staff  has  been  meeting  with  the  cultural  center  directors  on  a  monthly  basis  to 
discuss  development  needs.  Meeting  are  held  every  first  Wednesday  of  each 
month  from  3pm  to  6pm  at  the  Center  for  African  American  Arts  and  Culture. 
Issues  of  concern  have  included:  capital  improvements,  building  repair  and 
maintenance,  MOU  negotiations,  board  and  staff  development,  and  funding. 

4)  Programs  in  the  community 

Staff  is  working  to  develop  guidelines  and  criteria  for  funding  programs  in  the 
community  Currently,  six  programs  receive  funding  for  art  programs  and 
festivals.  These  programs  are:  Sheriff's  Re-Entry  Program;  Potrero  Hill 
Neighborhood  House,  Hospitality  House;  Richmond  Neighborhood  Community 
Center;  Sunset.  District  Children's  Program;  and  Visitacion  Valley  Community 
Center.  This  past  summer,  CA&E  funded  special  project  grants  to  Hayes  Valley 
Art  Center,  Artist  Television  Access.;  SFAI  Arts  Education  Symposium;  Bay  view 
Opera  House  and  the  Mission  Cultural  Center. 

5)  Grant© 

Community  Arts  and  Education  will  be  responsible  for  development  of  the 
California  Arts  Council  State  Local  Grant  and  Hotel  Tax  Grant  for  the  Arts.  In  an 
effort  to  increase  funding  possibilities  for  artist  residencies,  staff  will  be  looking 
into  the  CAC  Artist  in  Residency  Program  grants.

1 )  ArtHouse  Report,  Jennifer  Spangler 

Update  on  the  6th  Street  Live  /Work.  Project:  construction  has  begun,  artists  selections  have 

been  made  and  will  be  moving  into  the  units  by  March  15th.  The  artists  selected  currently 

live  in  the  Tenderloin. 
Developers'  Seminar:  the  seminar  for  developers  of  live  work  space  is  underway,  interest  is 

great,  invitations  will  be  in  the  mail  by  Feb.  Sth.  The  focus  of  the  seminar  is  to  educate  the 

real  estate  community  about  live/work  space  for  artist. 

2)  Director's  Report,  Sonia  Gray 

Introduction  of  CA&E  staff:  Jessica  Richter,  Arts  Education  Coordinator,  is  surveying  local  arts 
organizations  for  information  on  arts  education  activities  locally  and  developing  program 
options  for  FY  92-93  Anna  Scott,  Administrative  Assistant,  explained  the  repair  and 
maintenance  system  she  developed  and  is  now  using  for  reporting  and  tracking  cultural 
centers'  facility  problems.  Anna  is  looking  into  the  possibility  of  a  Calendar  /Newsletter  to 
facilitate  events  between  the  Cultural  Centers  and  Programs  in  the  Community. 

Cultural  Centers  Executive  Directors  meeting:   Soma  met  with  the  Cultural  Centers  Executive 

w_ 

Directors  on.  1/6/92  to  discuss  strategies  for  the  new  vear.  Presentations  were  made  by 
the  San  Francisco  Fair  and  Yerba  Buena  Gardens  to  discuss  the  possibilities  for 
collaborations  and  resources  that  could  be  provided  by  Yerba  Buena  for  the  centers.  Maya 
Rath  informed  the  centers  of  the  POPS  and  the  possibility  of  submitting  proposals/bids  for 
decorations. 

A  Technical  Assistance  pilot  program  for  the  cultural  centers  will  be  implemented  March  1  - 
June  30.  CA&E  will  be  working  with  Circuit  Network,  a  non-profit  management  a^encv,  to 
implement  the  TA  program.  Initial  focus  areas  will  be  Board,  financial,  and  staff 
development. 

Hazard  Materials  Permits  will  be  required  for  all  city  owned  facilities  beginning  FY  92-93 
All  cultural  centers  have  undergone  inspections  and  will  be  required  through  the  Arts 
Commission  to  secure  permits.  The  Dept.  of  Public  Health  has  sponsored  a  seminar  and 
developed  a  guide  for  all  city  departments  in  preparing  for  the  permit.  The  permit  will 
have  to  be  secured  by  the  Commission  for  our  facilities.  Dept.  of  Public  Health  has 
estimated  a  cost  of  $  1 1,000  for  Art  Commission  permits. 

Site  visits  are  now  being  conducted  with  organizations  that  are  funded  through  the  CA&E 
program.  This  will  give  the  Commission  an  opportunity  to  establish  a  relationship  with  the 
local  arts  community  and  to  assess  the  types  of  programs  funded.  Final  reports  will  also  be 
requested  of  the  programs  so  that  CA&E  can  review  how  funds  are  being  spent. 

The  Costume  Bank,  will  be  moving  from  CAAAC  back  to  its  original  home  in  SOMAR.  The 
move  should  be  completed  bv  March  3 1  • 


3)  MOU 

CA&E  staff  is  currently  reviewing  MOUs  for  Bay  view,  Chinatown,  SOIvIAR  and  Mission.  Staff 
anticipates  having  the  review  completed  by  Feb.  1992. 

SQMAR.  Ms.  Gray  has  been  meeting  extensively  with  SOMAR  staff.  Currently  they  have  no 
executive  director  and  have  formed  a  management  committee  of  five  staff  members.  The 
Board  of  Directors  of  SOMAR.  have  been  very  unresponsive  to  the  staff  and  CA&E.  The  staff 
has  recommended  that  the  Board  seek  new  members  in  order  to  begin  to  provide 
leadership  and  guidance  to  the  center  that  has  been  long  over  due  and  needed  Grants  for 
the  Arts  has  requested,  initiated  and  completed  an  audit  of  SOMAR  "s  financial  situation  by 
the  City  Auditor's  Office.  Based  on  the  audit,  it  is  clear  that  the  current  Board  is  unable  to 
effectively  oversee  actions  of  the  center.  Commissioner  Urn  suggested  that  the  stafi 
reevaluate  the  Board  and  seek  new  members.  CA&E  is  supporting  SOMAR  staff  in  their 
actions  to  recruit  new  board  members.  Ms.  Gray  is  recommending  that  the  Commission  not 
renew  the  MOU  with  the  current  Board  of  SOMAR.  The  CA&E  Program  Committee  of  the 
Commission  supports  this  action. 

Bayview.  The  Board  needs  a  long  term  plan  for  improving  the  Opera  House  programming 
and  assistance  in  financial  development  of  the  organization.  They  are  willing  to  work  with 
CAx&E  staff  using  the  Technical  Assistance  program  to  develop  an  action  plan  for 
organization  stabilization . 

CAAAC.  Since  the  signing  of  the  lease,  staff  has  been  extremely  impressed  with  the  new 
Board.  They  have  been  financially  supportive  of  the  Center  and  have  contributed 
extensively  to  funding  needs..  The  resident  companies  of  CAAAC  have  created  an  executive 
council  that  is  represented  on  the  Board.  The  Board  is  very  responsive  to  CA&E  and 
conducts  peer  reviews  and  retreats  every  six  months. 

MCC.  Has  just  completed  board  recruitment  with  the  majority  of  new  members 
representative  of  the  community  in  the  Mission  District.  They  have  begun  board 
development  and  will  continue  through  the  Technical  Assistance  program. 

Master  Plan  &  MOU.  According  to  Com.  Eichelbaum,  the  Master  Plan  was  the  original  plan 
developed  by  the  Bureau  of  Architects  in  1962  specifying  how  the  buildings  should  be 
renovated  in  order  for  thern  to  function  as  cultural  centers.  This  document  is  deficient  as  it 
is  merely  a  bundle  of  blue  prints  and  contains  no  budgetary  or  scheduling  information  or 
impact  studies.  Whenever  funds  are  allocated  for  capital  projects,  Bureau  of  x^rchitects 
works  from  these  blue  prints  without  taking  into  consideration  actual  needs  of  the  Cultural 
centers.  The  cultural  centers  would  like  to  review  the  eighth  article  of  the  MOU  as  it  refers 
to  the  Master  Plan. 

4)  Capital  Improvement  (see  attached) 

Staff  has  submitted  the  capital  improvement  budget  to  Capital  Improvement  Advisory 
Committee  staff  for  review.  Priority  projects  for  92-93  include  CAAAC  roof,  MCC  bathroom 
facility,  and  misc.  facilities  maintenance  funds.  Total  budget  request  for  92-9.3  is 
$1,091,000. 

j)  Bureau  of  Building  Repair  (see  attached) 

CA&E  staff  meet  with  BBR  staff  to  discuss  what  repair  issues  the  Bureau  could  handle  and 
what  the  Commission  is  responsible  for.  Funding  types  and  priority  repairs  were  reviewed 
and  are  explained  in  the  attached  documents.  See  BBR  and  CAE  meeting  1/7/92  and  DPW 
facilities  maintenance  budget. 


6)  Turk /Fillmore  Building  (see  attached) 

This  vacant,  damaged  building  ic  awned  by  CA&E.     Initially  it  was  viewed  ac  a  potential 

cultural  center.  As  trie  cost  for  restoring  this  building  is  greater  than  the  funds  CA&E  has, 
and  considering  that  the  current  cultural  centers  are  all  in  need  of  major  renovation  work, 
Sonia  Gray,  Director  of  CA&E  has  proposed  that  it  be  sold  or  that  the  City  enter  into  a  joint 
venture  with  a  private  investor  .in  order  to  generate  money  to  repair  the  other  buildings.  A 
walk  through  of  the  site  is  scheduled  for  Friday,  January  24  at  3pn"i.  Commissioners  are 
invited  to  attend.

3)  Work  order  is  approved  through  controller's  office  and  may  take  up

BUILDING  REPAIRS  AND  MAINTENANCE  PROCEDURES 

*In  the  past  each  cultural  center  has  called  directly  to  BBR  for  all  repairs  and 

improvements. 
♦This  has  created  confusion  and  budget,  problems  for  CA&E  which  is 

responsible  for  authorizing  funds  for  all  services  falling  under 

Priorities  2-4  which  were  provided  by  BBR. 
♦Effective  January  9,  1992  Anna  Scott,  Administrative  Assistant  to  Soma 

Gray,  will  be  the  liason  between  the  cultural  centers  and  BBR. 
*AU  repair  requests  should  be  reported  to  Anna  who  will  document  the  call, 

confer  with  Sonia  Gray,  and  then  act  accordingly. 
These  new  procedures  will  facilitate  programming  with  construction,  to  best 

serve  the  constituents  of  each  center  (For  example,  the  MCC 

experienced  major  programming  disruption  when  a  project  originated 

by  the  Bureau  of  x^rchitects  was  not  discussed  between  the  involved 

parties).

Due  to  reduced  funding  for  several  years,  public  building  maintenance  has 
been  deferred  drastically  and  the  physical  plant  requires  larger  outlays 
for  breakdowns  and  emergency  repairs.   This  leaves  very  few  resources  for 
routine  "day-to-day"  maintenance. 

Explanation  of  Priorities 

"0"  priority  is  for  day-to-day  planned  routine  and  emergency  repairs. 
Specific  repair  project  classified  as  "essential"  are  designated  as 
priorities  1  through  4 .   Priorities  5  through  8  represent  the  same  kind  of 
work  but  are  classified  as  "desirable"  should  funding  be  available.

Planned  Routine  and  Emergency  Repairs.   This  includes 
planned  work  such  as  annual  inspection  and  servicing  of 
boilers,  pressure  vessels,  pumps,  motors,  fans,  compres- 
sors, air-conditioning  and  refrigeration  equipment,  etc., 
requiring  periodic  inspection  and  overhaul.   Routine  is

This  category  includes  a 
wide  variety  of  work  necessary  to  preserve  buildings  and 
structures  to  forestall  additional  deterioration,  such  as 
roof  and  gutter  repairs,  waterproofing,  exterior  painting 
for  corrosion  protection;  repairs  to  the  basic  plant  utili-^ 
ties,  such  as  electrical,  mechanical,  plumbing  and  sewage 
systems. 

Increase  in  Efficiency.   Minor  alterations  or  improvements 
for  more  effecient  operation  of  offices,  such  as  additional 
electrical  or  telephone  outlets,  bulletin  boards,  shelving, 
etc. 

Appearances  and  Modernization.   This  includes  a  variety  of 
work  necessary  to  maintain  the  apperance  of  public  build- 
ings, mainly  consisting  of  interior  painting.

No  information  is  available  regarding  the  architect 
of  the  substation. 

The  Turk  and  Fillmore  substation  converted  12,000 
volts  AC  current  received  from  the  North  Beach 
Power  House  to  559 .'volts  DC,  which  was  supplied 
to  all  the  lines  north  of  Market  Street,  and  to  the 
Geneva  and  Millbrae  substations.   The  capacity  of 
the  substation  was  maximized  in  1910  to  9,000 
kilowatts,  which  was  provided  by  six  G.E.  10-pole, 
1500  kilowatt,  300  rpm,  600  volt  compound-wound 
rotary  converters  ana  eighteen  air-blast  transformers 
One  of  the  converter  sets  was  removed  in  1925. 
These  sets,  oddly,  were  not  owned  by  the  Market 
Street  Railway,  or  by  United  Railroads  but  by  PG&E 
and  its  predecessors. 

The  substation  survived  the  1906  earthquake  and 
fire,  and  was  instrumental  in  making  the  Fillmore 
Street  line  the  first  to  be  put  back  into  service. 
The  neighborhood  then  developed  into  a  thriving 
business  center. 

In  1907  a  small  addition  was  made  to  the  rear  (east 
end)  of  the  substation. 

In  1921  United  Railroads  was  taken  over  by  the 
second  Market  Street  Railway,  the  last  of  the  great 
privately  owned  street  railways,  which  existed 
until  19^4,  when  the  citizenry  of  San  Francisco 
voted  to  merge  it  into  the  Municipal  Railway.   The 
Turk  and  Fillmore  substation  has  been  operated  by 
Muni  ever  since,  and  is  one  of  the  last  old  time 
street  railway  substations  still  in  regular  use  in 
western  America  (Smallwood  1971).   It  presently 
supplies  power  to  Muni  trolley  coaches  in  the 
western  part  of  the  City,  but  this  function  v/ill 
soon  be  transferred  to  a  new  substation  now  being 
constructed  at  Sutter  and  Fillmore  Streets,  and  the 
Turk  and  Fillmore  substation  will  be  declared  surplus. 


.^CHITECTURE: 


The  substation  is  constructed  of  red  brick  and 
reinforced  concrete,  with  sandstone  trim.   It 
measures  152.75  feet  by  50  feet.   There  are  two 
floors;  the  first  floor  measures  120.8  feet  by  L\^> 
feet,  with  a  ten  foot  ceiling.   The  maid  floor 
measures  140.8  feet  by  4-5  feet,  with  a  thirty  foot 
ceiling  at  the  apex.   The  windows  are  double-hung. 
The  eleven  main  floor  windows  on  the  west  (two)  and 
north  (nine)  sides,  which  are  slightly  recessed,  are 
a  tall  rectangular  shape,  with  a  semicircular  sun- 
burst pattern  window  and  brick  arch  on  top  of  each. 
The  main  entrance  on  the  west  end  is  similarly  capped 
by  a  larger  sunburst  design  window  and  brick  arch. 
The  eleven  first  floor  windows,  directly  below  the 
main  floor  windows,  are  a  standard  rectangular 
shape.   Two  horizontal  pro  acting  brick  courses  also 
run  along  these  two  sides.   One  separates  the  first 
and  main  floors;  the  other  continues  the  line  between 
the  sunburst  and  rectangular  sections  of  the  main 
floor  windows.   There  are  three  main  floor  windows 
on  the  east  end.   Two  are  rectangular  witli  a  flatter 
brick  arch  over  each;  the  third  (over  the  rear 
entrance)  is  also  rectangular  but  is  the  only  main 
floor  window  without  an  arch.  There  are  no  windows  or 
other  adornments  on  the  south  side,  since  it  originally 
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ford  another  building.   This  building  was  sub- 
sequently replaced  by  the  existing  park.   The 
peaked  roof  is  supported  by  steel  trusses  at 
about  40  degree  angles,  and  contains  a  skylight 
running  lengthwise  along  part  of  the  peak.   Near 
the  peak  on  the  walls  at  each  end  are  several 
louvered  ventilators. 

The  property  is  zoned  C-2  (Community  Business 
District)  and  is  in  a  50-X  Height  and  Bulk 
District.   Adjacent  land  uses  reflect  the  zoning 
and  are  a  mixture  of  commercial  and  residential 
uses.   A  landscaped  area  for  public  use  adjoins 
the  building  on  the  south.

1)  Arts  Education  granting  program 

Panelist  of  Peer  Review  Committee:  The  I  iterary  arts  after  sc  hoc  I  program  vvi  1 1  be  a  p  i  lot 
program  funded  through  the  three  year  NEA  grant.  Sonia  Gray  presented  a  working  list  of 
names  for  a  peer  review  panel.  All  commissioners  agreed  that  there  should  be  cornm unity- 
based  writers  on  the  panel.  The  composition  of  the  panel  will  remain  the  same.  Commissioners 
made  suggestions  of  possible  panelists. 

Guidelines:  The  guidelines  were  developed  based  on  previous  discussions  by  members  of  the 
Community  Arts  h  Education  Program  Committee  and  an  assessment  of  the  field  by  Arts 
Education  Consultant,  Jessica  Richter.  Prior  discussion  focused  on  the  role  or  the  Arts 
Commission  in  Arts  Ed.  -  should  the  Commission  be  active  in  the  school  system,  and/or  in  the 
community,  or  operate  more  as  an  advocate  for  Arts  Ed.  and  a  conduit  of  information  between 
various  entities  in  the  field.  It  was  decided  to  open  this  particular  grant  to  the  entire  field  on  a 
competitive  basis,  rather  than  allow  only  the  Cultural  Centers  to  participate.  Total  budget  for  this 
grant  is  $35,000.  Grants  will  be  from  $1 ,000  to  as  much  as  $9,000.  Commissioners  requested 
more  time  to  review  the  guidelines  and  absorb  the  focus  of  the  project. 

Motion  to  approve,  in  principle,  the  Literary  Arts  Community  Pi  lot  Grant  re  view  pa  net 
categories,  proposal  guidelines  and  grant  application  form,  withholding  distribution  of 
guidelines  for  further  review  by  Community  Arts  and  Education  Committee  approval. 

2)  Technical  Assistance  Program 

Description:  Circuit  Network,  a  non-profit  arts  management  and  development  organization,  has 
proposed  to  implement  a  technical  assistance  program  for  the  cultural  centers.  The  consultancy 
program  will  provide  short  term  and  follow  up  assistance  to  the  Mission  Cultural  Center, 
Bay  view  Opera  House,  South  of  Market  Cultural  Center,  Chinatown  Neighborhood  Arts 
Program,  and  the  Center  for  African  and  African  American  Arts  and  Culture.  The  program  will 
initially  be  implemented  for  a  four  month  period  with  follow  up  provided  on  an  as  needed  basis. 
Technical  assistance  will  be  provided  in  the  areas  of  board  and  staff  development,  financial 
management,  strategic  planning,  marketing  and  public  relations,  outreach  and  audience 
development,  and  artistic  development.

Procedure:  1)  The  centers  will  complete  an  in-depth  needs  assessment  survey.  2)  Circuit  Network 
reviews  surveys  and  holds  an  initial  consultation  with  the  centers  board  and  staff  members;  3) 
Circuit  puts  out  a  call  for  proposals  to  consultants  and/or  service  providers  based  on  the  needs 
assessment  survey.;  4)  Circuit  matches  consultants  (one-on-one)  with  the  centers  based  on  the 
individual  centers  criteria  and  needs;  5)  consultant  works  with  the  center  in  the  identified  area  for 
a  four  mo  nth  period. 

Discussion:  Commissioner  Mesa- Bains  requested  to  see  the  completed  surveys.  Richard 
Reineccius  asked  whether  or  not  this  project  had  gone  out  for  bidding.  Commissioners  have 
agreed  to  hold  on  this  motion  until  they  have  contacted  the  City  Attorney  to  ascertain  whether  or 
not  this  needs  to  go  out  to  bid.. 

Motion  to  approve  financial  support  up  to  $40,000  to  Circuit  Network  to  provide  technical 
assistance  to  the  Mission  Cultural  Center,  South  of  Market  Cultural  Center,  Bay  view  Opera 
House,  the  Center  for  African  and  African  American  Art  and  Culture,  and  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Arts  Program. 

3)  Asian  American  Arts  Congress: 

Description:  The  first  ever  consortia  of  Asian  artists  has  coordinated  an  Asian  American  Arts 
conference.,  to  address  the  issue  of  cultural  equity  in  their  community  and  the  state  of  California. 
Kulinfcang  Arts  has  submitted  to  the  Arts  Commission  a  proposal  for  support  of  the  congress  in  the 
form  of  $1 0,000.  Upon  reviewing  the  proposal  Sonia  Gray,  Director  of  Community  Arts  and 
Education  recommended  that  the  proposal  be  funded  at  no  more  than  $3,000  If  approved,  the 
proposal  would  be  funded  through  the  Special  Fund  of  the  Friends  account. 

Discussion:  Comm.  Eichelbaum  felt  that  the  group  might  be  too  narrow,  citing  the  difficulty  he  had 
with  a  proposal  for  a  literary  award  for  a  Gay/Lesbian  writing  caucus.  Comm.  Urn  pointed  out  that 
the  issues  are  very  different  in  this  instance  as  it  is  1)  not  an  award,  2)  was  not  solicited  or  crafted 
by  the  Commission,  3)  it  encompasses  all  types  of  art,  not  just  literary,  3)  a  grant  to  offeetthe 
operating  costs  of  the  conference.  Comm.  Mesa-Bains  added  that  if  they  decide  to  support  this 
proposal,  a  procedure  or  commitment  should  be  established  to  fund  small  congresses  such  as 
this.  The  Commission  may  on  a  case  by  case  basis  respond  to  funding  proposals  of  this  sort  and 
would  not  establish  a  new  grant  category. 

Motion  to  approve  financial  support  up  to  $3,000  for  the  Asian  American  Arts  Congress  92,  as  a 
first  effort  in  providing  support  for  collaborative  dialogues  within  culturally  diverse  communities. 

The  Arts  Democratic  Club  representative,  Richard  Reineccius  asked  to  be  heard  at  this  point.  So 
acknowledged,  Richard  Reineccius  stated  that  the  Arts  Democratic  Club  was  shocked  to  hear  that  the 
Finance  Committee  of  the  Arts  Commission  was  considering  eliminating  the  line  item  from  the  General 
Fund  that  pays  for  the  light,  heat ,  and  power  of  the  cultural  centers.  He  informed  the  Commissioners 
that  at  their  last  meeting,  the  Arts  Democratic  club  members  passed  a  resolution  in  support  of  the 
cultural  centers  which  they  will  be  sending  to  the  Arts  Commission.  Mr.  Reineccius  offered  the  help  of 
the  Arts  Democratic  club  if  the  Commissioners  needed  it  in  order  to  save  this  portion  of  the  budget.

A ! iocatio n  recomme ndatio n  rev ie w:  The  Commissioners  reviewed  the  proposed  funding  for  this 
cycle.  Comm.  Mesa-Bains  questioned  the  disparity  in  funding  amounts.  Citing  examples,  Sonia 
Gray  explained  that  the  grant  recommendations  reflect  the  amount  requested  in  each  proposal. 
Commissioners  were  enthusiastic  about  the  projects.

Capital  Improvement  Report  for  FY  92-93.  Sonia  Gray,  presenter  --  The  four  Cultural 
Centers  are  in  dire  need  of  major  renovation.  The  Capital  Improvement  Advisory 
Committee  has  already  met  and  recommended  to  the  Mayor  a  1 0%  cut  in  funding  to  all 
projects  based  on  last  year's  figures.  CA&E  was  recommended  for  $0  for  the  upcoming 
f  isca  I  year.  S  teve  Ne  Iso  n,  staff  perso  n  to  the  AdY  isory  Cornrn  ittee ,  wi  1 1  dove  top  a  n  impact 
report  on  the  result  of  zero  funding  to  various  agencies  which  will  include  a  section  on  the 
Arts  Commission.  The  Arts  Commission  will  aggressively  educate  1)  its  Budget  Analyst,  2) 
the  Mayor's  Budget  Director.  The  only  moneyallocated  for  capital  improvement  was  for 
Bay  view's  sewer  repair,  a  carry-forward  from  FY  1 991-92  Ms  Gray  recommends  to  the 
committee  that  1)  an  advisory  committee  be  formed  to  revisit  the  Master  Plan.  The  plan  is 
not  current  nor  does  it  reflect  the  needs  and  actual  usage  of  the  building;  2)  The  advisor;/ 
committee  would  consist  of  architects,  contractors,  artists,  and  community  members  that 
could  that  could  devise  a  comprehensive  plan  and  make  recommendations  to  the 
Commission,  the  Mayor's  office,  and  the  Capital  Improvements  Advisory  Committee 
concerning  the  needs  of  cultural  art  spaces;  3)  The  Arts  Commission  look  for  alternative 
funding  sources  such  as  the  Redevelopment  Agency,  or  a  Bond  Initiative.  SOMAR  and 
Turk/Fillmore  both  received  bond  money  for  wheelchair  accessibility  Since  the 
Turk/Fillmore  station  is  currently  dilapidated  and  there  is  no  plan  to  use  it,  CA&E  is 
requesting  that  the  bond  money  be  transferred  to  another  building  that  is  in  use. 
(Commissioner  Daniel  Genera  arrived  at  5:30  pm  -  quorum) 

General  Fund  Cute:  The  Mayor  has  requested  of  all  city  agencies  and  departments  a  1 0  % 
budget  cut  from  the  General  Fund  for  FY  92-93.  Although  the  General  Fund  is  only  one 
source  of  revenue  for  the  Commission,  it  is  the  most  stab- le.  Once  items  are  cut  from  it,  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  have  them  reinstated.  The  Arts  Commission  Finance  Committee 
submitted  to  the  Mayor's  office  various  scenarios  for  the  1 0%  cut  and  a  scenario  for  a  4% 
cut.  The  following  items  were  submitted  as  cuts: 

1 )  Office  space  on  the  fourth  floor  at  25  Van  Ness  Avenue 

2)  Heat,  licjhtand  power  bills  for  the  Cultural  Centers  and  the  Art  Commission  Gallery 
3'i  Staff  Positions 


4)  Remaining  program  funds 

The  Commission  strongly  urged  the  Mayor  in  an  attached  cover  letter  to  consider  the  4% 
budget  cut  scenario  as  the  Commission  could  not  meet  its  city  mandated  obligations  with  a 
cut  larger  than  that.  The  Finance  Committee  recommended  paying  for  light  heat,  and 
power  from  the  Pops  revenue  (Public  Art  Fund).  Utilizing  the  Public  Art  Fund  for  this 
expenditure  will  mean  a  decrease  in  funding  for  special  projects,  it  was  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Community  Arts  and  Education  Program  Committee  by  Kola  Thomas, 
Facility  Administrator  of  the  Center  for  African  and  African  American  Art  and  Culture,  that 
refusal  to  pay  for  light ,  heat  and  power  of  his  facility  would  be  a  serious  breech  of  contract 
as  their  20  year  lease  clearly  states  that  the  Arts  Commission  would  be  responsible  for 
those  items  for  three  years  after  the  signing  of  the  lease  (for  the  record,  he  read  a  prepared 
statement  to  the  Commissioners,  see  document  A).  In  light  of  this,  the  Committee  decided 
to  have  the  Finance  Committee  review  their  decision  to  consider  the  light,  heat  and  power 
of  the  Cultural  center's  as  a  possible  cut.  Comm.  Eichelbaum  made  a  motion  to  re- 
examine the  light,  heat,  and  power  budget  cut  from  the  General  Fund  based  on  a  possible 
breech  of  contract  with  the  Cultural  Centers. 

Motion  to  present  to  the  Full  Commission  at  its  next  meeting  the  impact  of  its  proposed  cut 
of  the  Light,  Heat  and  Power  to  the  Cultural  Centers  to  see"  if  the  proposal  can  be  re- 
ope  ned  for  re-exarn i natio  n .  ado pt  ed 

It  was  suggested  to  the  Committee  that  they  began  to  investigate  legislation  to  assure  that 
the  Cultural  Centers  receive  an  assured  percentage  of  the  Hotel  tax  Fund  for  building  and 
facility  maintenance.  The  Arts  Democratic  Club  presented  a  letter  in  dissent  with  the  ' 
proposed  cut  to  the  Cultural  Center  (see  document  B). 

Public  Presentation  by  Edgar  Gavoma  about  graffiti  prevention  in  the  Mission.  For  several 
years  he's  worked  with  youth  in  the  neighborhood  about  graffiti.  In  the  near  future  he 
would  like  to  present  a  program  that  he~has  developed  to  the  Committee.  Ms.  Gray 
informed  him  about  the  Mayors  Graffiti  Task  Force,  and  Richard  Reineccius  suggested  the 
Mayor's  Task  Force  on  the  "Mission.  His  project  involves  murals  and  public  interest  artist?? 
so  he  was  given  information  on  the  Planning  Commission  as  well. 

1)  Approval  of  2  Items 

A.  Description:  Social  Service  Youth  Project:  Collaboration  between  San  Francisco 
Sheriff's  Re- Entry  Art  Program,  Center  for  African  and  African  American  Art  and  Culture, 
Milestones  -  a  San  Francisco  Homeless  parolee  resident  center,  and  artists  Rhodessa 
Jones,  Kirn  Anno,  and  Calvin  "Kaleo"  Chin.  $7,000  to  provide  exploration  workshops  for 
ex-offenders  and  their  children.  Projects  will  include:  visual  arts,  mask  making,  and 
irnprovisational  theatre  utilizing  photography,  Yideo,  oral  history,  storytelling,  singing,  myth 
mak  i  ng,  a  nd  jo  urna  I  writi  ng . 

Discussion:  The  funding  for  this  Sheriff's  Re-Entry  project  will  come  from  this  eurrentyears 
budget.  It  was  suggested  that  a  description  of  this  project  be  included  with  the  budget  c  ut 
submission  to  the  Mayor  so  that  he  may  see  the  types  of  programs  that  rely  on  Arts 
Commission  funding.  The  specific  project  is  a  continuation  of  the  Medea  Project;  a 
successful  drama  therapy  workshop  and  performance  taught  and  directed  by  Rhodessa 
Jones.  This  continuation  would  take  place  at  the  Center  for  African  and  African  American 
Art  and  Culture,  and  Milestones. 


Motion  to  approve  the  San  Francisco  Sheriffs  Re-entry  Art  Program  for  $7,000  to 
implement  a  collaborative  project  with  the  Center  for  African  and  African  American  Art  and 
Culture,  Milestones,  with  artists  Rhodessa  Jones,  Kim  Anno,  and  Calvin  "Kaleo"  Chin  to 
provide  exploration  workshops  for  ex-offenders  and  their  children,  (adopted) 

B.  Description:  The  Turk/Fillmore  building  has  bond  money,  $1 8,000,  that  is  not  being  used. 
The  Director  of  CA&E  suggests  that  the  money  be  redistributed  to  another  center  for 
improvements. 

Discussion:  Currently  CA&E  is  examining  options  for  the  Turk/ Fillmore  building.  Since  the 
building  is  not  being  used  and  is  in  need  of  excessive  repairs  and  there  are  no  plans  for 
future  use,  one  option  would  be  to  sell  it.  Reineccius  warned  that  the  Real  Estate  office  is 
u  nder  no  ob  I  igatio  n  to  return  the  mo  ney  from  the  sa  le  of  the  b  u  i  Id  i  ng  to  CA&E  .  S  o  n  ia 
Gray  explained  that  if  the  department  has  not  submitted  a  plan  for  the  use  of  the  money 
then  there  is  a  possibility  for  use  by  other  departments. Normally,  the  funds  would  go  to  a 
trust  fund  established  in  the  name  of  the  Art  Commission. 

Motion  to  approve  redistribution  of  the  Turk/Fillmore  Bond  money  of  $1 8,000  to  another 
cultural  facility  to  be  used  for  capital  improvements  as  approved  by  the  Bureau  of 
Architects  (ADOPTED) 

3)  Presentation:  Bayyiew  Opera  House 

Steve  Cohen,  Bayyiew  Board  Member,  began  the  presentation  with  a  report  on  the  status  of 
a  recording  studio  that  was  donated  to  the  Opera  House  by  the  Grateful  Dead.  Currently 
Wild  Sanctuary  Communications  and  Brilliant  Studios  are  helping  draw  up  a  plan  for 
installment,  staffing,  and  funding.  The  studio  will  be  available  to  the  constituents  of  all  the 
cultural  centers,  and  the  Board  will  welcome  joint  projects  proposals  from  other  Cultural 
Centers.  They  hope  to  have  the  studio  ready  in  the  next  few  months,  (presentation  was 
halted  to  wait  for  another  Board  member) 

Richard  Reineccius  asked  for  the  support  of  the  Theater  Project  Rodrigo  Re  is.  to  be  located 
at  what  is  currently  the  York,  at  York  and  24th  Street.  The  York  will  provide  space  for 
drama  and  performance  groups  in  the  Mission.  It  currently  sears;  923,  but  that  will  be  cur 
down  to  allow  for  stage  expansion. 

Motion  to  support ,  in  principle,  the  establishment  in  the  York  theatre  at  24th  and  York 
streets  a  collaborative  multicultural  theatre  space,  to  be  known  as  Theatre  Project  Rodrigo 
Re  is  in  the  Mission  District.  (ADOPTED) 

Gail  Reid  presented  3  artists  who  have  helped  curate  shows  and  develop  programming  for 
audience  participation  in  art  for  the  Opera  House;  Carol  Henry  of  Salad  Bar.  Andre  Reft, 
Andre  CisnerosofTailersern  Fronteras. 

Soma  Gray  commended  the  Bay  view  Opera  House  Board  of  Directors  for  developing  their 
compliance  documents  in  such  a  short  period  of  time.  The  information  submitted  was 
extremely  thorough,  well  put  together,  and  excellent.  She  publicly  congratulated  thern  for 
a  job  well  done.  "

Hon.  Commissioners,  we  at  the  Center  for  African  &  African  American 
Art  &  Culture  wish  to  implore  you  individually  and  collectively  to 
rescind  your  decision  to  recommend  to  the  Mayor  of  San  Francisco, 
to  cut  10%  of  the  budget  and  to  ask  Cultural  Centers  to  now  pay 
their  own  utilities  bills. 

Any  step  in  this  direction  will  certainly  mean  a  great  reduction  in 
program  offerings  and  a  sure  cut  in  staff  positions.  It  will  also 
mean  the  Cultural  Centers  cannot  offer  such  services  that  are  the 
main-  stay  of  the  community. 

We  are  strongly  opposed  to  the  10%  cut  in  the  budget  and  vigorously 
urge  you  to  seek  other  areas  to  effect  those  cuts.  While  other 
cultural  centers  have  a  year-to-year  and  at  best  a  two-year 
Memorandum  of  Understanding  with  the  City,  the  case  of  our  Center  - 
the  Center  for  African  And  African  American  Art  &  Culture  is 
different.  We  have  a  20-year  Lease  which  provide  that  the  City  will 
be  responsible  for  utilities  bills  for  the  first  two  years  of  our 
operation.  Any  attempt  to  proceed  with  the  recommendations  as  is, 
will  definitely  constitute  a  most  devastating  breach  of  contract  on 
the  part  of  the  City. 

There  are  six  major  viable  organizations  in  our  Center  offering 
programs  that  benefit  children  and  youth.  The  cut  will  certainly 
mean  that  Center  cannot  open  for  the  duration  which  will  make  it 
possible  for  the  organizations  to  continue  offering  their  programs. 
If  the  resolution  is  not  rescinded,  it  will  have  an  adverse  effect, 
not  only  on  the  Centers  operation,  but  also  on  the  children  and 
youth  themselves  who  will  now  have  the  perfect  opportunity  to  roam 
the  street  and  become  members  of  gangs  etc. 

We  urge  you  reverse  yourselves  on  this  issue.  You  will  be  doing 
yourselves  a  whole  lot  of  good  and  certainly  the  community  will 
derive  tremendous  benefit  from  such  an  action.  We  so  plead.

The  Arts  Democratic  Club  has  directed  me  to  express  the  concern  of  its 
membership  regarding  budget  cuts  to  neighborhood  cultural  centers,  Art 
House,  and  street  Artists  administration.  While  we  understand  the 
Mayor's  request  for  10%  cuts  across  the  board,  it  is  our  understanding 
that  these  cuts  were  to  be  made  without  reduction  of  services.   It 
seems  to  us  that  given  the  high  level  of  public  contact  for  the  street 
artiste  office  and  Art  House,  moving  them  to  Inadequate  offices  to 
manage  that  dally  flow  of  foot  traffic  will  have  an  extremely  negative 
impact  on  their  ability  to  deliver  vital  services  to  the  city's 
artists. 

The  elimination  of  funding  for  the  cultural  center's  utilities  are 
perhaps  the  unkindest  cuts  of  all.  These  centers  are  of  vital 
importance  to  the  neighborhood  children  and  adults  who  would  otherwise 
have  no  access  to  arts  activities  of  any  kind.   The  cultural  centers 
are  vital  to  our  local  Individual  artists  who  teach  and  exhibit  there 
and  to  the  many  performing  groups  who  perform  there.  With  your 
re-granting  program  to  local  individual  artists  for  after-school,  and 
community  activities  about  to  begin,  it  would  seem  that  the  health  of 
these  centers  would  become  more  Important  to  the  Commission. 

The  cuts  in  combination  with  what  appears  to  be  bad  public  process 
undermines  our  trust  in  the  Arts  Commission.  There  was  no  prior 
public  notice  and  discussion  at  the  commission  was  virtually 
non-existent.   There  should  have  been  some  solicitation  of  ideas  and 
approaches  to  the  budget  problem  from  the  arts  community  prior  to  the 
decision  to  pass  the  Commission's  budget  on  to  the  Mayor's  office.  We 
are  concerned  that  this  process  might  set  a  precedent  for  future 
budget  discussions.   Such  precedent  would  be  truly  unacceptable.

Meeting  called  to  order  by  Commissioner  Eichelbaum  4:40  pm. 

Ann  Wettrich,  the  new  Arts  Education  Coordinator  was  introduced  to  the  Committee.  She 
outlined  her  past  experiences  and  future  proposals  for  the  direction  of  art  education  for 
the  Commission. 

1)  Arts  Education  (item  1  was  postponed  until  a  quorum  was  achieved) 

a)  Policy  discussion:  Priority  of  goals  in  Grants  Program:  Joanne  Chow  Win  ship  lead 
this  discussion.  What  are  the  goals  and  the  focus  of  this  pilot  grant  program?  Are 
we  focusing  on  at  risk  youth,  underserved  communities  and/or  districts,  quality  of 
artists,  efficiency  of  sponsoring  organization,  quality  of  project,  and/or  what  will 
be  learned?   Is  the  idea  to  get  something  happening  in  a  certain  district  regardless 
of  the  quality  of  the  proposal  or  is  it  quality  regardless  of  district?  There  will  be  a 
peer  review  panel,  but  the  Art  Commission  needs  to  give  them  policy  guidelines  by 
which  to  judge  the  proposals.  Comm.  Lim  offered  that  representation  of  culturally 
diverse  communities  and  density  of  children  to  be  served  be  factors  in  deciding 
funding  in  a  certain  district  that  is  in  need.  Comm.  Eichelbaum  asked  if  talent  were 
going  to  be  a  factor  at  all.  Ms.  Winship  replied  that  part  of  the  panel  process  will  be 
to  determine  if  the  artist  is  not  only  qualified  to  carry  out  the  project  but  also 
capable  of  working  in  a  certain  community.  To  sum  up,  the  challenges  the 
Commission  may  be  facing  with  policy  for  panel  review  are  to  balance  the  age-old 
dichotomy  of  access  vs.  excellence. 

b)  Approval  of  potential  panel  members:  Based  on  categories  for  composition  of  the 
panel  that  were  approved  in  the  last  committee  meeting,  and  taking  into 
considerations  the  recommendations  the  Commissioners  made  at  that  meeting,  here 
are  the  potential  panelists  for  the  peer  review  panel  for  the  Literary  Arts  Pilot 
Grant  were  presented.  The  panel  will  be  comprised  of  five  members  one  from  each 
of  the  following  categories:  EDUCATOR/ARTIST;  ARTIST/ART  COMMISSIONER;  YOUTH 
SERVING  ORGANIZATION;  LARGE  ART  ORGANIZATION,  MEDIUM/SMALL  ART 
ORGANIZATION.  To  assure  that  there  will  be  five  panelists  during  the  review 
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session,  alternates  for  each  category  were  identified.  Approval  of  the  list  ami 
suggestions  for  other  possible  panelists  were  requested.  Commissioner  Eichelbaum 
interjected  that  it  seemed  that  the  Commissioners  had  the  right  to  sit  on  the  panel 
if  they  so  chose.

c)  Discussion:  Leadership  Forum:  Jessica  Richter,  former  Art  Education  Coordinator, 
determined  that  a  forum  for  issues  in  Art  Education  would  be  a  good  project  of  the 
Art  Commission.  Ann  Wettrich  offered  background  information.  This  project  comes 
out  of  the  San  Francisco  Education  Fund,  from  the  offices  of  Meg  Madden  of  Music  in 
the  Schools  to  be  facilitated  by  Warren  Newman.  The  implementation  for  this 
program  would  be  problematic  unless  the  leadership  buys  into  it    Music  in  the 
Schools  has  done  most  of  the  footwork,  with  grant  applications  in  to  the  Haas 
foundation.  The  involvement  of  the  Commission  would  equalize  the  point  of  view 
represented,  ensuring  that  artist  are  not  excluded  from  the  process  and  that  the 
scope  of  arts  education  discussions  ranges  beyond  the  classroom,  strengthening  and 
making  arts  education  more  visible.  Commissioner  Okamoto  wanted  to  know  how 
this  project  would  be  publicized  and  what  its  actual  impact  in  the  community 
would  be.  Ann  V/ettrich  explained  that  the  process  has  been  very  inclusive  of  a 
coalition  or  people  working  in  the  arts  education  field,  all  of  whom  nave  experience 
and  connections  in  the  various  components  of  the  art  education  community. 
Commissioners  will  be  updated  as  information  is  received. 

2)  ArtHouGO 

Jennifer  Spangler  made  this  presentation.  Last  week  ArtHouse  hosted  its  grand 
opening  of  its  first  live/work  spaces  on  Sixth  Street  in  the  Tenderloin.  The  opening 
was  quite  successful  and  has  received  a  lot  of  press.  The  project  was  a  joint 
venture  with  the  Redevelopment  Agency. 
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Effective  May  29,  1992  ArtHouse  will  be  located  at  Fort  Mason  in  the  offices  of 
California  Lawyers  for  the  Arts.  This  move  was  necessary  due  to  Art  Commission 
budget  cuts.  Given  the  current  situation,  it  is  conceivable  that  ArtHouse  could  go  in 
several  new  directions  --  it  could  become  the  sole  project  of  the  CLA,  ending  the 
partnership  with  the  Art  Commission  and  applying  for  a  yearly  grant  from  the  Art 
Commission;  it  could  spin  off  from  both  parent  organizations  and  become  a  separate 
entity;  or  it  could  remain  in  its  current  situation.  This  information  is  meant  as  only 
an  update.  Winship  attended  a  long  range  planning  session  of  the  California  Lawyers 
for  the  Arts  which  focused  on  ArtHouse  where  these  issues  were  examined    During 
the  Art  Commission's  long-range  planning  process,  these  issues  will  also  be 
discussed  at  length.  Presently,  the  logistics  of  the  move  and  what  that  will  mean  to 
the  daily  running  of  ArtHouse  is  of  great  importance.  The  chain  of  command, 
programmatic  requirements  at  the  Commission,  and  possible  salary  issues  will  all 
be  discussed.  All  the  Commissioners  expressed  concern  over  the  possibility  of 
losing  the  ArtHouse  program,  as  it  is  a  very  viable  and  visible  program  in  the 
community  and  the  art  v/orld.  They  all  requested  to  be  kept  abreast  of  any  further 
developments  in  the  long-range  planning  process 

(Director  Winship  left  the  meeting  after  this  item) 

3)  Presentation:   Realize  Your  Energy 

Spencer  (loon,  Cornelius  Moore,  and  Linda  Gibson  made  a  presentation  to  the 
Committee  about  a  conference  they  have  organized  entitled,  "Available  Visions: 
Improving  Distributions  of  Independent  African  American  Film/Video."  This  is  an 
invitation  only  conference  that  has  received  grants  to  provide  working  papers  with 
concrete  three  year  plan  for  improving  the  distribution  of  film  and  video  in  non- 
theatrical  markets  produced  by  African  American  videographers  ami  film  makers 
Ms.  Gibson  defined  non-theatrical  as  schools,  libraries,  community  groups,  and 
exhibitors.  The  conference  will  happen  outside  of  San  Francisco,  but  there  is  a  large 
reception  planned  in  conjunction  with  the  Film  Arts  Foundation  to  introduce  the 
conference  participants  to  the  Bay  Area  Media  Community    Realize  '/our  Energy 
requested  $7,  OOO  from  the  Commission  for  their  project.  Comrn.  Lim  expressed 
concern  over  the  fact  that  the  conference  is  invitation  only  and  wanted  to  know  how 
the  planners  will  include  the  excluded  individuals*  opinions  in  the  working  papers 
The  planners  responded  by  stating  their  survey  plans  for  those  individuals 
interested  in  the  conference  but  ineligible  to  participate.  Their  views  will  be 
expressed  in  a  separate  portion  of  the  papers  based  on  these  surveys.  There  will  be 
a  total  of  31  participants  in  the  conference,  5  of  whom  are  from  San  Francisco    The 
conference  will  take  place  July  24-26,  1992.  It  was  discussed  that  the  project  not 
be  recommended  at  full  level  given  the  invitation  only  status  and  its  location 
outside  of  San  Francisco,  but  the  Committee  did  feel  that  the  project  was  worthy  of 
a  smaller  grant  and  recommended  a  $2,  000  grant  amount.  Commissioner  ukamoto 
moved  that  the  "Available  Visions:  Improving  distribution  ot  Independent  African 
American  Film/Video  Conference"  be  funded  at  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $2,000.

Advisory  Task  Force:  Last  Monday  there  was  a  tour  with  Roger  Boas,  former  CAO  of 
the  City  and  A.B.  Spell  man  program  director  of  Expansion  Arts  at  the  NEA  of  the 
cultural  centers"  facilities.  CA&E  staff  have  envisioned  a  Task:  Force  that  would 
review  the  current  Master  Plan  for  renovation  of  the  Cultural  centers,  taking  into 
consideration  the  programmatic  needs  of  each  organization.  Soma  asked  for 
suggestions  for  members  of  the  Task  Force.  Comm.  Okarnoto  suggested  Dick  Evans 
as  he  has  recently  retired  from  DPW.  The  task  Force  would  function  as  an  advocate 
for  Capital  Improvements  of  the  centers,  identifying  alternative  funding  for 
renovations,  and  establishing  necessary  political  connections  within  the  City's 
political  infrastructure.  Jennifer  Spangler  from  ArtHouse  will  be  directly  involved 
with  the  task  force,  bringing  her  expertise  on  building  codes  and  art  space  usage  to 
the  table.  It  was  decided  that  the  committee  liaison  to  the  task  force  should  be 
Commissioner  Okarnoto,  pending  City  attorney  approval  that  it  will  not  be  a  conflict 
of  interests  for  him  to  sit  on  the  task  force  as  he  is  currently  involved  as  a 
contractor  with  The  Planning  Commission.  The  task  force  composition  will  be  ready 
for  Committee  approval  at  the  next  meeting. 

5)  Cultural  Centers  Update 

Mission  just  finished  an  extended  run  of  Cherrie  Moraga's  play  "Heroes  and  Saints " 

The  current  exhibition  in  their  gallery  is  "Beyond  Volcanoes,"  which  will  come  down 

on  Saturday  in  time  for  a  special  Gay  Pride  Month  juried  exhibition. 
Bayview  Opera  House  has  completed  its  exhibition  of  "We  Built  The  Pyramids,"  an 

exhibition  focused  on  inventions  of  African  Americans. 
SOMAR  is  currently  developing  its  new  Board  of  Directors  and  expects  to  vote  in  new 

members  soon.  They  are  not  looking  for  a  new  executive  director,  opting  to  keep 

their  current  management  committee  configuration.  Instead  they  hope  to  budget  in 

an  administrative  position. 
CAAAC  will  host  its  first  Annual  Malcolm  X  Dinner  and  Awards  Ceremony  this  evening 

after  the  Committee  meeting. 
The  Youth  Arts  festival  was  a  great  success,  the  Palace  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  lending 

its  charm  to  the  gala  night  openings. 
Chinatown  had  a  fabulous  exhibit  of  Mongolian  Artists  according  to  Commissioner 

Eichelbaurn,  who  was  in  attendance  that  evening.   He  was  greatly  impressed  by 

director  Julie  Cheung's  work. 
Circuit  Network  has  met  with  all  the  centers.  The  Technical  Assessments  nave  been 

completed  and  filed.  RFQ's  will  go  out  this  month  to  consultants  who  will  begin 

work  with  the  centers  in  mid-June. 
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6)  Multicultural  Survey  and  Report 

This  was  a  2  1/2  year  project  culminating  in  the  printing  of  a  brochure  and  report 
that  will  be  made  available  to  those  Commissioners  wishing  a  copy.  The 
participating  organizations  are  very  pleased  with  the  brochure  and  have  begun  using 
them  in  their  grant  applications  and  fundraising  efforts.

2)  25th  Anniversary  of  Community  Programming 

Discussion  of  25th  Anniversary  Celebration  Planning:  Staff 
led  the  discussion  concerning  preliminary  plans  for  1993 
celebration  of  25  years  of  community  cultural /art  programs, 
asking  for  Committee  recommendations.   Staff  also  discussed 
P r e 1 i m i n a r y  w o r k  o n  a  b r o c h u r e  highlighting  c o m m u n i t y 
p r o g r a m s .

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3.  MOU  Review 

Staff  lead  discussion  of  the  background  of  MOD  agreements 
previously  held  with  the  five  neighborhood  cultural  centers, 
including  several  changes  made  in  the?  recent  draft,  the  reasoning 
behind  the  new  language,  and  the  importance  of  the  document 
overall.   MOU ' s  for  all  the  centers,  with  the  exception  of  CAAAC, 
have  recently  expired.   Staff  emphasized  the  need  for  having  a 
clear  understanding  of  roles  and  responsibilities  concerning  the 
operation  of  these  buildings  in  place  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  future  possibility  of  having  each  center  in  a  lease  agreement 
similar  to  ths  one  with  the  Center  for  African  and  African 
American  Art  and  Culture  was  also  discussed.

The  Committee  for  500  Years  of  Self  Discovery  is  seeking  the  endorsement  of 
the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  in  regards  to  the  Committee's  main  project, 
the  annual  performance  event  the  "Chasky"  (see  attached). 

The  Committee  is  asking  for  endorsement  on  two  counts.  The  first  is  recognizing 
the  Chasky  as  a  valid  ongoing  community/cultural  event.  The  second  would  be  to 
support  the  restructuring  of  the  Chasky  in  the  manner  listed  briefly  below. 


To  implement  an  ongoing  central  structure  based  on  a  development  time 
line  of  two  years. 

To  include  a  model  for  the  growth  of  the  Chasky  and  the  Committee  and  to 
develop  an  ongoing  staff  and  office  space.  This  may  only  be  part  time  in  nature, 
but  it  will  provide  a  sense  of  continuity  and  will  keep  the  Committee  functioning  at 
a  creative  and  administratively  active  level.  This  would  include  the  Committee 
being  further  involved  with  the  community  and  other  performance/workshop 
programs  throughout  the  year. 

One  of  the  problems  in  the  past  has  been  the  inability  of  the  Committee  to 
provide  ongoing  advice  and  assistance  to  the  public  in  the  months  following  the 
Chasky,  which  is  the  period  of  time  when  interest  in  both  the  event  and  the 
Committee  is  usually  at  its  highest.  For  example  in  consultation  with  the  staging 
of  similar  "Chasky-like"  events,  or  in  referring  individuals  and  organizations  to 
particular  performers  or  work  shops,  and  generally  networking  throughout  the 
community. 

That  progress  be  measured  by  frequent  reviews  of  the  aims  and  objectives 
of  both  the  Committee  and  the  Chasky  to  ensure  that  they  are: 

a)  serving  the  needs  of  the  identified  community. 

b)  are  operating  in  a  manner  that  is  flexible  enough  to  encourage  and 
accommodate  the  inclusion  of  other  groups  from  both  within  and  beyond  the 
immediate  community. 

Central  administrative  apprenticeships  to  co-ordinate  both  the  workshops 
and  the  Chasky  itself. 

This  would  be  a  priority  of  the  Committee.  Youth  liaisons  who  would  be  paid  to 
work  with  the  Chasky  administrative  team.  These  would  be  part  time  positions 
lasting  up  to  six  months  at  a  time.  Ideally  filled  by  young  people  (17-18  years  of 
age)  who  are  familiar  with  the  Mission  district  and  have  ties  with  one  or  more  of 
the  cultural  groups  that  make  up  the  community.  Their  duties  would  include: 
liaison  with  police  and  city  officials;  the  event  logistics  of  the  Chasky  itself; 


interfacing  and  co-ordinating  the  various  work  shop  elements  of  the  program; 
running  an  administrative  office  and  helping  initiate  and  participate  in  the  above 
mentioned  comprehensive  and  ongoing  evaluation  model  of  both  the  Committee 
and  the  Chasky.  Supervision  and/or  guidance  will  be  available  at  all  times 

Stipends  for  the  young  people  who  are  in  the  workshops. 

These  would  be  nominal  payments  only  but  they  would  set  a  positive  precedent 
ithat  would  demonstrate  to  these  young  people  that  their  opinions  and 
experiences,  if  developed  into  a  performance  which  they  controlled  themselves 
would  be  seen  as  a  valid  criteria  for  payment. 


Applications  for  funding  have  already  been  sent  to  the  Vanguard  Foundation  and 
applications  are  pending  for  Columbia,  LEF,  Haas  and  Zellerbach. 
The  "Eyes  &  Ears  Foundation,"  a  California  non  profit  organization  has  also 
indicated  that  it  would  be  able  to  give  funds  to  support  the  program. 


The  Committee  for  500  Years  of  Self  Discovery 

The  Committee  for  500  Years  of  Self  Discovery  formed  in  1 989  as  a  coalition  of 
artists  based  mainly  in  San  Francisco's  Mission  district.  It  was  based  on  the 
concept  of  rethinking  models  of  history  to  reflect  a  non  Eurocentric  view  of 
Columbus  and  the  invasion  of  the  Americas  through  and  from  the  perspective  of 
the  microcosm  of  the  Mission  community.  The  Committee  began  organizing  for 
an  event  that  would  take  place  to  coincide  with  October  12th.  It  was  called  a 
Chasky.  The  objective  was  to  enable  local  people  to  speak  out  artistically  and 
politically  and  provide  them  with  a  visual  public  forum  to  do  so. 

Chasky  is  a  Quechua  term  for  the  traditional  messengers  who  ran  from  village  to 
village  in  the  Andes  bringing  important  news.  The  emphasis  was  on 
communication  and  mobility.  For  this  reason  it  was  also  the  term  decided  upon 
for  the  performance/procession  organised  by  the  Committee 

In  each  of  the  past  three  years  up  to  thirty  separate  performance  pieces 
(comprising  of  two  to  three  hundred  performers),  followed  by  audiences  of  over 
1 500,  have  demonstrated  the  severity  of  the  situation  on  the  streets  of  the 
Mission  district  in  a  variety  of  powerful  and  moving  formats. 

The  concept  of  the  Chasky  is  based  on  the  empowerment  of  the  community.  It  is 
an  opportunity  for  this  culturally  rich  but  politically  ignored  neighborhood  to  speak 
for  itself  (in  all  its  diverse  forms)  to  many  of  the  questions  that  are  fundamental  to 
the  current  state  of  the  Americas.  The  issue  is  particularly  relevant  here,  in  an 
area  where  many  of  the  descendants  of  the  Europeans'  original  victims  still  have 
to  deal  with  the  legacy  of  the  genocidal  policies  implemented  against  them. 
Dogmas  that  still  continue  in  varying  veiled  forms  to  this  day.  For  this  reason  the 
Chasky  is  not  important  because  of  the  celebrity  status  of  any  one  artist,  but 
because  it  encourages  ordinary  people  to  be  artistically  and  politically  active,  and 
puts  the  spirit  of  activism  on  the  streets  of  the  city  in  a  format  that  is  both  creative 
and  powerful. 

Now,  in  1993,  three  Chasky's  later,  The  Committee  feels  that  it  was  a  significant 
community  component  in,  and  fulfilled  its  role  as  part  of,  the  Resistance  500 
Coalition.  October  1992  revealed  a  widespread,  fundamental  questioning  of  the 
colonial  values  imposed  on  many  cultures  and  peoples  not  only  across  the 
Americas  but  throughout  the  world. 

The  Committee  believes  that  both  itself  and  the  Chasky  have  a  constructive  role 
to  play  beyond  the  500th  year.  500  Years  of  Resistance  remains  the  idealogical 
center  for  the  project.  But  the  third  Chasky,  the  theme  of  which  was  "Youth," 
highlighted  many  contemporary  issues  which  are  the  direct  consequence  of 
systematic  governmental  policies  of  oppression,  exploitation  and  genocide  which 
have  their  historical  roots  in  the  same  struggle  as  that  of  the  Indigenous  peoples 
against  the  original  Conquistadores. 

However  the  concept  of  the  one  day  event  is  limiting.  By  its  make  up,  the 
combination  of  performance  and  volunteer  community  activism  along  with  the 


complex  logistics  of  the  event,  it  would  be  more  accurate  to  say  that  the  event 
was  only  emblematic  of  ongoing  work  within  the  various  cultures  that  make  up 
our  community,  and  that  the  definition  of  the  Chasky  as  an  entity  was  something 
else  more  closely  aligned  with  the  ongoing  fusion  of  performance,  cultural 
pluralism  and  political  activism. 

So  far  the  Committee  has  been  organized  in  a  haphazard  fashion.  The 
organizational  base  is  not  suited  to  the  demands  of  permanency  and  stability. 
Therefore  in  its  present  volunteer  state  the  Chasky  has  probably  expanded  as  far 
as  it  can.  The  resources  currently  available  do  not  provide  for  the  level  of  ongoing 
community  liaison  and  stable  administrative  structure  to  make  the  Chasky  a 
permanent  and  reliable  community  service.  It  has  got  to  the  stage  where  a  more 
focused  approach  to  organizing  and  external  fund  raising  is  required.  But  to  move 
away  from  the  volunteer  format  may  involve  running  the  risk  of  losing  the  grass 
roots  community  base  which  is  one  of  the  special  features  of  the  Chasky.  For  this 
reason,  especially  to  justify  asking  for  the  kind  of  money  needed  to  embark  on 
expansion,  it  is  necessary  for  the  Chasky  to  expand  within  the  community  itself 
rather  than  growing  up  away  from  it. 

One  way  of  developing  the  Chasky,  which  could  maintain  the  sense  of 
community  activism  and  fulfill  a  social  need,  would  be  to  encourage  existing  and 
develop  new  workshop  performance  programs  for  some  of  the  young  people  of 
the  city.  A  particularly  needy  area  for  this  type  of  project  would  be  community 
centers  working  with  young  people  considered  to  be  "at  risk."  This  would  be  a 
powerful  way  of  demonstrating  how  art  forms  an  integral  part  of  the 
communicational  and  healing  process  within  the  community. 

The  Chasky  could  in  this  respect  act  as  a  bridge  between  the  arts  world  and  that 
community  which  the  arts  world  claims  to  represent.  And,  most  importantly,  its 
expansion  in  this  form  would  not  result  in  a  moving  away  from  the  grass  roots  but 
instead  it  would  be  bringing  a  social  catalyst  to  the  roots.

Activities 

GRANTING    PROGRAMS:  The  primary  purpose  of  the  grants  program  is  to  be  able 
to  facilitate  the  development  of  quality  arts  education  programs  locally.  We  do  this  by 
creating  granting  guidelines  that  support  our  arts  education  policy  and  goals   The 
difference  between  the  Art  Commission  and  other  local  funders  is  that  we  have  an  a 
hands-on  relationship  with  cultural  and  community  centers,  schools,  and  arts  education 
organizations.  We  provide  Information  and  technical  assistance,  as  well  as  funding.  We 
have  the  only  peer-panel  review  process  in  the  city  for  arts  education  grant  awards. 

/.     Literary  Arts  Community  Pilot  Grants:  Initiated  in  1902,  this  program 
made  grants  of  $2,000-16,750  (totalling  $73,700)  to  15  organizations.  This  program  Is 
made  possible  with  funds  from  the  Commission's  Youth  Arts  Fund  and  a  3-year  grant 
from  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts.  The  grant  awards  are  for  one  year  and 
support  local  after-school  arts  workshops  led  by  professional  artists  working  with  local 
arts  and  community  organizations.  Over  1 ,200  youth  at  risk,  ages  11-17,  are  directly 
served  through  this  program,  and  thousands  more  reached  through  performances, 
exhibits,  televised  productions,  and  publications  sponsored  by  the  projects.  The  grantee 
organizations  are  collaborating  with  over  30  schools  and  20  libraries  and  community 
groups.  Although  all  projects  have  literary  arts  3t  their  core,  most  are  inter- 
disciplinary in  nature  and  include  theatre,  dance,  visual  arts,  music,  photography,  and 
media  arts.  We  are  planning  an  event  with  the  Art  Commission  Gallery  to  showcase 
student  work  developed  within  these  projects 

2.  Youth  Arts  Festival:  We  provide  $  10,000  in  support  of  this  annual  5-day 
festival  (May  5-9th),  put  on  by  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  Dis.r'ct  and  the  Fine 
Arts  Museum.  Over  80  schools  and  community  arts  group  participate,  showcasing  student 
art  work  from  kindergarten  through  high  school.  Oyer  10,000  people  attend 
performances,  exhibits,  and  hand-on  art  activities  featured  at  the  festival.  The  Art 
Commission's  Arts  Education  Office  sits  on  the  festival  steering  committee. 

3.  Scholarships:    We  provide  a  $3,000  grant  annually  to  California  State 
Summer  School  for  the  Arts  (CSSSA)  to  mat  e  scholarships  available  to  low  iiuonie 


San  Francisco  students  accepted  to  the  school.  CSSSA  is  an  Intensive  summer 
residential  training  program  for  high  school  students  throughout  the  state  who  show 
outstanding  talent  in  dance,  music,  visual  arts/crafts,  creative  writing,  theatre,  film, 
and  video.  The  Art  Commission  is  the  local  sponsor  for  California  Arts  Scholar 
Recognition  Day  which  takes  place  as  parr  or  the  opening  celebration  for  the  Youth  Arts 
Festival.  At  this  event,  local  CSSSA  students  are  publicly  recognized  as  "California  Art 
Scholars"  and  are  presented  with  commemorative  medallions.  Ten  to  fifteen  San 
Francisco  students  attend  CSSSA  each  year.

/.     Arts  Education  Funders  Collaborative:  This  group  is  jointly  led  py  Bruce 
Slevers,  Director  of  Walter  &  Ellse  Haas  Fund,  Nolly  White,  Director,  The  Gap  Foundation, 
and  Ann  Wettrich,  Arts  Education  Officer,  S.F  Art  Commission,  we  began  meeting  in 
August  with  the  goal  of  facilitating  strategic  and  collaborative  planning  locally  In  arts 
education  and  allocating  funding  towards  special  projects  identified  by  the  group.  The 
group  consists  of  3bout  20  foundations  and  corporations  Involved  In  arts  education 
funding.  The  group  has  identified  three  projects  to  work  on: 

a)  Arts  Education  Resource  Directory:  TheArt  Commission  Is  working  with  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District  to  create  a  resource  guide  to  youth  arts  programs  in  school  and  community 
settings.  The  new  directory  titled,  Inside/Out  combines  and  updates  two  previous  directories  put  out  by  the 
District  and  the  Commission.  The  directory  features  Information  about  in-school ,  after -school ,  weekend,  and 
summer  arts  programs  for  ban  Francisco  children  and  teens.  It  will  include  neighborhood  maps  locating  schools 
and  community  art  centers,  and  provide  information  about  local  arts  services  and  festivals.  Three  to  five 
thousands  copies  ol  the  book  will  be  printed  and  distributer!  in  Spring  of  '93  (tree)  to  public  and  private  schools, 
cultural  and  community  centers,  children  service  and  arts  organizations,  PTA's,  libraries,  and  other  interested 
groups.  This  project  is  being  funded  by  the  Crescent  Porter  Hale  Foundation,  the  uap  Foundation,  the  Walter  & 
Elise  Haas  Fund,  the  Bernard  Osher  Foundation,  and  the  Pacific  Telesis  Foundation. 

b)  Arts  Education  Professional  Dovolopmont  Institute:    Currently  m  the  research 

stages,  this  project  will  address  the  needs  tor  arts  education  in  the  schools  by  training  teachers  in  the  SfUSO  and 
facilitating  artist-teacher  partnerships.  An  advisory  group  is  being  formed  to  develop  this  prelect  which  will 
include  a  summer  institute  for  San  Francisco  teachers,  a  series  of  arts  education  workshops  to  be  offered  through 
SFUSD  professional  development  program,  and  In-school  workshops.  This  project  strives  to  Initiate  collaborative 
and  strategic  planning  among  San  Francisco  arts  organizations  and  schools,  promoting  quality  arts  education  by 
creating  a  structure  where  local  arts  education  resources  are  made  accessible  to  teachers.  The  goal  of  the  institute 
is  to  give  teachers  the  skills,  knowledge  and  resources  necessary  to  Incorporate  the  ai  ts  into  their  curriculum  and 
to  utilize  community  resources  In  bringing  a  rich  diversity  of  arts  education  opportunities  to  their  students.  The 
institute  will  bring  national  arts  education  experts  as  Keynote  speakers  and  will  contract  local  arts  education 
organizations,  artists  and  arts  educators  to  conduct  workshops  The  idea  is  to  unify  efforts,  establish  common 
goals,  and  focus  resources  to  meet  needs  in  a  way  that  avoids  duplication  ot  effort. 

c)  Arts  Education  Clearinghouse:     r  his  project  is  in  early  conceptual  stages    The  idea  is  to 
create  an  information  center  with  a  data-base  on  arts  education  events,  programs,  issues  and  resources  The 
protect  might  Include  a  newsletter.  Discussions  have  taken  place  with  several  organizations  that  could  possibly 
devote  space  to  this  project- -the  new  public  library,  and  the  new  Yerba  Buena  Children's  Place.  Both  groups  have 
expressed  an  interest.

ran  Francisco  Arts  Providers:  A  consortium  of  approximately  30  arts 
organizations  in  the  city,  who  provide  arts  education  programs  to  San  Francisco  public 
schools.  The  Art  Commission  acts  in  an  advisory  capacity  and  helps  to  facilitate 
collaborative  initiatives  and  strategic  planning  in  arts  education  among  the  membership. 

J.     Cultural  and  Community  Center  Activities:  The  Community  Arts  & 
Education  Program  at  the  Commission  provides  financial  and  technical  assistance 
support  to  cultural  centers  and  community  arts  centers.  We  hold  monthly  meetings  with 
these  groups  to  disseminate  pertinent  information  and  facilitate  joint  planning  and 
projects.  Arts  education  information  is  shared  at  these  meetings  and  program 
development  In  this  area  Is  encouraged. 

4    Pun  tic  Advocates:    Jne  Best  Agenda  for  Children  in  S.F. 

This  is  a  broad-based  coalition  of  groups,  led  by  Public  Advocates,  serving  children  in 
the  city    It  includes  representatives  from  schools,  the  leathers  union,  health  and  human 
service  organizations,  city  agencies  and  the  business  community.  The  goal  is  for 
strategic  planning,  creating  common  goals  and  an  efficient  plan  for  the  delivery  of 
quality  services  to  children  In  San  Francisco.  The  group  Is  Involved  in  putting  together 
an  action  agenda  for  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Board  of  Education  to  equitably 
address  the  needs  of  children  throughout  the  city.  We  have  just  begun  working  with  this 
newly  formed  group  with  the  goal  of  getting  them  to  include  the  arm  and  the  creative 
development  needs  of  children  In  their  agenda  and  action  plan. 


Staff 

The  Art  Commission  has  one  full-time  temporary  position  in  arts  education  made 
possible  through  combined  funding  sources— the  California  Arts  Council's  State-Local 
Partners  Program,  the  Youth  Art  Fund,  and  a  one -year  special  project  grant  from  Walter 
I.  Elise  Haas  Fund.    Ann  V/ettrich  was  hired  in  May  '92  as  Arts  Education  Officer.  She 
works  within  the  Community  Arts  &  Education  Program  under  the  direction  of  Sonia  Gray. 


Future  Program  Development  and  Funding 

Our  goal    is  to  generate  new  public  funds  to  secure  the  arts  education  position  and 
to  expand  our  grants  programs.  We  hope  to  create  new  granting  programs  to  meet  a 
variety  of  needs  in  arts  education,  such  as,  scholarships  to  local  arts  programs;  arts 
apprentships,  artist-in-residence  programs  for  community  day  schools  who  work  with 
youth  at  high  risk  of  educational  failure,  and  other  special  project  grants.  Potential 
funding  sources  are  identified  below. 

I .  City  Funds:  We  have  been  meeting  with  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Children, 
Youth  and  Their  Families  to  receive  an  allocation  of  funds  from  the  Children's  Initiative 
Forty  percent  of  these  monies,  which  are  expected  to  total  appro:::  r.ately  13.2  million 


dollars  for  93-94  (based  on  a  formula  of  $0,025  for  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  assessed 
property  valuation )  are  allocated  to  several  city  departments:  Public  Health,  Social 
Services,  Juvenile  Probation,  and  Public  Libraries,  Recreation  ana  Parks.  Additionally 
the  Private  Industry  Council  will  be  allocated  approximately  2.66  million  In  93-94  for 
collaborative  planning  among  city  departments,  facilitated  by  MOCYF,  to  utilize 
this  money  as  a  whole.  This  departmental  plan  will  emphasize  collaboration  with  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  District.  We  are  nope  to  work  with  tins  group,  even  though 
the  Art  Commission  is  not  one  of  the  city  agencies  currently  being  funded.  The  Art 
Commission  could  play  a  pivotal  technical  assistance  role  In  developing  quality  arts 
programs  with  the  other  city  departments  and  the  local  arts  education  community. 

Approximately  half  of  the  Children's  Initiative  funds  are  regranted  to 
children's  service  organization    In  the  first  funding  cycle  only  one  arts  organization  was 
funded.  Our  meetings  with  the  MOCYF  resulted  in  wider  allocations  for  the  arts  built  Into 
the  new  guidelines  for  92-93.  These  guidelines  call  for  $400,000  to  be  granted  towards 
arts  and  cultural  programs. 

2.  State  Funding:  Two  legislative  initiatives  were  signed  by  the  governor  this 
year  to  fund  arts  education  partnerships  among  local  schools,  arts  agencies,  and 
community  organizations.  Funding  is  not  expected  to  be  available  until  1994  The  two 
initiates  are  ^  1 282  and  '1286.  The  first,  known  as  the  "license  plate  bill"  will  produce 
an  arts  license  plate  (designed  by  Wayne  Thiebaud)  to  be  sold  throughout  California. 
Some  undesignated  percentage  of  the  profits  from  these  sales  will  go  to  the  California 
Arts  Council  to  Implement  the  arts  education  initiative  legislation  (^  1 286)  which  will 
fund  public/private  partnership  projects  In  arts  education  throughout  the  state. 

3.  Federal  Funding:    Three  primary  sources: 

a)  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts    The  NEA  is  supporting  two  national  projects  in  arts 
education.  These  projects  are  Jointly  developing  national  standards  and  assessment  method  iloyies  tor  arts 
education.  A  draft  will  be  available  for  Input  across  the  Held  nationally  in  the  early  part  of  '93  Additional  arts 
education  funding  Is  available  to  non-profit  groups  through  the  many  individual  departments  at  the  NEA.  ( The 
Mission  Cultural  Center  Is  applying  for  one  of  these  grants  to  fund  an  after-school  multi-disciplinary  arts 
program.)  Their  grants  program  for  local  arts  agencies  is  being  re-evaluated  this  year.  Mew  guidelines  have  not 
yet  been  established  and  await  the  results  of  the  national  standards  and  assessment  projects.

Staff  and  centers  discussed  the  changes  to  the  MOU  regarding  the  stipulation  that  the 

facilities  be  used  only  for  art  and  cultural  activities.    City  Attorney  verified  that  "only"  remain 

in  the  language,  and  an  appendix  for  possible  uses  be  added.    Committee  discussed  what 

possible  uses  might  include.     Commissioner  Lim  suggested  that  "community"  be  added  to 

make  language  more  inclusive. 

Committee  officially  recommends  the  following:    The  word  "community"  be  inserted  after  the 

word  "art"  within  Section  II,  Scope  of  Understanding,  Item  C-3  in  the  current  final  draft  of 

the  MOU  agreement. 

Staff  stressed  the  need  to  complete  this  process  as  soon  as  possible  due  to  the  upcoming  bond 

issue.    MOU  approval  will  be  included  on  Full  Commission  agenda  for  April  5  meeting,  and 

signed  documents  will  be  in  place  by  April  15.

Jennifer  Spangler  presented  to  the  Committee  plans  for  the  upcoming  ArtHouse 
seminar,  entitled,  "Tools  for  Creating  Space  that  Works."    The  seminar  is  scheduled  for  June 
16  from   9  a.m.  to  12  p.m.   This  seminar  will  also  be  presented  in  Los  Angeles  the  following 
week.   The  presentations  will  include  "Case  Studies  of  Facilities  that  Work,"  "Financing 
Improvements  and  Acquisition,"  and  "Sharing  Space  and  Pooling  Resources."    Speakers 
include  directors  and  representatives  from  local  arts  organizations  such  as  Intersection, 
Lorraine  Hansberry,  Koncepts,  and  the  Film  Arts  Foundation.   A  late  addition  to  the  speaker 
list  is  a  representative  from  San  Jose  to  discuss  that  city's  unique  artspace  program.   The 
Cultural  Centers  and  CAE's  Programs  in  the  Community  will  receive  scholarships  to  this 
seminar. 

2.  Special  Projects  Grants  Review 

Staff  reoriented  the  Committee  with  the  process  of  applying  for  Cultural  Center 
Special  Projects  funding  through  CAE  Youth  Arts  Fund.   The  funds  are  seed  money  to 
implement  projects  within  the  centers  to  foster  arts  education  and  cultural  activities  for  local 
youth  during  the  summer  months.   Funds  are  designated  for  projects  meeting  guidelines 
including  the  stipulation  that  project  strategize  for  matching  funds,  and  not  to  rely  solely  on 
this  limited  supply  of  funding.   This  grant  is  not  a  competitive  one  among  the  Centers,  though 
each  project  must  meet  stated  guidelines. 

Juan  Carlos  Cuellar,  Educational  Director  and  Peter  Vigil,  Development  Director  at 
MCC,  gave  a  presentation  on  the  Summer  School  Program  that  Center  developed  last 
summer.   The  program,  designed  to  serve  at-risk  youth  in  the  Mission  District  as  a  summer 
school  program,  provides  art  and  cultural  classes  in  all  disciplines  housed  at  Mission  Cultural 
Center.   MCC  has  raised  $8000  toward  this  project  for  this  year,  and  hopes  to  extend  the 
scope  of  the  project  for  next  year.   Cuellar  believes  that  by  engaging  these  individuals  in  the 
collective  creative  process,  it  gives  them  the  tools  to  challenge/combat  gang  involvement  that 
is  prevalent  in  their  community. 

The  following  motion  was  made  by  Commissioner  Lim,  seconded  by  Commissioner 


Kirk,  and  unanimously  approved: 

Motion  to  approve  $6500  Special  Projects  Grant  request  of  the  Mission  Cultural  Center  to 

assist  in  funding  their  Summer  Youth  Program. 

Sheila  Preston  of  the  Arts  Providers  Alliance  was  introduced  and  a  brief  summary  of 
the  background  of  the  Arts  Providers  in  relation  to  the  Art  Commission  was  given.   Preston 
was  present  to  answer  any  questions  the  Committee  had  concerning  the  Special  Project  Grant 
request.   Commissioner  Kirk  stated  that  he  felt  the  program  was  comprehensive  and  the 
request  was  reasonable.   The  Alliance  was  requesting  $500  to  assist  in  mailing  and  supplies 
for  annual  costs  incurred  by  the  organization. 

The  following  motion  was  made  by  Commissioner  Kirk,  seconded  by  Commissioner 
King,  and  unanimously  approved: 

Motion  to  approve  $500  Special  Projects  Grant  request  of  the  Arts  Provider  Alliance  to  assist 
in  annual  operating  costs  of  that  organization. 

3.    A  its  Education  Update 

Ann  Wettrich  presented  a  draft  of  an  Arts  Education  Summary  describing  goals, 
strategies,  and  policies  of  the  Art  Commission  in  terms  of  Arts  Education.   The  summary  also 
included  details  of  current  projects  being  developed  to  further  the  stated  goals  of  this 
program.   Committee  stated  that  the  summary  was  very  comprehensive,  and  gave  each 
member  a  clear  indication  of  the  necessity  of  Arts  Education  and  the  direction  of  current 
efforts  in  the  field. 

The  Arts  Education  resource  guide,  "Inside/Out"  was  recently  completed  and  copies 
are  currently  being  distributed  to  schools,  arts  organizations  and  public  libraries  by  the  San 
Francisco  School  District  and  the  Art  Commission.   The  Committee  commended  Wettrich  and 
staff  on  the  successful  collaboration,  and  commented  positively  on  the  completeness  and 
accessibility  of  the  information  presented. 

Staff  updated  Committee  on  progress  of  the  second  year  of  Literary  Arts  Granting. 
Applications  have  been  sent,  and  staff  is  beginning  to  look  into  the  process  of  selecting  this 
year's  panel.   Recommendations  for  panel  members  by  Committee  are  welcomed,  and  staff 
requested  that  one  commissioner  from  the  Committee  be  selected  at  that  time  to  serve  on  the 
1993-94  panel.   It  was  decided  that  Commissioner  Kirk  be  this  year's  Committee 
representative.   Panel  Process  is  tentatively  scheduled  for  the  last  week  in  July. 

Meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:58  p.m.  by  Commissioner  Lim.

Commissioner  Lim  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:47  p.m. 


DISCUSSION 


1.    CAAAC  Lease  Ev aluation 

Staff  gave  introduction  and  overview  of  evaluation  process  as  it  reads  in  the  signed  lease 
agreement  with  the  center.    Meeting  was  turned  over  to  CAAAC  Director  Kola  Thomas  who 
introduced  his  board  and  staff  members  present.   Thomas  also  handed  out  binders  containing 
the  self-evaluation  and  programming  overview  that  has  been  recently  completed  by  CAAAC. 
Board  President  Reverend  John  Lane  addressed  Committee  and  invited  them  to  peruse  the 
submitted  self-evaluation  document,  (see  attached) 

Thomas  highlighted  key  points  in  the  document  including  staff  and  board  lists,  and  recent 
accomplishments.    Commissioner  Kirk  asked  about  the  current  programs  that  are  in  place, 
which  Thomas  then  outlined.    Plans  for  future  revenue-producing  programs  including  a  snack 
shop  were  discussed.    Thomas  concluded  his  presentation  by  respectfully  submitting  the  report 
to  the  Committee  and  requesting  another  five  years  in  the  current  lease  agreement  with  the 
Art  Commission. 

The  following  motion  was  made  by  Commissioner  Okamoto,  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Kirk,  and  unanimously  approved: 

Motion  to  approve  the  submitted  report  evaluation  by  the  Center  for  African  and  African 
American  Art  and  Culture,  and  continue  the  lease  agreement  held  with  the  Art  Commission 
for  another  five  years. 
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2.  ArtHouse  Update 

Jennifer  Spangler  announced  to  the  Committee  her  resignation  as  Director  of  ArtHouse 
effective  June  30,  1993.    Spangler  made  a  presentation  of  her  recommendations  for  future 
ArtHouse  planning  and  an  overview  of  the  current  programming  in  place.    Spangler  indicated 
that  she  hoped  that  these  recommendations  would  serve  to  open  a  discussion  between 
California  Lawyers  for  the  Arts  and  the  Art  Commission  concerning  plans  for  the  Director 
position  and  the  organization's  focus.    Her  observations  included  the  following: 

*Still  a  tremendous  need  for  the  program  in  terms  of  assistance  to  individual  artists. 

♦Several  new  areas  of  funding  are  opening  up  in  the  realm  of  facility  assistance,  and 
there  could  be  opportunities  for  ArtHouse  to  provide  technical  assistance  to 
organizations  and  individuals  applying  for  and  receiving  funding. 

♦Suggests  that  the  interests  of  California  Lawyers  for  the  Arts  and  the  Art  Commission 
in  terms  of  ArtHouse  could  deviate  based  on  current  activities,  and  that  priority 
should  be  given  to  developing  both  visions  for  the  organization.    However,  current 
staff  situations  would  make  that  very  difficult  unless  there  was  an  expansion,  or  split 
of  the  two  visions  into  two  separate  organizations. 

A  discussion  of  future  vision  for  ArtHouse  ensued  with  Alma  Robinson  from  CLA  and  Art 
Commission  staff  and  Committee  members.   Commissioner  Lim  expressed  concern  for  the 
future  of  the  current  programming  at  ArtHouse,  and  hoped  that  every  effort  would  be  made  to 
continue  it  after  June  30.    Director  Robinson  expressed  her  board's  commitment  to  ArtHouse 
in  its  current  state.    Director  Winship  noted  that  there  is  interest  by  ArtHouse  to  expand 
beyond  its  advocacy  and   information  services  for  artists  live/work  space  to  technical 
assistance  in  art  space  development  to  artist  and  arts  organizations.   At  a  time  of  shrinking 
resources  both  from  the  State  and  with  earned  income,  a  careful  look  will  be  given  to 
evaluate  this  desired  expansion  of  services.    Winship  will  be  meeting  with  Robinson  to 
discuss  the  full  description  and  implications  of  technical  assistance  services.   Commissioner 
Lim  and  Commissioner  Okamoto  expressed  their  thanks  and  appreciation  to  Spangler  for  her 
work  and  commitment  to  the  ArtHouse  program. 

CLA's  plans  for  transition  include  retaining  the  current  position  of  Program  Assistant  and 
extending  it  to  five  days  per  week. 

3.  Bond  Update 

Staff  discussed  the  addition  of  $4  million  to  the  bond  issue  for  a  new  Gay  and  Lesbian 
Cultural  Center,  bringing  the  total  of  the  bond  to  $98  million.    Currently,  there  are  no  site 
plans  for  the  new  center.    Bond  issue  has  been  passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  will 
be  on  the  November  ballot. 
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4.  Literary  Arts  Panel  Pool 

Staff  updated  Committee  on  plans  for  1993-94  Literary  Arts  Grants.    The  panel  is  scheduled 
for  Wednesday,  July  28,  and  Commissioner  Kirk  is  participating  in  the  panel  process  this 
year.   The  remaining  four  panelists  have  been  selected  from  the  Panel  Pool  and  Staff 
requested  a  motion  from  the  Committee  to  approve  those  selections. 

The  following  motions  were  made  by  Commissioner  Lim,  seconded  by  Commissioner  King, 
and  unanimously  approved:

DISCUSSION 

1.  Asbestos  Abatement 

As  a  result  of  the  recent  building  assessments  on  the  four  cultural  centers,  two  of  the  centers 
have  been  identified  as  having  exposed  asbestos  in  a  portion  of  their  buildings.   CAAAC  and 
SOMAR  both  have  had  to  close  off  areas  and  post  hazard  signs  warning  of  the  danger  of 
asbestos  exposure.   CAAAC's  abatement  estimate  is  $18,800,  and  SOMAR's  estimate  is 
$31,600,  making  a  total  of  $50,400  in  costs  to  rectify  these  emergency  situations. 

Staff  is  working  with  Public  Works  and  Public  Health  to  access  emergency  funds  to  cover 
some  of  these  costs.   Staff  is  in  the  process  of  organizing  an  educational  workshop  for  center 
personnel  on  the  dangers  of  exposure  to  asbestos. 

2.  Literary  Arts 

Staff  summarized  the  outcome  of  the  Literary  Arts  Grants  panel  review,  held  July  28.    Fifteen 
projects  were  funded  for  the  1993-94  FY.   Nine  of  the  1992-93  projects  who  reapplied  were 
refunded,  and  six  new  projects  were  funded.   The  projects  received  60  to  100%  of  their  total 
grant  request.   Staff  is  exploring  new  funding  sources  to  increase  available  funds  for  the 
1994-95  granting  cycle.

Martha  Jimenez  summarized  the  work  that  will  be  done  on  the  Studio  D  portion  of  their 
building.   The  center  has  plans  to  house  a  graphics  lab  with  computers.   These  improvements 
are  not  major  structural  changes,  but  will  allow  the  graphics  lab  to  be  enclosed  so  that  the 
computers  are  better  secured.   Estimates  for  costs  are  $3,000  to  $4,000.

DISCUSSION 

1 .   Cultural  Center  Plan 

a.  Short  Term  Issues 

Mission  Cultural  Center's  fire  protection  systems  are  scheduled  to  be  tested  and 
certified  on  Wednesday,  November  17.   This  work  will  remedy  the  current  code  violations 
established  as  priority  items  by  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department. 

Staff  discussed  the  status  of  maintenance  funds  for  the  current  fiscal  year.   Capital 
Improvements  funds  at  approximately  $53,000  covers  only  a  fraction  of  the  annual  $300,000 
need  for  all  four  cultural  center  buildings.    Needs  for  the  buildings  include  contractual  costs 
for  services  to  the  building  as  well  as  maintenance  and  repairs.    Some  of  the  repairs  on  these 
buildings  are  critical  to  the  safety  of  the  staff  of  the  centers.     Committee  discussed  process 
by  which  the  existing  funds  will  be  spent  in  1993-94.   The  first  priority  is  meeting  all  code 
violations  to  keep  the  facilities  open,  and  then  repairs  considered  "emergency"  status  by  both 
Art  Commission  and  Cultural  Center  staffs. 

b.  Long  Term  Planning 

Committee  discussed  alternate  funding  possiblities  for  the  center's  maintenance  costs. 
It  was  determined  that  the  Art  Commission  should  work  to  gain  representation  on  the  Capital 
Improvements  Advisory  Committee  in  order  to  leverage  future  funds  for  this  increasingly 
serious  situation.    All  other  city  departments  that  are  responsible  for  maintaining  city 
properties  have  representation  on  this  committee.    Staff  also  would  like  to  explore  the 
possibilities  of  the  individual  centers  accessing  CDBG  funding  through  the  Mayor's  Office. 
Bayview  Opera  House  is  situated  in  a  designated  redevelopment  area  and  there  is  a  posibility 
for  them  to  receive  funds  from  that  agency.   Committee  recommended  that  Bayview's  needs 
as  identified  in  the  facility  assessment  for  the  bond  be  used  to  leverage  these  funds. 

After  a  preliminary  meeting  with  art  commissioners,  center  staff  and  board  members,  it 
was  decided  that  facilitated  discussions  would  be  scheduled  to  help  establish  a  plan  for  Art 
Commission/Cultural  Center  relations.   The  Committee  is  anxious  to  move  forward  with  these 
meetings.   Committee  recommended  that  the  consultants  who  are  being  considered  submit  a 
proposal  based  on  an  RFP  to  be  issued  by  staff.   Committee  will  review  and  approve  a 
consultant  at  the  December  21  CAE  Committee  meeting.

Arts  Education  Officer,  Ann  Wettrich,  is  currently  planning  two  new  arts  education 
projects  with  the  funders  collaborative.    In  order  to  manage  the  increased  administrative 
responsibilities,  there  is  a  need  for  staff  support.    Committee  members  agreed  that  arts 
education  is  a  priority  of  the  Art  Commission,  and  should  be  adequately  supported  to  execute 
these  new  projects  successfully.   The  following  motion  was  made  by  Commissioner  Nakajo, 
seconded  by  Commissioner  Kirk  and  unanimously  approved: 

Motion  to  authorize  Intersection  for  the  Arts  to  pay  for  staff  support  for  arts  education  in  the 
amount  of  $6,913.00. 

c.  Professional  Development  Project 

Ann  Wettrich  updated  the  Committee  on  the  progress  of  this  new  project,  and  thanked 
Commissioner  Kirk  for  attending  the  first  planning  meeting.   Commissioner  Lim  and 
Commissioner  Kirk  will  be  involved  with  the  planning  process  of  this  project.    The  RFP  for 
the  contractor  who  will  act  as  the  project  coordinator  is  being  circulated  and  the  position  will 
be  filled  by  the  second  week  in  December.

Commissioner  Kirk  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  3:40  p.m. 

DISCUSSION  AND  ACTION 

1.    Establishing  cultural  center  maintenance  process. 

It  was  presented  by  staff  that  a  new  process  for  correcting  maintenance  problems  was  needed 
to  facilitate  payment  to  vendors  in  a  more  timely  manner  and  to  alleviate  some  of  the 
administrative  paper  work  involved  in  processing  small  checks.  The  recommendation  put  forth 
was  to  establish  a  $2000  maintence  fund  per  center  so  that  small  maintenance  items  such  as 
broken  windows,  clogged  toliets,  broken  locks  could  be  maintained  internally  and  not  have  to 
go  through  CAE.   The  funds  would  be  granted  to  each  center  with  renewable  options  upon 
submittal  of  reports  with  receipts  showing  expenditure  of  funds  for  maintenance  items.   This 
account  would  only  be  availiable  for  items  under  $500  and  for  items  over  that  limit,  each 
center  would  have  to  contact  CAE  with  job  estimates  as  they  now  do. 

Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Kirk  to  approve  a  grant  in  the  amount  of  $2000  each  to  the 
Center  for  African  and  African  American  Art  and  Culture,  Bayview  Opera  House,  Mission 
Cultural  Center  and  the  South  of  Market  Cultural  Center  specifically  for  building  maintenance 
expenses  for  work  projects  estimated  at  $500  or  less.    Motion  was  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Simon  and  unanimously  approved. 


2.    Application  processes  for  1994-95  Grants  for  the  Arts  (GFTA)  and  California  Arts  Council 

(CAC). 

Staff  explained  the  changes  on  next  year's  applications  to  GFTA.   GFTA  is  no  longer 
allowing  the  Cultural  Center  contractual  services  line  items  to  be  a  part  of  next  year's  request. 
These  items,  such  as  security,  vehicle  maintenance  (SOMAR),  elevator  service,  sewer  charges, 
and  fire  extinguishers  maintenance  total  approximately  $24,000  annually.   We  will  need  to 
explore  other  areas  for  funding.   Other  areas  for  which  we  will  be  seeking  additional  funding 
are  Neighborhood  Festivals,  and  the  continuation  of  the  Technical  Assistance  Program  in 
which  all  the  Centers  have  been  taking  part.   Currently  our  total  GFTA  allocation  is  $150,000. 
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The  CAC  request  will  continue  to  cover  salary  expenses  lor  the  Arts  Ed.  Officer  and 
ArtHouse.    No  changes  will  be  made  to  that  application.    Currently  our  CAC  allocation  is 
$27,000. 

Motion  made  by  Commission  Nakajo  to  authorize  Community  Arts  and  Education  to  apply 
for  1994-95  Grants  for  the  Arts  funding  in  the  amount  up  to  $200,000  and  to  apply  for  1994- 
95  California  Arts  Council  funding  in  the  amount  up  to  $30,000.    Motion  was  seconded  by 
Commission  Simon  and  unanimously  approved. 


3.  Cultural  Centers  Planning  Consultant/Long  Range  Planning  Process. 

Staff  reviewed  background  of  past  cultural  center/Art  Commission  relations  and  recent  facility 
issues  that  have  necessitated  a  re-examination  of  that  20+  year  relationship.   The  Art 
Commission  is  interested  in  exploring  all  options  for  future  relations  and  that  means  assessing 
the  long  term  goals  of  each  center  and  the  Art  Commission,  and  making  decisions  based  on 
those  goals.    Following  CAE's  last  committee  meeting  on  November  16,  it  was  decided  that  a 
consultant  would  be  contracted  to  facilitate  this  dialogue. 

A  request  for  proposals  for  prospective  consultants  has  been  developed  outlining  the  critical 
issues.    Staff  has  not  established  a  firm  timeline  for  the  entire  planning  process,  as  it  is 
crucial  that  this  process  be  inclusive  of  all  parties  and  all  issues.   To  begin  the  planning,  Art 
Commission  staff  would  like  to  have  a  panel  discussion  the  week  of  January  29  that  would 
invite  artistic  and  cultural  community  leaders  to  discuss  model  community  centers  inside  and 
outside  the  Bay  Area,  providing  input  and  insight  into  this  planning  process. 

Commissioner  Nakajo  expressed  concern  that  the  centers  might  not  have  a  long  range  plan  in 
place  around  which  to  shape  these  decisions.   Jack  Davis,  representing  SOMAR,   detailed  the 
center's  recent  efforts  toward  forming  a  long  range  plan,  including  specific  goals  relating  to 
space  use.    Richard  Reineccius  said  that  this  planning  process  should  occur  concurrenly    with 
each  center's  planning  processs  and  not  impede  existing  center  activities.   Commissioner  Kirk 
said  that  all  commissioners  need  to  be  a  part  of  this  process,  not  just  the  CAE  committee 
members.    He  requested  that  staff  arrange  a  tour  of  each  center  and  include  all  commissioners 
to  keep  them  informed  and  involved. 

Staff  is  looking  to  choose  a  consultant  by  February,  and  will  be  reviewing  proposals  with  the 
centers  in  the  next  month.    All  proposals  that  come  to  committee  level  will  be  competitive, 
and  the  committee  will  have  approval  of  final  selections. 

4.  Arts  Education  Update. 

Richard  Newirth  suggested  an  amendment  to  the  language  of  the  motion  on  the  agenda  for 
consideration,  and  clarified  the  wording  surrounding  the  fiscal  agency  of  the  San  Francisco 
Foundation  for  the  Professional  Development  Project. 
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Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Nakajo  to  support  the  San  Francisco  Art  Commission's 
participation  in  the  Arts  Education  Professional  Development  collaboration  with  the  San 
Franc ico  Unified  School  District,  the  Arts  Education  Funders  Collaborative  and  the  Arts 
Providers.    The  San  Francisco  Foundation,  as  fiscal  sponsor  for  the  project,  will  facilitate  all 
payment  to  necessary  parties  including  the  Art  Commission.    The  Art  Commission  will  be 
reimbursed  for  technical  assistance  services,  supplies  and  administrative  expenditures  related 
to  the  project.    The  motion  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Simon  and  unanimously 
approved. 

Ann  Wettrich  gave  an  update  on  the  hiring  process  for  the  Professional  Development 
consultant.   Representatives  from  each  of  the  collaborators  on  the  project  are  conducting  final 
interviews,  and  hope  to  make  a  choice  by  the  last  week  in  December.   The  next  steering 
committee  meeting  will  be  held  January  5. 

The  Arts  Education  Clearinghouse  project  with  the  new  Main  Library  is  still  in  the  planning 
stages,  but  the  library  representatives  are  very  interested  in  the  range  of  possibilities  for  this 
project. 

There  will  be  another  Arts  Education  Teleconference  on  January  18,  1994  sponsored  by 
Internet  and  facilitated  by  Ann  Wettrich. 


5.    Presidio  Development  Update. 

Kathleen  Lane  from  ArtHouse  gave  an  update  of  the  planning  at  the  Presidio.   The  Park 
Service  has  been  taking  public  comment  regarding  space  use  for  arts  and  cultural  programs, 
and  ArtHouse  has  been  very  active  in  garnering  this  type  of  public  support.    Both 
Commissioner  Kirk  and  Kola  Thomas,  representing  CAAAC,  requested  that  the  Commission 
take  a  lead  role  in  ensuring  that  a  strong  component  of  the  Presidio  development  include  arts 
and  culture,  and  advocate  to  the  communities  the  importance  of  being  a  part  of  this  project. 


6.    New  Business. 

Kola  Thomas  asked  for  Commission  support  of  the  continuation  of  the  Technical  Assistance 
Program,  funded  through  CAE,  and  described  how  vital  this  planning  process  has  been  for 
CAAAC.    He  also  asked  that  the  Commission  continue  to  support  the  line  item  of  Light,  Heat 
and  Power  for  the  centers  in  the  general  fund  budget,  as  this  is  a  vulnerable  item  at  annual 
budget  reviews. 
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Thomas  requested  the  Commission  support  a  letter  from  the  Consortium  of  Cultural  Centers 
to  Quentin  Kopp  asking  that  he  retract  a  printed  statement  concerning  the  centers.   These 
items  could  not  be  discussed  by  the  committee,  as  it  did  not  appear  on  the  agenda  for  official 
discussion,  in  accordance  with  the  recently  instated  Sunshine  Ordinance.

2.  Arts  Education/Professional  Development  Update 

Emerald  Consulting  has  been  hired  by  the  various  parties  involved  with  the 
Professional  Development  project,  and  the  project  participants  will  have  their  first  steering 
committee  meeting  on  January  12,  1994. 

The  Clearinghouse  project  has  been  put  on  hold  with  the  public  library.   The  new 
main  library  will  be  the  site  of  the  Arts  Education  Clearinghouse,  but  the  library  staff  has  not 
decided  what  department  will  be  responsible.    Staff  is  meeting  with  Scott  Stoner,  who  is  the 
head  of  the  National  Arts  Education  Clearinghouse,  to  have  input  from  that  project  and  share 
information  in  the  planning  stages  of  the  local  project. 

3.  Cultural  Center  Planning  Process 

a.  The  request  for  proposals  has  been  finalized  and  will  be  circulated,  with  a  deadline 
date  of  February  4,  1994  for  all  proposals.    Staff  added  a  timeline  that  coordinates  the 
selection  process  with  the  committee  level  and  full  commission  meetings.    Staff  suggested 
that  the  timeline  be  pushed  back  to  allow  the  consultants  more  time  to  prepare  their  proposals.

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4.  Housing  A  uthority  Project 

Staff  is  in  the  planning  process  of  a  project  in  collaboration  with  the  San  Francisco 
Housing  Authority  to  implement  afterschool  art  projects  within  five  of  the  San  Francisco 
Housing  Projects.   There  has  been  a  planning  meeting  bringing  artists  to  the  table  to  discuss 
how  artists  will  be  integrated  into  these  projects.

This  discussion  was  tabled  to  the  Executive  Committee  meeting  on  Tuesday,  January 
18,  1994.    Kola  Thomas  was  present  to  circulate  information  he  obtained  from 
Congresswoman  Nancy  Pelosi  regarding  the  Presidio.   Thomas  made  a  statement  that 
expressed  his  concern  that  the  Art  Commission  had  been  entirely  left  out  of  the  initial 
planning  process  and  the  Art  Commissioners  should  make  every  effort  to  be  involved  now. 
Commissioner  Lim  thanked  Thomas  for  his  efforts  in  getting  the  planning  information,  and 
moved  that  the  discussion  be  continued  at  the  Executive  Committee  meeting  on  1/18. 

6.  Letter  to  Quentin  Kopp 

There  was  an  open  letter  from  Senator  Kopp  to  the  SF  Independent  newspaper  in  late 
October  that  made  derogatory  references  toward  the  cultural  centers  and  their  involvement 
with  the  Prop.  A  bond  measure.   The  centers  circulated  a  letter  to  correct  his  statements  and 
asked  for  the  Art  Commission  to  support  it.   There  was  a  misunderstanding  as  to  the  origin  of 
Senator  Kopp's  original  statements,  so  the  Art  Commission  did  not  sign  the  letter.    However, 
the  Art  Commission  stands  in  support  of  the  Cultural  Centers,  and  would  like  to  make  a 
commitment  to  the  education  of  Senator  Kopp,  as  well  as  other  public  officials,  in  the  worth 
of  community -based  art  and  cultural  programming. 

Commissioner  Lim  adjourned  the  meeting  at  5:40  p.m.

Supporters  of  Western  Addition  Cultural  Center  (SOWACC)  has  changed  their  name,  as  a  result 
of  recent  planning  through  the  CAE  technical  assistance  program,  to  Community  Arts 
Productions.  They  are  awaiting  final  approval  of  the  name. 

The  San  Francisco  African  American  Historical  and  Cultural  Society  is  located  at  Fort  Mason 
Center,  and  has  recently  rennovated  their  gallery  space.  They  have  a  library/ resource 
center  on  the  second  floor  of  CAAAC. 

BES  Children 's  Education  Theater  is  currently  in  production  of  a  play  entitled,  "Mother  in  the 
Hood."  The  play  will  run  the  weekend  of  the  18th  and  19th  of  February  at  the  Buriel  Clay 
Theater  at  CAAAC 

Wajumbe  Cultural  Institute  received  a  Prop  J  grant  for  a  collaborative  project  with  the 
Sojouner  Truth  program.  The  program  has  recently  expanded,  and  is  now  being  held  on 
site  at  CAAAC.  Wajumbe  will  also  be  hosting  the  annual  Celebration  of  Black  Music  and 
Dance  at  Fort  Mason  February  18-20. 

Cultural  Odyssey  has  gained  recent  national  and  international  exposure  for  both  its  work 
with  incarcerated  women  at  San  Bruno  Jail,  and  for  "Emergency  Report,"  a  recent 
collaborative  production  through  a  CAE  Literary  Arts  grant  with  youth  from 
Bayview /Hunter's  Point,  Sunnyside  and  the  Western  Addition/Fillmore. 
Go  Productions  is  involved  in  their  Literary  Arts  grant  project,  a  theater-based  project  with 
youth  in  the  Fillmore  and  Western  Addition. 

Director  Thomas  attributes  much  of  the  center's  success  to  the  dedication  of  its  board 
members.  The  center  staff  has  recently  expanded  to  include  Dwan  Muhammed,  who  has  been 
hired  to  assist  the  Director  in  development  for  the  center  itself. 

2.  Residential  Companies  Presentations 
a.   Cultural  Odyssey~Co-Artistic  Director  Idris  Ackamoor  gave  a  presentation  on  the 

current  activities  of  Cultural  Odyssey.   The  third  year  of  the  Medea  Project:  Theater  for 
Incarcerated  Women  is  in  progress.   This  year's  production,  "A  Taste  of  Somewhere  Else:   A  Place 
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at  the  Table"  will  be  presented  at  Center  for  the  Arts  newly  opened  Performing  Arts  Center, 
running  for  six  nights  over  two  weekends,  February  10-12,  18-20.   This  highly  successful  program 
receives  local,  as  well  as  national  recognition  for  its  work.   Tom  Brokaw  of  NBC's  Nightly  News 
recently  visited  the  center  and  the  jail  site  to  interview  Directors  Rhodessa  Jones  and  Idris 
Ackamoor,  and  the  actors.   The  piece  will  air  February  18  at  5:30  p.m.  on  Nightly  News'  feature 
American  Close-Up. 

On  March  4,  the  youth  cast  from  "Emergency  Report,"  has  been  asked  to  perform  at 
Stanford  University  for  a  conference  hosted  by  the  organization  Children  Now  in  Palo  Alto.  The 
conference  topics  include  examining  the  media. 

b.  Community  Arts  Productions-Genevieve  Bay  an  gave  a  presentation  of  the  activities  that 
the  company  produces  annually.   Formerly  SOWACC,  Community  Arts  Productions  organizes  the 
Juneteenth  Festival,  currently  in  its  seventh  year.   The  Juneteenth  Festival  celebrates  the 
abolishment  of  slavery.   Last  year,  the  festival  took  place  at  Benjamin  Franklin  Middle  School,  and 
the  year  before  it  was  held  at  Civic  Center.  The  site  for  this  year's  celebration  has  not  been 
confirmed.   It  is  an  important  event  for  the  entire  African  American  community  within  San 
Francisco,  but  especially  for  the  residents  of  the  Western  Addition/Fillmore.   CAP  is  supported  by 
Grants  for  the  Arts  for  this  festival. 

3.    CAAAC  Redevelopment  Plan 

Director  Thomas  outlined  the  current  draft  for  the  scope  of  work  that  will  be  done  through 
funding  from  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency.  Phase  I  of  the  project  is. slated  to  begin 
sometime  in  April  and  will  cover: 

1.  Replacement  of  the  roof. 

2.  Asbestos  abatement  on  the  roof 

3.  Replacement  of  elevator  to  upgrade  to  ADA/safety  standards. 

Phase  II  will  cover  the  heat  and  venthilation  systems  in  the  building.  There  is  also  approximately 
$100,000  allocated  for  an  Economic  Development  Project  for  the  center.  The  center  will  house  both 
a  gift  shop  and  a  snack  bar,  providing  a  steady  revenue  source  for  the  center. 

Staff  reminded  Director  Thomas  that  all  design  changes  to  the  building  will  need  approval 
from  the  CAE  Committee  and  the  full  Art  Commission  before  work  begins.   The  plans  are  still  in 
draft  form,  and  will  go  in  front  of  the  CAE  Committee  when  they  are  finalized.  Commissioner 
Nakajo  acknowledged  the  great  efforts  CAAAC  has  made  to  secure  financial  resources  for  their 
center,  and  that  the  Redevelopment  Project  will  in  the  end  help  the  center  to  realize  its  full 
potential.   Commissioner  Lim  inquired  about  a  timeline  for  the  work.   There  is  no  formal  timeline 
as  yet.  Work  is  slated  to  begin  in  April  and  Phase  I  should  be  completed  within  3  to  6  months.

Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Simon  to  approve  closing  of  current  contract  between  the  City 
and  Rosekrans  &  Associates  for  the  cultural  centers'  (Bayview  Opera  House,  Center  for  African 
and  African  American  Art  and  Culture,  Mission  Cultural  Center  and  South  of  Market  Cultural 
Center)  renovation  work  as  managed  by  the  Bureau  of  Architecture.    Motion  was  seconded  by 
Commissioner  Nakajo  and  unanimously  approved.

Staff  has  met  with  the  directors  of  the  cultural  centers  to  continue 
discussion  on  this  project.   The  centers'  directors  were  impressed  with  Satterwhite's  proposal,  but 
expressed  a  need  for  a  longer  timeline  and  for  information  to  present  to  their  board  members.

1.  Strategic  Planning  Process  for  the  Cultural  Centers  Update 

Omowalee  Satterwhite,  consultant  on  this  project,  is  contacting  the  Cultural  Centers  to 
initiate  the  planning  process.    Sonia  Gray  emphasized  the  importance  of  the  centers  being  key 
players  in  the  process  through  their  involvement  and  discussion  with  Satterwhite.  A  task  force  is 
being  developed  and  will  consist  of  key  staff  and  board  members  from  the  Cultural  Centers,  one 
commissioner  from  the  Community  Arts  and  Education  Committee,  one  from  the  commission  at 
large,  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  and  the  Director  of  Community  Arts  and  Education.   Ann 
Healy  was  recommended  as  the  appropriate  representative  from  the  full  commission  because  of 
her  involvement  in  initiating  the  planning  process,  and  Terry  Simon  volunteered  to  be  included  as 
the  representative  of  this  committee. 

2.  CSS  A  Awards  Ceremony 

Ann  Wettrich  announced  the  California  State  Summer  School  for  the  Arts  Awards 
Ceremony  which  will  take  place  May  21,  1994,  in  conjunction  with  the  Event  of  the  Year.    A 
recommendation  was  made  for  a  standing  resolution  to  approve  the  students  honored  at  the 
ceremony  to  be  included  on  the  next  agenda. 

3.  Arts  Education  Update 

a)  Ann  Wettrich  announced  the  Professional  Development  Project  which  will  take  place 
April  25  and  May  3,  1994.   Updated  schedules  were  distributed  (see  attached.) 

b)  Wettrich  announced  the  Youth  Arts  Festival  which  will  take  place  at  the  Asian  Art 
Museum  on  May  7  from  10:00  a.m.  to  3:00  p.m.    The  press  release  for  the  event  was  distributed 
(see  attached.) 

Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Nakajo  to  approve  Frances  Phillips  as  a  new  addition  to  the 
pool  of  panelists  for  the  Literary  Arts  Pilot  Grant  Program.    Motion  was  seconded  by 
Commissioner  Simon  and  unanimously  approved. 

Recommendation  made  by  Commissioner  Nakajo  for  a  motion    to  approve  payment  in  the 
amount  of  $100  each  from  the  NEA  account  to  the  selected  panelists  for  the  1994-95  Literary  Arts 
Pilot  Grant  Program:    Devorah  Major,  Duane  Big  Eagle,  Frances  Phillips  and  Linda  Lucero. 

Note:   Commissioner  Nakajo  will  be  the  committee  representative  on  the  panel  with  Commissoner  Simon  as 
alternate. 
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4.  Asbestos  Update 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  has  been  assessing  the  asbestos  abatement  needs  of  the 
Cultural  Centers.    The  South  of  Market  Cultural  Center  and  The  Center  of  African  and  African 
American  Art  and  Culture  have  the  most  immediate  needs.    The  estimated  cost  for  SOMAR  is 
$20,000  and  $14,000  for  CAAAC.    It  was  recommended  that  this  situation  be  addressed  as  soon  as 
possible,  and  that  funding  for  the  estimated  amounts  be  apportioned  from  the  capital 
improvement  fund. 

Recommendation  made  by  Commissioner  Lim  for  a  motion    to  approve  the  allocation  of  $34,000 
from  the  capital  improvement  fund  towards  asbestos  abatement  for  the  South  of  Market 
Cultural  Center  at  costs  of  up  to  $20,000  and  The  Center  of  African  and  African  American  Art 
and  Culture  at  costs  of  up  to  $14,000. 

5.  South  of  Market  Cultural  Center  Building  Improvements 

During  the  recent  power  outage  in  the  south  of  Market  area,  PG&E  made  an  inspection  of 
SOMAR  and  noted  that  the  gas  meter  needed  replacement.   At  no  cost  to  the  center  or  the  Art 
Commission,  PG&E  replaced  the  meter. 

Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Nakajo  to  approve  replacement  of  the  gas  meter  at  SOMAR. 
Motion  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Lim  and  unanimously  approved. 

Jack  Davis  explained  the  future  plans  for  capitol  improvements  of  SOMAR  (see 
attachment.)   The  center  is  midway  through  the  feasibility  study.   The  initial  phase  addresses  the 
center's  upgrade  needs  for  handicapped  access,  fire  exits  and  toilets.    Davis  explained  the  need  for 
the  conversion  of  SOMAR's  electrical  configuration  to  a  system  more  suitable  to  their  use  and 
outlined  additional  immediate  electrical  needs,  as  identified  by  SOMAR  staff  (see  handout.)    A  cost 
estimate  is  in  preparation.   SOMAR  is  paying  for  a  consultant  who  is  outlining  the  plan  for  future 
improvements  of  the  center.    The  proposed  timetable  for  Phase  I  will  occur  in  1994-95. 

6.  Mission  Cultural  Center  Fire  Monitoring  System 

The  fire  marshall  has  cited  a  list  of  violations  that  need  to  be  addressed  by  the  Art 
Commission  and  the  Mission  Cultural  Center.   At  present  time,  there  is  no  fire  monitoring  system. 
The  proposed  payment  includes  the  installation  of  monitoring  equipment  and  maintenance  service. 
This  would  address  the  immediate  safety  needs  of  the  building. 

Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Nakajo  to  approve  payment  of  $2,658  from  the  capital 
improvement  fund  for  fire  monitoring  equipment  and  maintenance.    Motion  was  seconded  by 
Commissioner  Lim  and  unanimously  approved. 

7.  Asian  American  Planning  Process 

The  Art  Commission  staff  has  held  two  meetings  with  various  organizations  representing 
the  Asian  American  performing  and  visual  arts  communities  (see  attached  minutes.)   The  result  of 
the  meetings  determined  the  need  for  the  development  of  a  planning  process  that  would  critically 
look  at  the  needs  of  the  Asian  arts  community. 
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Recommendation  made  for  a  motion  to  approve  the  development  of  a  contract  to  hire  a 
consultant  to  facilitate  a  planning  process.   The  consultant  will  work  with  the  Asian  American 
consortium  and  the  Art  Commission  for  an  estimated  amount  of  $7,000  remaining  in  the  Arts 
Market  contract. 

8.   Nezv/Old  Business 

The  Community  Arts  and  Education  committee  meetings  are  held  at  one  of  the  Cultural 
Centers  every  other  month  to  allow  the  opportunity  for  those  involved  with  the  centers  to  address 
the  committee.    Rosa  deAnda,  Education  Director  of  the  Mission  Cultural  Center,  was  introduced 
to  the  committee  and  discussed  the  education  programs  of  the  center.    The  center  offers  free 
classes  in  various  disciplines  including  martial  arts.   Currently,  the  center  cannot  accommodate  the 
large  number  of  children  and  teenagers  interested  in  enrollment.    DeAnda  would  like  to  see  the 
center  expand  the  classes  to  meet  the  community's  needs  and  possibly  become  an  affiliate  of  the 
school  system  in  order  to  provide  accredited  courses. 

Commissioner  Lim  adjourned  the  meeting  at  5:50  p.m.

DISCUSSION 

1.  Strategic  Planning  Process  for  the  Cultural  Centers  Update 

The  last  Full  Commission  meeting  was  held  on  May  2.   Omowalee  addressed  the 
Commission  as  the  consultant  of  the  project  to  explain  the  strategic  planning  process  and  to  invite 
discussion  with  the  Commission.   Omowalee  described  the  phases  of  the  process,  beginning  with 
building  partnerships  between  the  centers  and  the  Art  Commission,  and  then  asked  the 
commissioners  what  they  envision  as  a  result  of  this  process.   The  commissioners  responded  with 
an  expressed  interest  in  the  centers  becoming  more  independent  and  developing  further 
organizational  stability.   Genny  Lim  commented  that  the  degree  of  autonomy  needed  may  vary 
among  the  centers.   The  commissioners  also  supported  the  centers  for  serving  as  direct  providers 
of  their  communities'  needs  and  encouraged  programming  at  the  centers  to  have  a  broad  and 
enduring  impact.   Omowalee  hopes  to  further  clarify  the  Full  Commission's  perception  of  the  goals 
of  this  process.   Sonia  felt  that  the  Full  Commission  has  developed  a  better  understanding  of  the 
importance  of  this  process.   A  continuing  challenge  is  getting  all  involved  parties  to  meet  together, 
as  communication  and  input  from  everyone  is  critical.      Steve  Cohen  said  that  he  has  support 
from  the  board  of  the  Bayview  Opera  House,  but  feels  that  discussion  of  this  process  is  abstract 
and  would  benefit  from  proposed  options  from  the  Commission.   Jack  Davis  said  that  SOMAR  is 
excited  about  the  process  and  is  comfortable  in  developing  their  own  options. 

The  next  meeting  addressing  the  strategic  planning  process  will  be  a  task  force  meeting  on 
May  25  from  6:00  -  9:00.   There  are  three  task  force  meetings  and  Terry  Simon,  Genny  Lim  and 
Stephen  Nakajo  will  rotate  so  that  a  CAE  commissoner  will  be  present  at  each  meeting.   Ann 
Healy,  Commission  President,  was  recommended  by  CAE  to  represent  the  Full  Commission. 

2.  Arts  Education  Update 

Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Kirk  to  approve  the  allocation  of  a  $700  grant  from  the  Public 
Art  Fund  to  San  Francisco  Arts  Education  Foundation  for  the  California  Arts  Scholars  Award 
Ceremony.   Motion  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Nakajo  and  unanimously  approved. 

Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Kirk  to  recognize  that  the  San  Francisco  Art  Commission 
congratulates  San  Francisco  high  school  students  on  their  acceptance  into  the  California  State 
Summer  School  for  the  Arts  and  salutes  them  as  1994  California  Art  Scholars.   Motion  was 
seconded  by  Commissioner  Simon  and  unanimously  approved. 

The  professional  development  principals'  and  teachers'  workshops  held  April  26  and  May  3 
were  very  successful.   Approximately  140  teachers  and  principals  attended  a  full  day  of  arts 
education  workshops.   Sonia  Gray  facilitated  a  panel  discussion  on  ways  that  schools  can  become 
connected  with  their  communities  to  work  with  artists  in  developing  art  education  programs.   The

event  provided  a  unique  opportunity  for  the  teachers  to  meet  community-based  artists  to  learn 
how  to  incorporate  the  arts  into  their  curriculum  and  how  to  access  community  arts  resources  in 
support  of  their  efforts.   Evaluation  comments  indicated  success  of  the  project  with  the 
recommendation  that  next  year's  event  have  smaller  panel  groups  to  provide  more  opportunities 
for  informal  dialogue. 

The  arts  education  clearinghouse  proposal  is  still  being  negotiated  with  the  library  as  a 
possible  site. 

The  Literary  Arts  Pilot  Grant  orientation  sessions  are  May  11  and  May  18.   This  is  the  last 
year  of  this  three-year  pilot  program.   Terri  Simon  will  serve  as  a  panelist  from  the  Commission. 

The  California  State  Summer  School  for  the  Arts  Award  Ceremony  will  be  held  May  21  at 
Stern  Grove.   Commissioner  Kirk  will  be  the  Master  of  Ceremonies.   The  ceremony  will  be 
followed  by  a  benefit  picnic  for  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Education  Foundation  with  an  exhibit  and 
performance  by  San  Francisco  children. 

3.  1994-95  Capital  Improvement  Advisory  Committee  Allocations 

The  Community  Arts  and  Education  Program  has  received  an  increase  in  capital 
improvement  funds  which  may  be  due  to  the  large  representation  from  the  cultural  centers  and 
the  community  during  last  year's  budget  negotiations.  Capital  improvement  monies  comes  from 
the  general  fund.  There  is  new  fund  available  for  asbestos  abatement  for  the  centers  in  1994-95. 
1994-95  allocations  include  $91,700  for  cultural  centers'  maintenance  and  $34,000  for  asbestos 
abatement  for  SOMAR  and  CAAAC. 

4.  Cultural  Centers  Maintenance  Fund 

Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Kirk  to  approve  the  allocation  of  up  to  $24,000  in  grants  from 
the  1993-94  CIAC  fund  for  facility  maintenance  and  emergency  fire  and  life  safety  repairs  to  the 
four  cultural  centers:  Mission,  Bayview,  South  of  Market,  and  the  Center  for  African  and 
African  American  Art  and  Culture. 

5.  Asian  American  Planning  Process  -  Update 

There  have  been  two  meetings  with  the  Asian  American  arts  community.  The  first  meeting 
addressed  opportunities  through  the  Cultural  Equity  Endowment  Program  and  the  second 
meeting  discussed  critical  needs  and  issues.   A  request  for  proposal  was  developed  to  hire  a 
consultant  to  conduct  an  analysis  to  address  the  needs  that  arise  from  these  meetings.   The  RFP 
and  minutes  from  the  last  meeting  will  be  sent  to  the  commissioners  and  all  organizations  who 
have  been  in  attendance  at  these  meetings.   Steve  Nakajo  recommended  that  the  Chinatown 
Community  Arts  Program  and  Julie  Cheung  be  included  in  these  discussions. 

6.  New/Old  Business 

Kathleen  Lane  announced  that  ArtHouse  is  extending  their  services  to  small  and  mid-size 
organizations  to  address  and  develop  cultural  facility  needs.  ArtHouse  will  be  conducting  a 
survey  with  organizations  that  have  been  undergoing  facility  development  processes.   ArtHouse  is 
sponsoring  a  workshop  on  June  7-8  for  facilities  planning  and  a  conference  on  strategies  for 
cultural  adaptations  of  facilities  (see  handouts).   Kathleen  announced  that  she  will  be  leaving 
ArtHouse  on  June  1,  1994. 

Willis  Kirk  gave  an  update  on  the  International  Music  Day  event  which  will  take  place  on 
June  21  from  5:00-8:00.   The  Art  Commission  is  co-sponsoring  this  event  and  the  communities  that 
have  agreed  to  participate  are  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House  and  SNIG  in  Ingleside. 
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Steve  Cohen  and  Jack  Davis  said  that  Bayview  Opera  House  and  SOMAR  would  also  be 
participating.   Steve  Cohen  announced  the  performance  of  "Americ"  at  Bayview  Opera  House  and 
Jack  Davis  announced  events  scheduled  at  SOMAR  (see  handouts).

1.  ArtHouse  Discussion/Grant  Oversight 

Alma  Robinson,  Director  of  California  Lawyers  for  the  Arts,  gave  the  background  on  and  an 
overview  of  ArtHouse.   Since  1985,  the  program  has  worked  through  CAE  to  provide  support  and 
advocacy  of  facilities  for  artists.   Services  include  a  listings  hotline,  technical  assistance  and 
organizing  efforts  to  secure  cultural  adaptations  of  military  base  conversions  (see  handout). 

Joanne  Chow  Winship  informed  the  committee  that  she  had  explored  with  Program  Directors' Gray 
and  Thoo  the  feasibility  of  grant  oversight  of  ArtHouse  by  the  Program  Director  of  the  Cultural 
Equity  Grants  Program  to  reduce  the  workload  of  the  incoming  Community  Arts  and  Education 
Program  Director.   This  would  also  give  more  opportunity  for  ArtHouse  to  work  more  closely 
with  the  Cultural  Equity  Grants  Program  which  will  be  exploring  technical  assistance  facility 
issues. 

Lawrence  Thoo,  Director  of  the  Cultural  Equity  Grants  Program,  expressed  a  concern  with 
placement  of  the  program  to  where  it  would  be  most  appropriate.   The  cultural  center 
representatives  responded  by  saying  that  they  would  prefer  to  work  with  one  program  of  the  Art 
Commission.     Commissioner  Lim  felt  this  was  a  matter  of  committee  oversight.    Director  Winship 
reiterated  that  this  exploration  had  begun  as  a  staff  discussion  and  was  confused  as  to  the  role  of 
administration  in  this  matter. 

The  commissioners  expressed  the  need  for  more  time  to  consider  this  matter.   This  item  was 
moved  to  the  next  CAE  agenda  and  to  the  Executive  Committee  agenda. 

Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Meyer  to  approve  $4,816.14  from  NEA  funds  for  ArtHouse. 
Motion  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Simon  and  unanimously  approved. 

2.  Asian  American  Art  Organization  Needs  Assessment  Update 

Fifty  surveys  were  sent  out  to  Asian  American  art  organizations  and  at  this  point,  ten  surveys 
have  been  received.   Due  to  the  low  response  rate,  telephone  interviews  will  be  made.   The 
consultants  are  continuing  to  build  the  database  and  collect  more  information.   The  second  survey 
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will  target  individual  artists.     The  focus  of  this  survey  is  on  service  needs,  challenges  facing 
organizations,  and  artists  and  facility  needs.   The  commissioners  requested  that  the  consultants  be 
present  in  future  committee  meetings  to  give  their  updates. 

3.  Chinatown  MOU  Revisions 

Community  Arts  and  Education  funds  the  programming  and  staff  position  for  the  Chinatown 
Community  Arts  Program.   Historically,  the  Chinese  Cultural  Foundation  has  been  paid  to  house 
the  Chinatown  Community  Arts  Program.   The  proposed  changes  in  the  program's  Memorandum 
of  Understanding  (MOU),  which  outlines  a  one-year  agreement,  is  a  result  of  staff  meeting  with 
the  Chinese  Cultural  Foundation  (see  underlined  changes  in  handout).   One  major  issue  for 
discussion  is  the  insurance  responsibility.   The  foundation  has  previously  been  responsible  for 
insurance,  but  is  now  requiring  the  resident  programs/organizations  to  carry  their  own  insurance. 
The  city  cannot  self-insure  a  program  in  a  privately-owned  facility,  and  CAE  is  currently  seeking 
recommendations  from  Keith  Grand,  the  city  risk  manager,  to  resolve  the  issue.   It  was  noted  that 
the  MOU  contains  specific  time  and  space  restrictions  and  that  the  Chinese  Cultural  Foundation  is 
committed  to  Chinese  culture  which  is  limiting  to  the  greater  Asian  American  community.   The 
commissioners  agreed  that  an  alternate  space  for  the  program  would  be  desirable  and  should  be 
considered. 

4.  Capital  improvements  for  the  Center  of  African  and  African  American  Art  and  Culture 

Kola  Thomas  presented  the  blueprints  for  the  parking  lot  improvements  at  CAAAC  (see  handout). 
Funding  for  the  project  has  been  approved  by  the  Redevelopment  Agency. 

Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Meyer  to  approve  the  parking  lot  improvements  at  CAAAC 
with  the  stipulation  that  the  center  study  the  possibility  of  adding  additional  spaces  through 
reconfiguration  of  the  layout.   Motion  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Nakajo  and  unanimously 
approved. 

Recommendation  made  by  Commissioner  Meyer  that  additional  capital  improvements  be 
subject  to  approval  by  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs,  CAAAC  give  status  reports  at  the 
monthly  committee  meetings,  and  issues  on  art  and  architecture  be  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  committee. 

5.  New/Old  Business 

Twenty  WritersCorp  members  have  been  chosen  and  11  were  present  at  the  ceremony  to  launch 
the  AmeriCorp  program  on  September  12th,  at  the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts.   WritersCorp  is  the  only 
arts  program  of  AmeriCorp  and  is  receiving  substantial  media  attention.   The  corp  members  will 
being  teaching  in  November  and  the  first  advisory  committee  meeting  is  on  Friday,  September 
16th.  The  WritersCorp  program  extends  and  builds  upon  CAE's  Literary  Arts  Pilot  Grant 
Program,  and  will  also  be  a  connecting  bridge  between  the  Literary  Arts  grantees'  projects. 

Inside/Out,  the  directory  of  arts  education  resources  published  by  CAE,  is  in  high  demand  and 
will  be  updated  by  the  beginning  of  next  year. 
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The  Professional  Development  Project  has  allocated  20  grants  to  elementary  schools  to  develop  arts 
education  programming.    The  next  series  of  workshops  for  principals  and  teachers  from  44  city- 
wide  elementary  schools  will  take  place  in  March,  1995. 

The  Youth  Arts  Clearinghouse  is  considering  potential  sites  for  the  program,  including  the  new 
main  library  under  construction.    However,  this  site  is  contingent  upon  funding  for  library  staff  to 
maintain  the  program  once  it  is  established. 

Director  Winship  invited  an  interviewing  committee  be  formed  to  interview  candidates  for  the 
Community  Arts  and  Education  Program  Director.   The  committee  will  consist  of  a  representative 
from  the  Cultural  Centers,  a  representative  from  the  Community  Arts  and  Education  Program 
Committee,  Art  Commission  President,  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  and  the  Director  of  Community 
Arts  and  Education.   Sonia  Gray  has  resigned  the  Art  Commission  and  will  be  leaving  at  the  end 
of  October,  1994.

Commissioner  Lim  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:40  p.m. 

1.  Chinatown  MOU  Revisions 

The  Chinese  Cultural  Foundation,  the  site  of  the  Chinatown  Community  Arts  Program  (CCAP), 
has  requested  that  two  revisions  be  made  to  the  CCAP  's  Memorandum  Of  Understanding.   One 
revision  is  that  the  program  be  required  to  pay  an  $85.00  per  month  maintenance  fee  to  the 
foundation  towards  general  upkeep  of  the  facility.   The  foundation  does  not  charge  a  rental  fee  to 
the  program  for  use  of  the  space.   The  second  revision  requires  that  the  program  carry  its  own 
insurance.   The  city's  insurance  risk  manager  is  currently  exploring  the  most  cost  efficient 
possibilities  to  address  this  requirement.   Available  options  should  be  determined  and  presented 
by  the  next  committee  meeting. 

2.  Cultural  Center  Strategic  Planning  Update 

A  facility  briefing  meeting  was  held  on  October  27  to  explore  the  possibility  and  required 
measures  to  obtain  lease /purchase  or  gift  options  of  the  centers.   Representatives  from  the  Real 
Estate  Department,  City  Planning  and  City  Attorney's  office  were  present  to  discuss  this  issue.   It 
was  determined  that  these  proposed  options  for  the  centers  are  possible  and  the  details  of  their 
implementation  are  to  be  further  investigated. 

The  centers  have  been  given  policy  issue  information  to  prepare  their  documents  that  outline  the 
goals  and  objectives  of  their  facility  plans.     The  final  task  force  meeting  is  scheduled  for  January, 
1995  followed  by  the  commission's  joint  meeting  with  the  centers  in  February  to  conclude  the 
planning  process. 

3.  Asian  American  Art  Organization  Needs  Assessment  Update 

The  organization  needs  assessment  survey  has  been  distributed  to  55  organizations  (see  attached). 
Fifteen  organizations  have  responded  to  date.   Non-respondents  are  being  followed-up  by  phone. 
The  individual  artists  survey  is  being  finalized  and  will  be  sent  to  50  artists  this  week.   A 
community  meeting  to  present  and  discuss  survey  results  will  be  held  December  10.   Cultural 
facilities  funding  sources  are  being  researched  and  information  exchange  with  other  similar  Asian 
American  projects  is  being  done  to  build  an  Asian  American  cultural  network. 
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Commissioner  Lim  expressed  a  concern  that  there  is  a  discrepancy  between  the  original  intent  of 
the  assessment  and  the  type  of  data  that  the  survey  is  soliciting.   A  recommendation  was  made 
that  this  matter  be  discussed  with  the  consultants  prior  to  the  December  10  meeting  in  order  to 
focus  the  meeting  in  alignment  with  the  original  intent  of  the  assessment. 

4.  Mission  Cultural  Center  Facility  Improvement 

The  alcove  area  behind  the  Mission  Cultural  Center  has  become  a  site  for  homeless  and  illegal 
activities.   The  residents  of  the  300  Bartlett  Club,  a  neighborhood  organization,  are  requesting 
alleviation  of  the  problem.   The  resulting  solution  is  for  the  police  department  to  patrol  the  area  to 
keep  the  area  clear,  for  the  DPW  -  Bureau  of  Street  Environmental  Services  to  clean  the  area  on  a 
regular  basis  and  for  the  Art  Commission  to  install  a  gate  to  prevent  outside  access  to  the  area. 
The  police  and  DPW  have  been  patrolling  and  cleaning  as  requested,  and  a  security  gate  is 
currently  being  designed  that  will  meet  the  codes  required  by  the  Fire  Department  and  Bureau  of 
Building  Inspection. 

5.  Arts  Education  Update 

Ann  Wettrich,  Arts  Education  Officer,  distributed  information  on  the  Arts  Education  Collaborative 
structure  and  projects  (see  attached).   Wettrich  was  prepared  to  give  an  overview  and  update  of 
these  arts  education  initiatives,  however,  it  was  agreed  that  this  discussion  be  moved  to  the  first 
item  on  the  next  agenda  for  the  benefit  of  the  new  committee  members  who  were  absent.   A  brief 
report  on  the  Inside/Out  book  and  Professional  Development  Projects  followed. 

The  Inside /Out  directory,  first  published  in  the  Spring  of  1993,  is  being  updated  for  release  next 
March.   The  Professional  Development  project,  begun  in  the  Spring  of  1994,  plans  to  serve  all  72 
SFUSD  elementary  schools  over  the  next  three  to  four  years.   Each  year,  teachers  and  principals 
from  24  schools  attend  a  full  day  of  arts  education  workshops  presented  by  over  30  local  artists 
and  arts  education  providers.   After  participation  in  the  workshops,  schools  are  eligible  to  apply 
for  $3,000  in  arts  education  planning  and  implementation  grants.   Any  school  who  applies  for  the 
grant  and  agrees  to  accept  responsibility  for  the  project  will  be  awarded.   This  fall,  20  schools  were 
awarded  grant. 

6.  WritersCorps  Update 

Janet  Heller,  Site  Coordinator  for  WritersCorps,  reported  that  ten  sites  have  committed  to  date. 
Community  day  schools,  alternative  schools  for  youth  with  difficulties  in  mainstream  high  schools, 
are  being  negotiated  for  the  remaining  ten  sites.   The  corps  residencies  begin  this  week.   The 
members  have  had  35  hours  of  training  and  California  Poets  in  the  Schools  will  provide  ongoing 
training.   The  corps  had  a  table  at  the  Book  Fair  this  past  weekend  with  members  present  to  raise 
the  visibility  of  WritersCorps. 
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Commissioner  Lim  asked  for  clarification  on  the  relationship  of  the  site  coordinator's  position  to 
the  Art  Commission  and  wanted  to  know  the  needs  of  the  program.   Heller  is  an  employee  of 
George  Mason  University  under  the  Associated  Writing  Programs  (AWP),  with  Ann  Wettrich 
acting  as  her  direct  supervisor  and  Director  Winship  providing  overall  supervision.   Heller 
explained  that  the  needs  of  WritersCorps  are  additional  support  with  corps  training  and  a  space 
for  the  corps  in  the  community  for  their  meetings.   Heller  also  welcomed  additional  input  from 
advisory  team  members.   Commissioner  Lim  expressed  a  concern  about  the  delayed  payment  of 
two  corps  members  from  AWP  and  recommended  to  Director  Winship  that  an  alternate  means  of 
payment  via  the  Art  Commission  be  available  to  reconcile  such  delays.

Commissioner  Lim  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:40  p.m. 

1.  Asian  American  Needs  Assessment  Update 

Mari  Hatta  gave  an  update  on  the  Asian  American  Needs  Assessment.   She  reported  that  the 
scope  of  the  survey  has  expanded  to  reach  the  entire  Bay  area.   The  response  rate  has  included  15 
out  of  75  surveys  received,  20  attendees  at  the  recent  focus  group  session  and  15  phone  interviews. 
Preliminary  responses  have  expressed  an  interest  in  an  Asian  American  cultural  center  and  an 
umbrella  organization  to  provide  an  infrastructure  for  the  Asian  American  arts  community. 
Survey  participants  also  expressed  the  preference  to  include  new  Asian  American  immigrant 
groups.   There  was  a  concern  raised  by  the  commissioners  that  the  participants  may  expect  the  Art 
Commis  ;ion  to  continue  work  beyond  the  scope  of  the  assessment.   Hatta  explained  that  the 
participants  were  clear  that  the  Art  Commission  has  requested  only  that  the  assessment  be  done. 
The  projected  completion  time  of  the  assessment  is  March  or  April,  1995.    Commissioner  Nakajo 
pointed  out  that  the  completed  mailing  list  from  the  survey  will  belong  to  the  Art  Commission. 

2.  Literary  Arts  Grant  Projects  Brochure 

Action  i*:em  was  requested  for  reallocation  of  carry-forward  amounts  for  the  design  and  printing  of 
the  Litei  ary  Arts  Grant  projects  brochure. 

Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Nakajo  to  recommend  the  allocation  of  $314  in  remaining  gift 
account  funds  and  $337  from  previous  years'  public  art  funds  to  design  and  print  a  brochure  for 
the  literary  arts  grant  project.   Motion  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Simon  and  unanimously 
approved. 

Action  item  was  requested  for  payment  of  the  design  services  for  the  Literary  Arts  Grant  project 
brochure. 

Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Nakajo  to  recommend  the  payment  to  Ron  Owens  of  an 
honorarium  in  the  amount  of  $200  for  design  services.   Motion  was  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Meyer  and  unanimously  approved. 

3.  NEA  Grant  Application  for  the  Professional  Development  Project 

Ann  Wettrich,  Arts  Education  Officer,  reported  that  she  is  pursuing  funding  sources  to  secure  the 
remaining  $43,554  needed  for  the  Professional  Development  Project.     There  is  a  new  granting 
program  of  the  NEA  which  specifically  funds  collaborative  arts  education  projects  and  would  be 
one  viable  source  to  raise  funds  for  this  project.   The  commissioners  expressed  their  appreciation 
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of  the  fundraising  efforts  made  by  Wettrich,  and  recognition  of  the  impact  and  visibility  of  the  arts 
education  projects.   Action  item  was  requested  to  authorize  the  Art  Commission  to  apply  for 
funding  from  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts. 

Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Meyer  to  recommend  authorization  of  the  Art  Commission  to 
apply  fur,  accept  and  expend  grant  amounts  up  to  $150,000  for  three  years  from  the  National 
Endownent  for  the  Arts  for  the  Arts  Education  Professional  Development  Project.   Motion  was 
seconded  by  Commissioner  Simon  and  unanimously  approved. 

4.  Arts  Education  Projects  and  Field  Update 

Ann  Wettrich  announced  the  Professional  Development  Project  reception  would  be  held  at 
The  Gap  on  January  19,  1995  (see  attached  tentative  program).   Twenty  schools  have  been  given 
arts  education  planning  grants  and  will  implement  their  plans  over  the  next  six  months  (see 
attached  RFP). 

Mari  Hatta  has  been  hired  as  a  consultant  to  update  Inside /Out,  the  guide  to  arts  education 
programs.   Approximately  half  of  the  funding  has  been  raised  for  this  project  and  pending 
proposals  for  the  remaining  funds  needed  will  be  known  in  January,  1995. 

The  Clearinghouse  project  was  originally  conceived  as  a  center  for  arts  education  resources,  with 
the  new  central  library  considered  as  the  site.   However,  there  have  been  difficulties  in  securing 
the  library  site  and  efforts  have  refocused  on  making  Inside /Out  available  on-line  through  the 
inter-net  at  KQED.   This  information  has  been  input  on-line,  along  with  Young  Audiences' 
calendar  of  events,  but  will  require  additional  input  and  ongoing  update  maintenance. 

Wettrich  was  prepared  to  report  on  the  Arts  Providers  project  and  planning  for  next  year's 
Literary  Arts  Project,  however,  the  Arts  Education  update  was  moved  to  continue  following  the 
remaining  items  on  the  agenda.   Director  Winship  announced  that  Ann  Wettrich  will  be  attending 
the  Getty  Arts  Education  conference  in  Washington  D.C  in  January. 

5.  Mission  Cultural  Center  Alley  Gate  Update 

Tentath  e  approval  from  the  Fire  Marshall  has  been  abtained  by  Norm  Karasik,  Chief  Architect  at 
the  Bureau  of  Architecture,  for  an  electric  door  that  would  meet  the  required  standards  for  the 
Mission  Cultural  Center.   Director  Winship  has  been  in  contact  with  the  Bureau  of  Architecture 
who  will  be  drawing  up  the  specifications  for  the  door. 

6.  Chinatown  Community  Arts  Program  Insurance 

Director  Winship  reported  that  Keith  Grand,  Risk  Manager  for  the  city,  found  a  policy  that  would 
insure  the  Art  Commission,  but  would  not  cover  the  participants  of  the  program  at  the  site.   At 
this  time,  there  appears  to  be  no  policy  that  would  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Chinese  Cultural 
Foundation  to  insure  participants  of  Art  Commission  sponsored  programs.  Commissioner  Nakajo 
emphasized  the  importance  of  resolving  this  issue  and  the  committee  agreed  that  exploring 
options  to  relocate  the  program  to  another  site  should  be  pursued. 
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7.  WritersCorps  Update 

Janet  Heller,  WritersCorps  Site  Coordinator,  informed  the  committee  that  interim  reports  by  the 
Corps  and  a  site  coordinator  report  were  being  submitted  to  AmeriCorps  in  January  which  will 
begin  the  evaluation  documentation  for  the  program.   The  Corps  have  been  working  with  site 
trainers  and  a  new  office /meeting  space  for  the  Corps  at  Jovenes  Unidos  has  been  secured. 
Outreach  for  the  program  has  included  a  radio  spot  by  one  of  the  Corps  members,  a  visit  to 
Mission  High  School,  distribution  of  flyers  and  a  public  relations  strategy  is  currently  being 
developed  with  Maureen  O'Rorke.   The  first  WritersCorps  newsletter  will  be  done  in  January, 
1995. 

8.  1995  Schedule  for  Program  Committee  Meetings 

The  committee  members  had  received  and  were  in  agreement  of  the  schedule  for  next  year's 
meetings. 

9.  Old/New  Business 

The  committee  raised  the  concern  for  the  vacant  position  of  Community  Arts  and  Education 
Program  Director.   Recommendation  made  by  Commissioner  Nakajo  that  this  issue  be  discussed  at 
the  next  committee  meeting. 

Commissioner  Lim  adjourned  the  meeting  at  6:35  p.m.

1.    Cultural  Center  Facilities  Task  Force  planning  discussion 

A  joint  rrceting  was  called  of  the  CAE  committee  and  the  Cultural  Center  Task  Force  to  discuss 
the  cultu    1  center  facilities'  planning  update.     Omowalee  Satterwhite  reminded  the  group  that  the 
purpose   A  the  task  force  is  to  review  and  shape  the  planning  process.   The  final  meeting  is 
scheduled  for  February  14,  1995.   Omowalee  stated  that  at  that  time,  he  would  provide  an 
executive  summary  report  of  the  planning  process,  including  common  themes  of  the  centers. 
Commissioner  Lim  asked  if  there  would  be  a  report  that  specified  the  needs  of  the  centers  that 
have  bee  i  ascertained  through  this  planning  process.    Director  Winship  added  that  issues  such  as 
future  ownership  conditions  of  the  facilities  need  to  be  articulated  as  an  outcome  of  the  process. 
The  commissioners  agreed  that  both  documentation  of  the  process  and  of  the  centers'  individual 
decisions  concerning  their  facilities  is  required  to  substantiate  the  planning  process. 

The  cent*  rs'  representatives  responded  that  Omowalee  has  been  an  excellent  facilitator  by 
encouraging  the  centers  to  focus  on  issues  concerning  their  relationship  with  the  commission  and 
their  lonj.-range  plans.   The  centers  expressed  general  agreement  that  they  wish  to  produce 
resolutions  to  issues  regarding  the  relationship  of  the  centers  with  the  Art  Commission,  and  that 
they  feel  confident  in  expressing  their  position  on  these  matters.    Kola  Thomas  and  Steve  Cohen 
stated  that  they  lack  information  to  fully  understand  some  of  their  options  to  make  decisions  that 
they  would  be  ready  to  implement.     Director  Winship  responded  that  the  centers  need  to  inform 
the  commission  of  their  needs  so  it  can  provide  information  they  are  lacking  to  make  such 
decisions    The  purpose  of  the  previous  joint  meeting  with  representatives  from  other  city 
departments  was  to  begin  to  obtain  information  about  lease/ownership  options  and  to  introduce 
the  cente  s  to  these  particular  resources.   Commissioner  Lim  stated  that  an  outline  of  the  centers' 
desired  conditions  need  to  be  proposed  to  the  committee  for  consideration  and  for  assistance  in 
implementing  their  goals. 

The  agenda  for  the  February  14  meeting  was  discussed  and  will  include  a  presentation  by  each 
center  to  describe  their:    vision;  facility  lease/ownership  plan;  partnership  with  the  Art 
Commission  regarding  funding,  advocacy  and  relationship  terms;  and  needs  from  the  commission 
to  devek  p  strategies  for  the  goals  stated.   This  will  be  followed  by  a  discussion  of  the  common 
issues/tl  ernes  among  all  centers.   Commissioner  Lim  recommended  that  a  summary  report  of 
these  posits  be  given  to  the  commissioners  in  advance  so  that  they  can  be  prepared  to  provide 
technical  advice  for  strategic  planning.   Sonia  Gray,  former  Program  Director  of  Community  Arts 
and  Education,  confirmed  that  clarification  of  these  points  from  the  centers  was  an  expectation  of 
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this  planning  process.   Omowalee  had  not  understood  that  his  facilitation  services  included 
involvement  with  the  centers  in  producing  documentation  that  articulates  the  centers'  needs 
resulting  from  this  planning  process.  Jack  Davis  pointed  out  that  the  relationship  between  the 
cultural  centers  and  the  Art  Commission  has  developed  to  the  strongest  that  it  has  ever  been,  and 
that  the  centers  are  in  a  good  position  to  present  their  needs. 

Commissioner  Lim  adjourned  the  meeting  at  8:30  p.m.

Commissioner  Nakajo  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:05  p.m. 

1.    Cultural  Center  Facilities  Discussion 

Opening 

Steve  Nc  kajo  served  as  chair  for  the  meeting  and  gave  a  brief  overview  of  the  agenda.   Liz  Lerma 

was  introduced  as  the  new  Program  Director  for  Community  Arts  and  Education. 

Commissioner  Nakajo  stated  that  the  purpose  of  the  special  committee  meeting  was  informational 

and  to  address  the  cultural  centers'  facility  proposals. 

The  cent?rs'  presentations  began  with  SOMAR  (see  attached).  Jack  Davis  stated  that  SOMAR  is 
not  interested  in  purchasing  their  facility  and  is  looking  to  have  a  30-year  lease  with  a  5-year 
review  process.   The  current  two-year  Memorandum  of  Understanding  has  been  problematic  in 
SOMAR  s  fundraising  efforts,  i.e.  MOCD  requires  at  least  a  5-year  lease.   Jack  has  had  discussions 
with  Gr?nts  for  the  Arts  (GFTA)  regarding  secured  funding  for  the  cultural  centers  and  was  told  it 
may  be  possible  if  the  Art  Commission  would  also  participate,  but  not  on  a  one  to  one  match.   It 
was  proposed  that  a  funding  commitment  be  made  to  meet  that  requirement.   SOMAR  currently 
receives  $190,000  from  GFTA  and  would  need  approximately  $50,000  from  the  Art  Commission  to 
meet  tht  ir  additional  request.   Jack  stated  that  he  feels  that  the  cultural  centers  are  the  last  of  the 
Art  Con  mission's  programs  that  still  deliver  directly  into  the  community.     SOMAR  has  raised 
almost  half  the  funds  required  to  address  their  code  violations. 

Rochelle  Frazier  made  the  presentation  for  Bayview  Opera  House  (see  attached).   The  center 
would  like  a  20-year  lease,  with  a  10-year  gift/ purchase  option  in  the  second  half  of  the  lease. 
Their  ullimate  goal  is  to  own  the  facility.   They  estimated  that  $3  million  is  needed  for  renovation, 
maintenance  and  work  to  address  code  violations.   It  was  pointed  out  that  the  budget  included  in 
the  distr  buted  information  is  to  date,  while  the  previous  budget  sent  with  the  agenda  prior  to  the 
meeting  was  an  annual  budget.   Another  goal  of  the  center  is  to  reach  an  annual  budget  of 
$500,000  by  the  year  2000.   Commissioner  Meyer  clarified  that  funding  for  maintenance  and 
repairs  i ;  ongoing  work  that  the  centers  need  on  a  regular  basis,  and  capital  improvements  is  new 
work  that  needs  to  be  done  that  is  projected  to  last  for  an  extended  period  of  time.   With  that 
delineation,  it  was  estimated  that  of  Bayview's  $500,000  projection,  $185,000  would  be  for 
maintenance  and  repairs,   $15,000  for  operating  and  the  remaining  amount  for  capital 
improvements. 
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Bob  Carllo  presented  the  strategic  plans  for  the  Mission  Cultural  Center  (see  attached).   The  center 
is  not  in  erested  in  purchasing  their  building  and  would  like  to  negotiate  a  30-year  lease  with  a 
review  every  five  years.   The  center  currently  has  funds  from  HUD  for  some  capital 
improve  ments,  but  there  is  more  work  that  needs  to  be  done.   The  long-term  lease  would  enable 
the  center  to  more  readily  pursue  additional  funds,  i.e.  MOCD.   It  was  estimated  that 
approximately  $55,000  per  year  would  be  needed  for  maintenance  and  repairs.   The  merger  with 
La  Raza  Graphics  did  not  benefit  the  center's  fundraising  efforts  with  funders,  but  La  Raza 
Graphic?  has  increased  their  earned  income.   The  center  needs  to  develop  a  business  plan  in  lieu 
of  a  30-year  lease  to  maximize  their  earned  income  potential  and  to  outline  strategies  to  access 
capital  improvement  funds. 

Kola  Thomas  made  the  facility  presentation  for  the  Center  for  African  and  African  American  Art 
and  Culture.   CAAAC  currently  has  a  20-year  lease  and  would  like  a  gift/ purchase  option  within 
the  next  two  years.   The  center  feels  confident  in  pursuing  ownership  within  this  time  period  and 
feels  tha:  it  is  necessary  for  empowering  the  community  which  CAAAC  serves.   It  was  pointed  out 
that  the  renter  would  have  to  pay  property  taxes  once  they  own  the  building,  but  it  should  be 
determined  if  this  can  be  negotiated.   The  center  feels  that  owning  the  building  would  also  benefit 
their  fundraising  efforts.   Currently,  15-20%  of  the  center's  support  is  from  the  Art  Commission. 
CAAAC  hopes  to  continue  receiving  funding  for  programing,  utilities  and  maintenance,  but  still 
needs  to  determine  how  much  support  they  would  want  once  they  own  the  facility.   CAAAC  also 
needs  to  develop  a  capital  campaign  for  renovation,  including  seismic  improvements.   It  was 
estimated  that  the  center  requires  $25,000  per  year  for  maintenance,  repair  and  insurance. 

Closing  discussion  and  next  steps 

It  was  agreed  that  the  next  step  is  for  the  centers  to  provide  a  line  item  breakdown  of  their 
estimate  >  for  maintenance  and  repairs,  capital  improvements  and  programming  expenses  in 
relation  :o  their  proposals.   CAE  will  provide  each  of  the  centers  a  breakdown  of  current  funds 
that  they  receive  from  the  Art  Commission.   Commissioner  Meyer  recommended  that  the 
information  from  the  bond  issue  report  be  updated  when  referring  to  capital  improvement 
estimate;.   Director  Winship  encouraged  the  centers  to  utilize  the  technical  assistance  consultants 
in  proceeding  with  aspects  of  their  proposals,  such  as  the  Mission  Cultural  Center  developing  a 
business  plan  to  increase  earned  income  and  strategies  to  access  capital  improvement  funds,  and 
Bayview  and  CAAAC  investigating  the  legal  aspects  involved  with  acquisition  through  a 
gift/pur  zhase  option.   The  commissioners  affirmed  their  support  of  the  cultural  centers  and 
further  cssistance  with  the  centers  pursuing  their  proposed  facility  plans.

1.  Arts  Education  Update 

Arts  Education  Officer  Ann  Wettrich  announced  the  second  year  of  the  arts  education  pro  essional 
development  workshops  on  March  16  &  22  (hand-out).   The  principals  and  three  teachers  crom 
each  participating  school  will  attend  the  workshops.     The  commissioners  are  invited.   Tht  schools 
will  also  form  discussion  groups  with  representatives  from  the  cultural  centers  on 
neighborhood/ community  resources.   The  past  reception  at  the  Gap  was  to  introduce  the  .chools 
to  the  project.   All  elementary  schools  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  will  partake  in 
this  project  over  a  three  year  period.    The  schools  attend  the  workshops  conducted  by  the  Arts 
Providers  and  learn  about  arts  resources  and  applications  in  their  classes,  then  submit  a  grant 
application  to  implement  an  arts  education  plan  for  their  school  in  the  following  year. 

The  Youth  Arts  Festival  will  be  May  10  -  14.   This  annual  event  showcases  artwork  from  children 
in  San  Francisco.   CAE  provides  support  for  the  festival  and  activities  in  conjunction  with  the 
event  include  the  Arts  Providers  Faire  on  May  13,  the  CSSSA  Awards  Ceremony  and  the  ivent  of 
the  Year.

3.  Cultural  Centers  Presentations  Discussion 

CAE  Program  Director  Liz  Lerma  reviewed  the  presentations  made  by  the  cultural  center :»  at  the 
last  special  committee  meeting  (see  minutes,  Feb.  14,  1995).   In  the  discussion  that  followe.i  the 
centers'  presentations,  the  commissioners  requested  a  budgetary  breakdown  from  each  cc;  ter  of 
their  operational /maintenance  and  capital  improvement  expenses.  The  centers  have  been  jiven 
itemized  facility  expenses  that  are  paid  by  CAE  to  be  compiled  in  this  information.   These  budgets 
will  be  presented  at  the  next  committe  meeting. 
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Jack  Dav  s  distributed  a  maintenance  and  building  costs  breakdown  (see  handout).   He  assured  the 
commiss  oners  that  the  facility  planning  process  facilitator  had  assisted  the  centers  in  addressing 
their  relationship  with  the  Art  Commission.   Jack  affirmed  that  the  relationship  with  the 
commission  has  improved  and  feels  that  mutual  advocacy  can  be  achieved.   Heidi  Hardin  agreed 
with  Jacl<  and  added  that  the  planning  process  had  been  advantageous  for  the  Bayview  Opera 
House. 

4.  Program  Director  Report 

Liz  Lerma  distributed  a  summary  report  (see  handout).   She  noted  that  the  first  two  issues  were 
brought  to  her  immediate  attention  as  the  new  program  director  of  Community  Arts  and 
Education.   In  regards  to  the  DPW  work  and  alcove  gate  at  the  Mission  Cultural  Center,  she  noted 
that  the  city's  chief  architect  is  contacting  the  mayor's  office  to  address  the  plan  checker's  ADA 
requirements  which  is  delaying  the  permits  needed  to  proceed  with  the  work. 

The  MOU  for  the  Chinatown  Community  Arts  Program  had  been  pending  due  to  additional 
insurance  requirments  by  the  site.   The  Assistant  Director  of  the  Art  Commission  has  found  an 
affordable  means  to  satisfy  these  requirements  and  the  execution  of  the  MOU  should  be  completed 
by  the  next  committee  meeting. 

The  commissioners  and  CAE  staff  expressed  a  concern  for  the  current  small  size  of  the  program 
committee.   There  are  three  openings  to  be  filled  on  the  commission,  and  the  committee  would 
like  to  be  a  priority  for  an  additional  member  as  the  positions  are  appointed.   The  commissioners 
reaffirmed  their  commitment  to  the  CAE  committee  to  ensure  that  a  quorum  would  be  avilable  for 
committee  meetings. 

Jack  Dav.s  apprised  the  committee  of  the  urgency  for  obtaining  the  lease  for  SOMAR,  as  expressed 
in  the  cei  iter's  facility  presentation.   The  lack  of  a  lease  has  presented  problems  for  the  center  in 
their  fundraising  efforts  due  to  the  requirements  of  granting  organizations.   Liz  Lerma  reported 
that  once  the  stipulations  have  been  presented  and  negotiations  completed,  the  real  estate 
department  said  that  the  actual  processing  of  the  lease  could  be  done  within  90  days.   It  was 
agreed  that  SOMAR's  lease  would  be  pursued  as  a  priority  due  to  the  center's  immediate  situation. 

5.  New/Old  Business 

Commissioner  Simon  officially  welcomed  CAE  Program  Director  Liz  Lerma  on  behalf  of  the  Art 
Commission.   Commissioner  Kirk  inquired  about  the  recording  studio  at  the  Bayview  Opera 
House.   Heidi  Hardin  reported  that  the  studio  is  operational  and  the  center  currently  has  two 
youth  pr  Dgrams  in  the  studio  which  include  writing,  producing  songs  and  training  on  the 
equipme  it. 

Commissioner  Kirk  adjourned  the  meeting  at  5:40  p.m.

Commissioner  Nakajo  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:45  p.m. 

Commissioner  Nakajo  began  the  meeting  by  thanking  Heidi  Harden  of  the  Opera  House  for 
hosting  the  meeting.    Hardin  acknowledge  the  support  of  CAE  in  making  their  programs  possible. 
She  also  announced  that  a  public  hearing  will  be  held  to  discuss  a  name  change  of  the  Opera 
House  (attached)  and  noted  that  the  board  is  opposed  to  the  name  change.   Commissioner  Nakajo 
pointed  out  that  the  group  proposing  the  change  by-passed  the  CAE  staff  and  CAE  committee  in 
submitting  their  request  to  the  full  commission,  and  therefore  the  committee  has  not  been  fully 
apprised  of  the  situation.   Hardin  informed  the  committee  that  the  community  ultimately  has  the 
final  decision.   Commissioner  Nakajo  stated  that  the  CAE  committee  will  need  to  be  fully 
informed  of  the  situation  before  discussion  on  the  matter  can  take  place.   It  was  recommended  that 
this  issue  be  addressed  at  the  committee's  next  meeting. 

1.  Arts  Education  Update 

CAE  Program  Director  Liz  Lerma  announced  that  the  printing  of  the  second  edition  of  Inside /Out 
will  be  completed  by  the  end  of  the  month  and  distribution  of  the  guide  will  begin  at  the  start  of 
the  school  year.   The  guide  is  also  now  available  on-line  through  KQED.   Commissioner  Kirk 
suggested  that  City  College  may  be  another  possibility  for  making  the  guide  accessible  through  the 
new  resource  center  which  is  due  to  open  in  November  and  will  provide  a  comprehensive 
network  with  the  San  Francisco  library. 

Three  grants  totaling  $30,500  have  been  awarded  for  the  Professional  Development  Project  in  95- 
96.   With  the  addition  of  these  grants,  60%  of  the  funds  for  the  project  have  been  raised  to  date. 
This  next  year  will  include  the  participation  of  the  remaining  25  schools  in  the  school  district. 

A  meeting  was  held  with  Superintendent  Rojas  to  discuss  housing  the  arts  education  clearinghouse 
at  135  Van  Ness  which  will  be  remodeled  for  the  new  locale  of  the  School  of  the  Arts.   A  letter  of 
support  from  the  committee  will  be  needed  by  July  17  for  an  application  to  the  NEA  to  request 
funding  to  support  this  venture.   Commissioner  Nakajo  recommended  that  this  issue  be  included 
on  next  month's  agenda.   He  also  commended  Ann  Wettrich,  Arts  Education  Officer  for  her  vision 
and  strategic  planning  for  moving  forward  on  this  opportunity.   Lerma  extended  an  invitation  to 
the  commissioners  to  serve  on  the  steering  committee  of  the  clearinghouse.   The  commissioners 
requested  that  the  times  and  dates  of  meetings  and  the  time  commitment  for  this  position  be 
provided  to  them  to  make  a  decision. 
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2.  WritersCorps  Update 

WritersCorps  Coordinator  Janet  Heller  reported  that  the  program's  budget  for  next  year  has  not 
been  confirmed,  but  she  expects  to  be  notified  of  a  decision  by  July  1.   The  San  Francisco 
Volunteer  Center  handles  other  AmeriCorps  programs  and  may  be  a  possibility  as  a  fiscal  agent 
for  WritersCorps.   The  fiscal  agent's  fee  is  10%,  which  will  be  $20,000-30,000  depending  upon  the 
amount  approved  for  the  WritersCorps  budget.   A  graduation  ceremony  will  be  held  for  the  Corps 
on  June  30,  and  the  anthology  from  this  year  is  due  for  release  July  15.   The  new  Corps  members 
for  next  year  will  be  announced  July  28.   The  WritersCorps  site  will  be  moving  from  Youth  for 
Service  after  this  month.   SOMAR  is  a  possibility  for  a  new  site. 

Heller  reported  that  one  of  the  difficulties  this  year  has  been  to  incorporate  appropriate  sites  in  the 
program,  and  she  plans  to  engage  cluster  site  groups  next  year  to  address  this.   Heller  hopes  to 
obtain  a  fiscal  agent  for  next  year  to  alleviate  the  financial  administration  difficulties  of  the 
program. 

Heller  stated  that  two  Corps  members  have  been  hired  by  sites  that  have  participated  in  the 
program  and  that  other  members  have  developed  an  interest  in  teaching  as  a  result  of  their 
participation  in  the  Corps.   Commissioner  Nakajo  suggested  that  the  program  consider  reaching 
seniors  in  addition  to  youth. 

Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Kirk  to  approve  an  honorarium  in  the  amount  of  $300  to 
Deborah  Silverberg  for  WritersCorps  training.   Motion  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Simon 
and  unanimously  approved. 

Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Kirk  to  approve  an  honorarium  in  the  amount  of  $200  to  Eric 
Norberg  for  artwork  created  for  the  WritersCorps  anthology.   Motion  was  seconded  by 
Commissioner  Simon  and  unanimously  approved. 

3.  Sale/giftng  of  SOMAR  trucks 

SOMAR  uses  two  city-owned  vehicles  which  are  serviced  by  central  shops.   The  maintenance 
expenses  have  exceeded  the  amount  allocated  for  this  fiscal  year,  and  would  have  been 
considerably  less  if  maintenance  were  done  by  an  outside  vendor.   Liz  Lerma  pointed  out  that 
when  the  trucks  are  sent  to  central  shops  for  inspections,  additional  maintenance  work  is  done  and 
automatically  charged  against  the  Art  Commission's  work  order.   Lerma  proposed  that  the  Art 
Commission  offer  to  gift  the  trucks  to  SOMAR  so  that  the  Commission  would  not  be  obligated  to 
use  central  shops  and  thereby  avoid  high  maintenance  costs  and  would  be  relieved  of 
responsibility  of  the  trucks.   The  process  to  allow  giftng  the  trucks  involves  presenting  the  matter 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  via  the  Mayor's  Office.   A  case  would  need  to  be  made  that  gifting  the 
trucks  to  SOMAR  would  be  a  savings  to  the  city.   Commissioner  Kirk  recommended  that  a  motion 
to  gift  the  trucks  be  included  on  the  next  meeting's  agenda.   Commissioner  Nakajo  requested  that 
this  presentation  be  prepared  for  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
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4.  Mission  Cultural  Center  Update 

As  a  result  of  the  Board  of  Directors  firing  the  center's  director  and  support  staff  person,  the 
situation  at  the  center  has  been  very  unstable  and  changing  on  a  daily  basis.   The  latest  action 
taken  was  a  letter  submitted  by  Joanne  Chow  Winship  notifying  the  board  that  the  Art 
Commission  was  concerned  about  public  safety  and  accessibility  to  the  center.   The  letter  also 
urged  an  expediate  resolution  of  the  situation  and  affirmed  the  Commission's  support  of  the 
center.   Lerma  stated  that  she  apprised  the  police  of  the  current  situation  in  the  event  of  unrest,  at 
the  advisement  of  the  city  attorney.   Lerma  explained  that  the  current  community  upheaval 
resulted  from  the  manner  in  which  the  staff  was  fired  and  due  to  the  temporary  closure  of  the 
center.   The  center's  director  was  fired  due  to  the  Board  of  Directors'  difficulties  with  the  executive 
director  which  were  (in  the  board's  words):   refusal  to  provide  financial  information  to  the  board; 
refusal  to  submit  to  evaluation  by  the  board;  artistic  direction,  or  lack  thereof;  community  support; 
the  need  to  act  quickly.   The  board  is  holding  a  meeting  tonight  to  affirm  agreement  with  the 
community  that  new  community  members  will  be  added  to  the  current  board. 

5.  Cultural  Center  Facility  Planning  Implementation 

This  item  was  tabled  until  next  month's  meeting  due  to  the  over-riding  situation  at  Mission 
Cultural  Center.   Kola  Thomas  distributed  proposed  amendments  to  CAAAC's  MOU  on  items  #8 
and  #9,  as  recommended  by  CAAAC's  board  (attached). 

6.  Tour  Schedule 

The  tour  of  the  cultural  centers  is  scheduled  for  the  morning  of  June  26.   Staff  will  contact  the 
commissioners  with  further  information  in  light  of  the  UN  celebrations  also  scheduled  for  that  day. 

7.  Program  Director  Report 

Program  Director  Lerma  had  no  further  items  to  report. 

8.  New/Old  Business 

Heidi  Harden  announced  the  celebration  to  honor  the  Third  Street  Mural  Project  artists  (attached).

Commissioner  Nakajo  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:45  p.m. 

Commissioner  Nakajo  began  by  welcoming  Jennifer  Ross  as  the  new  Executive  Director  of 
Bayview  Opera  House,  and  Lenore  Hoover  as  the  new  Arts  Education  intern. 

1.  Arts  Education  Update 

Ann  Wettrich,  Arts  Education  Officer,  reported  on  the  three  Arts  Education  Collaborative  projects. 
The  Professional  Development  project  is  in  its  second  year  and  the  review  has  been  completed  of 
24  grant  applications  from  the  current  year's  participating  schools  (list  distributed).   Commissioner 
Nakajo  agreed  that  two  alternate  commissioners  will  be  appointed  to  fulfill  the  vacant  seat  on  the 
project's  steering  committee. 

The  updated  edition  of  Inside/Out,  the  directory  of  arts  education  resources,  is  now  available 
(distributed).   The  guide  is  in  high  demand  and  distribution  arrangements  have  begun.   The  guide 
will  be  available  free  of  charge  to  organizations  working  with  children.   San  Francisco  libraries  and 
schools  will  have  copies  for  public  use  and  the  guide  is  accessible  on  the  internet.    Inside/Out  is 
also  being  developed  for  use  on  disk.    The  on-line  access  code  is: 
http://www.kqed.org/fromKQED/Cell/arted/intro.html 

Ami  met  with  the  Flinders'  Collaborative  to  discuss  the  opportunity  for  the  clearinghouse  to  be 
located  at  135  Van  Ness,  the  current  school  district  administrative  offices,  which  will  be  renovated 
with  new  construction  to  house  the  School  of  the  Arts  with  a  proposed  center  for  arts  education. 
The  funders  decided  against  submitting  a  proposal  to  the  NEA  to  fund  the  project  based  on  their 
reservations  regarding  the  school  district's  intent  for  the  renovated/new  building  and  the  use  of 
these  funds.   Ann  assured  the  committee  that  the  Art  Commission  is  in  a  leadership  position  in 
pursuing  this  project,  but  pointed  out  that  the  school  district's  planning  for  this  new  venture  has 
lacked  community  input  and  communication.   The  funders'  main  concern  is  that  the  venture  is 
being  driven  by  a  new  building  rather  than  programming. 

Ann  also  reported  on  the  Literary  Arts  Grant  program.   The  deadline  for  applications  for  this  year 
was  June  30.   Nine  applications  were  received  from  the  fourteen  eligible  organizations  who  were 
grantees  from  last  year. 

2.  WritersCorps  Update 

Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Simon  to  approve  an  honorarium  up  to$850  to  Peter  Chang  for 
graphic  design  of  the  cover  of  the  Writerscorps  anthology.   Motion  was  seconded  by 
Commissioner  Rogers  and  unanimously  approved. 
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Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Simon  to  approve  an  honorarium  in  the  amount  of  $1,200  to 
Judith  Tannenbaum  Writerscorps  training.   Motion  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Rogers  and 
unanimously  approved. 

Janet  Heller,  WritersCorps  Coordinator,  reported  that  the  program  has  been  approved  for  the 
second  year,  with  an  additional  $50,000  from  AmeriCorps.   However,  the  AmeriCorps  program 
and  NEA  remain  in  jeopardy  of  cuts  from  Congress.   Commissioner  Nakajo  affirmed  the 
committee's  support  of  the  WritersCorps  program  and  requested  that  information  be  reported  on 
possible  AmeriCorps  and  NEA  cuts  when  available. 

3.  Mission  Cultural  Center  Update 

Liz  Lerma,  CAE  Program  Director,  reported  that  three  board  members  from  Mission  Cultural 
Center  have  resigned  and  five  new  board  members  have  been  added.   The  center's  board  meetings 
have  become  more  productive  and  are  being  held  open  to  the  public.   Programming  at  the  center 
is  in  place  and  the  recent  article  in  the  Mission  News  reflected  the  organization's  progression.   The 
organization's  finances  are  under  investigation  and  funds  cannot  be  accessed  by  staff  during  this 
time.   A  temporary  program  coordinator  is  directing  operations  and  the  chair  of  the  executive 
committee  from  the  board  is  directing  financial  operations. 

4.  Cultural  Center  Facility  Planning  Implementation 

Lerma  reported  on  the  discussion  of  CAAAC's  lease  at  the  last  Cultural  Center  Directors'  meeting. 
The  interpretation  of  several  sections  of  the  lease  have  come  into  question  (Program  Director's 
report  distributed,  item  #7).   The  city  attorney's  office  has  clarified  that  the  city's  obligation  to 
renovate  the  center  is  subject  to  appropriation  of  city  funds.   The  city  is  discharged  of  this 
obligation  if  funds  are  not  appropriated.   The  center  is  responsible  for  utilities  and  maintenance 
after  the  first  three  years  of  the  lease.   According  to  the  lease,  the  city  attorney  also  clarified  that 
the  city's  renovation  obligation  is  independent  of  the  center's  responsibility  for  utilities  and 
maintenance  after  three  years.   Kola  said  that  these  responsibilities  of  the  center  were  meant  to  be 
contingent  upon  completion  of  renovation.   At  the  time  of  negotiations,  it  was  projected  that 
renovations  would  be  completed  within  the  three  year  time  frame  given  for  when  the  center  was 
to  assume  responsibility  for  utilities  and  maintenance.    Deborah  Craig,  CAAAC  board  president, 
asked  if  the  center  has  the  same  option  as  the  city  in  being  discharged  of  its  obligation  regarding 
utilities  and  maintenance.   Commissioner  Nakajo  requested  that  this  option  be  investigated,  and 
emphasized  the  immediacy  of  resolving  this  issue  to  avoid  lack  of  compliance.   Lerma  verified  that 
the  city  attorney  has  affirmed  that  the  lease  can  be  amended.   The  committee  members  agreed  that 
they  supported  a  resolution  to  this  issue  in  the  best  interest  of  the  center.   Commissioner  Nakajo 
suggested  that  each  committee  member  focus  on  one  of  the  centers  to  address  their  renovation  and 
maintenance  needs.   Commissioner  Rogers  added  that  an  update  of  the  status  of  the  centers 
should  be  on  the  full  commission's  agenda. 

5.  Cultural  Centers'  Tour 

It  was  agreed  that  a  September  date  to  reschedule  the  tour  should  be  proposed  at  the  next  full 
commission  meeting. 

6.  Asian  American  Needs  Assessment  Discussion 

The  committee  agreed  to  hold  further  discussion  on  this  item  at  the  next  meeting. 
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7.    Program  Director  Report 

Lerma  reported  that  the  community  meeting  held  to  discuss  the  proposed  name  change  of  the 
Bayview  Opera  House  resulted  in  changing  the  name  of  the  center's  theater  to  the  Ruth  Williams 
Memorial  Theater.   She  will  be  investigating  the  procedures  to  legally  change  the  name  and 
placement  of  signage,  in  consideration  that  the  center  is  a  historical  building.

Commissioner  Kirk  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:45  p.m. 

1.    CAE  1995-96  Budget 

Program  Director  I  iz  Lerma  reviewed  each  item  of  the  CAE  budget  and  pointed  out  that 

additional  items  will  be  proposed  as  allocations  are  confirmed,  i.e.  California  Arts  Council  grant 

and  Capital  Improvement  Advisory  Committee  funds  (CAE  proposed  budget  summary 

distributed). 

Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Simon  to  approve  the  1995-96  Literary  Art  Grants.    Motion  was 
seconded  by  Commissioner  Rogers. 

Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Rogers  to  approve  the  1995-96  Cultural  Center  Special  Project 
Grants.    Motion  seconded  by  Commissioner  Simon. 

Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Rogers  to  approve  the  1995-96  Festival  Grants.    Motion 
seconded  by  Commissioner  Simon. 

Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Rogers  to  approve  the  1995-96  Program  In  the  Community 
Grants.    Motion  seconded  by  Commissioner  Simon. 

Salette  noted  that  the  Sheriff's  Re-entry  Program  currently  has  an  exhibit  at  Yerba  Buena  Center  for 
the  Arts. 

Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Rogers  to  approve  the  1995-96  Youth  Arts  Festival  Grant  for 
$6,000.    Motion  seconded  by  Commissioner  Simon. 

Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Simon  to  approve  the  1995-96  California  State  Summer  School 
for  the  Art  Grant  in  the  amount  of  $3,000.    Motion  seconded  by  Commissioner  Rogers. 

Ann  noted  that  this  grant  provides  scholarships  to  the  high  school  student  arts  scholars  from  San 
Francisco  who  cannot  afford  the  summer  school's  admission  fee. 

Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Simon  to  approve  the  1995-96  Grant  of  $10,000  to  the  San 
Francisco  Foundation  for  the  Professional  Development  Project.    Motion  seconded  by 
Commissioner  Rogers. 

Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Simon  to  approve  $10,700  for  the  Arts  Education  Officer  salary 
from  the  Youth  Arts  Fund.    Motion  seconded  by  Commissioner  Rogers. 
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2.  Chinatown  Community  Arts  Program  Report 

Julie  Cheung,  Chinatown  Community  Art  Program  Director  was  absent.    Item  was  tabled  until 
next  meeting. 

3.  Literary  Arts  Update 

Ann  Wettrich,  Arts  Education  Officer,  distributed  a  summary  report  of  the  three-year  Literary  Arts 
Community  Pilot  Grants  Program  with  recommendations  for  continuation  grants  for  1995-96 
(summary  report  distributed  ).   A  correction  was  noted  to  the  amount  indicated  as  $37,600  for 
continuation  grants,  which  should  be  changed  to  $37,400.    She  explained  that  CAE  is  using  this 
year  to  evlauate  the  program  and  research  additional  funds  since  the  three-year  NEA  grant  has 
ended.   The  continuation  grants  for  1995-96  are  for  10  successful  projects  at  60%  of  their  1994-95 
award,  using  funds  that  were  previously  used  as  the  NEA  match. 

4.  Programs  In  the  Community  (PIC)  Discussion 

Salette  Gressett,  CAE  Program  Assistant,  gave  an  update  on  the  program  and  discussed  CAE's 
plans  for  this  year  (report,  PIC  listing  and  timeline  distributed).    Evaluation  of  these  programs 
over  the  last  year  has  included  site  visits,  final  reports  and  individual  technical  assistance.   CAE  is 
proposing  changes  to  the  PIC  program  to  adhere  to  the  guidelines  of  Grants  for  the  Arts,  to 
become  better  responsive  to  the  changing  needs  of  the  city's  underserved  communities,  and  in 
consideration  of  the  CAE  programs  that  have  evolved  since  the  inception  of  the  PICs  in  1985.   The 
program  offers  one  of  the  few,  if  not  the  only  opportunity  for  non-arts  organizations  to  receive 
funding  for  their  art  programs,  and  the  existing  closed  funding  process  excludes  other  eligible 
programs.   CAE  staff  is  proposing  that  the  program  open  up  the  application  process  to  better 
address  changing  community  needs  and  to  encourage  quality  programs  through  a  competitive 
peer  panel  review  process.   CAE  has  collected  names  of  eligible  organizations  for  the  program  and 
is  continuing  outreach  to  identify  others  and  to  assess  the  current  community  needs  of  the  city  . 
The  committee  agreed  that  changes  are  in  the  best  interest  of  the  PIC  program. 

5.  WritersCorps  Update 

Janet  Heller,  WritersCorps  Coordinator,  reported  that  funding  for  the  program  is  still  in  question 
until  Congress  meets  to  determine  the  funding  for  AmeriCorps.    In  the  meantime,  103  applications 
were  received  for  the  second  year,  and  5  full-time,  20  part-time  members  were  selected.   Of  the 
selected  members,  40%  are  people  of  color,  28%  are  returning  corps  members,  and  the  age  range  is 
19  -  61.   The  anthology  of  work  from  the  first  year  will  be  available  in  September.    Associated 
Writing  Program  is  no  longer  able  to  serve  as  the  fiscal  agent  for  the  program,  and  Heller  is 
searching  for  a  local  fiscal  agent.    AmeriCorps  has  approved  a  $100,000  budget  increase  for  the 
second  year  and  requested  that  more  detailed  evaluation  be  provided.    Heller  projects  that  the 
Senate  will  reduce  the  AmeriCorps  budget  to  compromise  with  the  House's  desire  to  eliminate 
funding  of  the  program. 

6.  Cultural  Center  Facility  Planning  Implementation 

a)   An  amendment  needs  to  be  approved  by  the  committee  regarding  the  stipulation  involving 
maintenance  funds  in  CAAAC's  lease.    The  amendment  is  needed  as  soon  as  possible  for  use  as  a 
model  for  the  other  centers,  and  will  also  need  approval  by  the  full  commission,  Real  Estate 
Department,  the  city  attorney,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Mayor. 
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Lerma  clarified  that  the  contractual  expenses,  such  as  light/heat/power,  are  the  maintenance 
expenses  referred  to  in  the  amendment.    Deborah  Craig  asked  if  the  committee  approves  of  the 
amendment  proposed  by  CAAAC.   Commissioner  Simon  responded  that  she  agrees  that  an 
-amendment  is  needed,  but  is  not  clear  that  CAAAC's  proposal  is  the  one  to  approve.    When  asked 
if  she  supported  CAAAC's  proposed  amendement,  lerma  responded  that  she  is  not  at  liberty  to 
say  until  the  city  attorney  reviews  the  amendment  and  gives  her  approval.    Kola  Thomas 
explained  that  the  center  is  agreeable  to  claiming  responsibility  of  these  expenses  after  the  city  has 
addressed  all  of  the  code  violations  at  the  facility,    lerma  confirmed  the  Art  Commission's  and  her 
support  of  the  center,  and  pointed  out  that  the  commission  does  not  have  the  autonomous 
authority  to  allocate  money  on  behalf  of  the  city.    Therefore,  the  commission  is  not  in  a  position  to 
commit  its  support  of  CAAAC's  proposed  amendment  at  the  time  of  this  meeting.    Richard 
Nevvirth  noted  that  the  commission  has  already  approved  an  allocation  for  maintenance  expenses 
for  this  year.    Commissioner  Simon  pointed  out  that  a  resolution  is  needed  to  address  these  needs 
in  the  future.    Newirth  added  that  if  the  Art  Commission  could  have  legislation  for  a  line  item  for 
the  cultural  centers,  then  the  centers  would  be  in  a  position  to  leverage  more  stable  funding.    He 
recognized  that  Maria  Martinez'  efforts  have  taken  a  step  in  the  right  direction  and  stated  his 
support  of  further  work  to  achieve  this  goal.     The  full  commission  has  been  apprised  of  the 
current  situation  and  is  prepared  for  a  requested  motion  to  address  this  issue.    The  commissioners 
reaffirmed  their  support  of  the  centers  and  for  an  amendment  to  CAAAC's  lease  that  would  be 
satisfy  both  the  center  and  commission. 

b)  Commissioner  Kirk  suggested  that  each  commissioner  submit  their  request  for  their  center 
partner  to  Commissioner  Nakajo  to  be  able  to  individually  address  cultural  center  issues.    The 
representative  from  the  centers  supported  the  partnership. 

c)  Discussion  of  the  centers'  facility  maintenance  and  repairs  budget  was  tabled  since  confirmation 
of  the  funds  by  the  Capital  Improvements  Advisory  Committee  has  not  yet  been  received. 

7.  Cultural  Centers' Tours 

A  tour  of  the  centers  with  Bill  Lee  will  be  in  September,  and  a  tour  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
will  be  either  Sept.  22  or  Sept.  29.    Dates  will  be  confirmed  in  the  next  week. 

8.  Program  Director  Report 

(Program  Director's  report  distributed.)   Lerma  reported  on  the  Asian  American  Arts  Community 
Needs  Assessment.    A  community  meeting  was  held  on  July  24  to  further  discuss  this  assessment, 
and  a  task  force  was  formed  to  report  back  to  the  entire  group.    On  July  26,  Kearny  Street 
Workshop  proposed  to  be  the  central  site  for  the  Asian  American  Community  Arts  Consortium 
and  outlined  what  they  felt  to  be  the  responsibilities  of  the  Art  Commission.   Nancy  Horn, 
Executive  Director  of  the  Kearny  Street  Workshop,  would  like  to  have  further  discussion  with  the 
Art  Commission  on  these  proposals. 

Lerma  and  Wettrich  met  with  the  Arts  Education  Funders  Collabortive  to  define  the  projects  for 
this  fiscal  year.    Lerma  clarified  that  Commissioner  Kirk  and  Commissioner  Rogers  (alternate)  will 
serve  as  the  representative  from  the  commission  at  these  meetings.   The  next  meeting  is  Sept.  13 
and  Commissioner  Rogers  agreed  to  attend  in  Commissioner  Kirk's  absence.

1.  CAE  1995-96  Budget 

Program  Director  Liz  Lerma  requested  authorization  for  1995-96  budget  items. 

Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Simon  to  authorize  Community  Arts  and  Education  to  receive 
and  expend  $27,000  from  the  California  Arts  Council  and  $157,500  from  Grants  for  the  Arts. 
Motion  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Rogers. 

2.  SOMAR's  Neon  Sign 
Liz  requested  approval  for  the  addition  of  a  neon  sign  for  South  of  Market  Cultural  Center. 

Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Simon  to  approve  the  installation  of  a  neon  sign  for  the  South 
of  Market  Cultural  Center.    Motion  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Rogers. 

3.  WritersCorps  Update 

Janet  Heller,  WritersCorps  Coordinator,  reported  that  the  NEA  has  secured  funding  from 
AmeriCorps  for  1995-96,  and  she  is  currently  planning  training  for  the  Corps  members  whose 
service  begins  on  October  30.   There  are  20  part-time  and  5  full-time  members  this  year,  including 
seven  returning  members  from  last  year.   Janet  will  provide  bios  on  the  Corps  and  their  sites  at 
the  next  meeting.    There  will  be  a  reception  held  after  the  next  full  commission  meeting  on 
October  2  to  introduce  the  commission  to  the  new  Corps  members.   It  was  suggested  that  tours  of 
the  sites  for  the  commissioners  be  done  in  the  Spring.    Invitations  will  be  sent  for  the  final  reading 
from  the  first  year's  Corps,  scheduled  for  Oct.  1. 

Janet  explained  that  the  first  year  of  the  program  clarified  the  need  to  focus  more  on  local  writers 
due  to  housing  problems  with  those  from  out  of  town,  and  to  secure  strong  sites  to  establish  good 
matches  with  the  Corps  members.    She  is  currently  developing  criteria  for  interested  sites  to 
benefit  the  selection  process,  and  added  that  the  program  started  off  behind  schedule  last  year 
which  did  not  allow  for  ample  planning  time.   The  committee  agreed  that  the  readings  have  a 
strong  impact  with  public  relations  potential.   Rich  noted  that  exploring  possible  media  avenues, 
such  as  the  CityWatch  station,  with  the  video  of  the  graduation  ceremony  event  may  be  one 
avenue  to  increase  visibility  and  outreach. 

4.  Chinatown  Community  Arts  Program  Report 

Julie  Cheung,  Chinatown  Community  Art  Program  Director,  gave  a  report  on  the  Chinatown 
Community  Arts  Program  (CCAP).   She  began  by  thanking  the  commissioners  and  the  Director  of 
Cultural  Affairs  for  their  support,  followed  by  a  history  of  the  program.    Rich  noted  that  CCAP 
was  a  leader  in  initiating  collaborative  efforts  among  the  cultural  centers.   Currently,  CCAP 
provides  year-long  arts  programs  in  visual  and  performing  arts,  and  festivals.   The  program  serves 
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the  Chinese  and  Asian-American  communities  and  collaborates  with  other  organizations  in  these 
communities.   Julie  outlined  the  activities  scheduled  for  this  year.   Liz  added  that  CCAP  will  be 
receiving  a  computer,  printer  and  fax  machine,  and  that  the  program's  budget  is  increased  this 
year.   This  will  allow  Julie  to  receive  technical  assistance  for  fundraising  efforts  and  a  part-time 
paid  intern.   Liz  clarified  that  the  program  shares  a  facility  with  the  Chinese  Culture  Foundation. 
The  commissioners  voiced  a  concern  about  the  amount  of  community  requests  that  Julie  receives 
and  maintaining  a  balance  between  projects  with  the  Chinese  Americans  and  other  Asian 
American  communities.   It  was  suggested  that  the  program  broaden  its  support  among  the  Board 
of  Supervisors. 

5.  Arts  Education  Update 

Ann  Wettrich,  Arts  Education  Officer,  reported  that  the  distribution  of  the  Inside/Out  book  has 
been  nearly  completed.   She  has  received  thank  you  letters  and  requests  from  other  cities 
interested  in  using  the  project  as  a  model. 

The  Professional  Development  Project  is  working  with  27  schools  this  year  to  do  workshops  and 
award  grants.   Ann  stated  that  $110,000  of  the  $180,000  from  this  year's  budget  has  been  secured, 
and  that  proposals  are  being  sent  out  this  week  to  obtain  the  balance  needed.   Ann  commented  on 
the  working  relationship  with  the  Arts  Education  Funders'  Collaborative  and  said  that  they  have 
been  discussing  the  roles  of  the  collaborative  parties.   There  was  some  clarification  needed 
regarding  the  Art  Commission  as  both  a  funder  and  facilitator  of  the  projects,  but  a  consensus 
was  reached  and  a  letter  of  agreement  will  be  signed  by  all  parties.   It  was  determined  that  the 
projects  be  referred  to  as  "projects  led  by  the  Arts  Education  Funders'  Collaborative". 

Additionally,  Ann  noted  that  a  recruitment  poster  will  be  created  for  this  year's  literary  arts 
program  and  WritersCorps  projects. 

6.  Programs  In  the  Community  (PIC)  Update 

Salette  Gressett,  CAE  Program  Assistant,  reported  that  the  increase  in  funding  from  Grants  for  the 
Arts  for  the  PIC's  will  be  used  to  provide  a  training  program  in  the  Spring.   The  training  program 
will  help  to  address  the  PIC's  needs,  i.e.  fundraising  in  the  social  service  sector,  and  will  provide 
information  for  artists  interested  in  working  in  these  types  of  settings,  including  placement. 
Opening  the  application  process  for  the  PIC  program  will  then  be  postponed  until  the  following 
year,  1997-98,  instead  of  next  year  as  originally  discussed  at  the  last  committee  meeting. 

7.  Cultural  Center  Facility  Planning  Implementation 

Liz  reported  that  she  is  in  the  process  of  providing  the  centers'  maintenance  costs  information  to 
the  Mayor's  Office  for  this  year's  maintenance  funding.    She  mentioned  that  two-thirds  of  the 
lighting  retrofit  job  at  the  Mission  Cultural  Center  is  being  paid  by  Hetch  Hetchy.    The 
commissioners  agreed  that  code  violations  and  safety  issues  need  to  be  addressed  as  priority  for 
the  allocation  of  maintenance  funding,  and  that  there  needs  to  be  a  portion  set  aside  for  an 
emergency  fund.   It  was  pointed  out  that  the  funding  amount  received  is  secured  for  this  year 
only. 
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8.  Cultural  Centers' Tour 

The  tour  of  the  cultural  centers  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  Art  Commissioners  will  be 
Friday,  September  22. 

9.  Program  Director  Report 

Liz  attended  a  task  force  meeting  on  the  Asian  American  Arts  Needs  Assessment.   She  has 
ascertained  that  a  physical  facility  does  not  seem  to  be  the  immediate  focus  of  the  group,  but  that 
an  organized  community  structure  is  of  more  importance.   Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith  sent  a 
memo  to  the  Redevelopment  Agency  regarding  the  Turk/Fillmore  building.    The  agency  is 
currently  studying  the  building  for  possible  renovation  and  re-usage  (attached  to  Program 
Director's  report).

Liz  explained  the  Writerscorps  program  structure  for  1995-96,  noting  the  variations  from  the 
agenda  (Program  Director's  report  distributed).   Janet  explained  that  the  complex  structure  of 
coordination  between  the  Corporation  for  National  Service,  NEA,  Bronx  Council  on  the  Arts, 
Pacific  /Services  Center,  Art  Commission  and  CALAA  had  to  be  arranged  due  to  the  contract  with 
Associated  Writers  Program  not  being  renewed  from  last  year  as  the  fiscal  agent  for  the  project.

The  committee  made  a  recommendation  to  the  Executive  Committee  to  approve  the  requested 
match  of  $34,650  for  the  WritersCorps  Program. 

Janet  reported  on  the  new  WritersCorps  members  (bios  and  site  list  distributed).   There  are  five 
returning  members  from  last  year  and  the  Full  Commission  will  have  an  opportunity  to  meet  the 
new  members  at  a  reception  after  the  next  Full  Commission  meeting.   Commissioner  Rogers 
commented  on  the  excellence  of  Flavors  of  the  City,  the  WritersCorps  anthology. 

3.  Arts  Education  Update 

Ann  Wettrich,  Arts  Education  Officer,  reported  that  an  MOU  with  the  Funders  Collaborative  has 
been  signed.   The  agreement  includes  the  stipulation  that  $32,500  will  be  contributed  towards 
Ann's  work  on  the  collaborative's  projects  and  will  enable  Ann  to  have  an  intern  to  provide 
administrative  support.   There  remains  $75,000  to  be  raised  for  the  Professional  Development 
Project,  and  there  is  $85,000  pending  in  possible  contributions,  including  $40,000  from  the  SFUSD. 
1996-97  will  be  the  last  year  of  the  project  and  all  school  will  be  served  by  that  time.   The  Funders' 
Collaborative  has  tentatively  committed  to  continue  the  update  of  Inside  /Out  every  2-3  years  due 
to  the  popularity  of  the  book. 

4.  Program  Director  Report 

Liz  Lerma  reported  on  the  Asian  American  task  force  and  feels  that  the  group  is  moving 
methodically  and  making  progress.   A  representative  from  the  task  force  will  make  a  presentation 
when  more  definitive  plans  have  been  solidified.  John  Seto  commented  on  the  lack  of  cohesion 
among  the  Asian  American  communities  in  San  Francisco  which  comprise  30  -  40%  of  the  city's 
population.   He  foresees  that  the  task  force  will  be  a  long  process. 
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In  regard  to  the  cultural  centers'  1995-96  maintenance  funds,  Liz  has  asked  the  centers'  directors  to 
submit  priority  lists  of  their  maintenance  needs.   The  allocation  of  funds  will  be  based  upon  the 
needs  of  each  center  and  may  not  necessarily  be  equal  in  dollar  amount. 

Liz  followed  up  on  the  Turk/Fillmore  building  and  reported  that  Cliff  Graves  at  the 
Redevelopment  Agency  is  open  to  suggestions  for  plans  to  utilize  the  building.   It  was  suggested 
that  an  ad-hoc  committee  be  formed  to  investigate  this  building  potential  and  to  give 
recommendations  to  the  executive  committee  after  being  presented  to  the  CAE  committee.   It  was 
recommended  that  the  ad-hoc  committee  consist  of  Commissioners  Nakajo,  Kirk,  Keeler  and 
Freebairn-Smith.   The  ad-hoc  committee  will  notify  CAE  of  their  meetings  so  that  an 
announcement  can  be  posted.

Janet  distributed  the  new  WritersCorps  newsletter.

1.  WritersCorps  Update 

Janet  Heller,  WritersCorps  Coordinator,  displayed  three  mock-ups  for  the  DeCaux  posters 
promoting  the  WritersCorps  program.   The  3'  x  11'  posters  will  be  displayed  in  twelve  DeCaux 
kiosks  and  will  highlight  the  message  that  "AmeriCorps  Works".   The  committee  offered  feedback 
on  the  mock-up  designs  and  expressed  interest  in  further  development  of  the  posters. 

2.  Arts  Education  Update 

Ann  Wettrich,  Arts  Education  Officer,  reported  that  the  recruitment  flyer  for  the  Literary  Arts 
program  and  WritersCorps  is  being  printed.   The  flyers  will  be  distributed  throughout  the  schools, 
libraries  and  WritersCorps  sites. 

A  site  visit  schedule  is  being  developed  for  this  year's  Literary  Arts  projects.   Ann  and  Janet  have 
been  discussing  next  year's  plans  for  Literary  Arts  and  WritersCorps  in  lieu  of  funding  uncertainty 
from  the  NEA  and  AmeriCorps  to  allow  the  continuance  of  WritersCorps.

Alma  Robinson,  Executive  Director  of  California  Lawyers  for  the  Arts  (CLA),  reported  that  the 
development  of  artists'  live/work  space  at  the  Presidio  is  on  hold  while  the  federal  government  is 
closed.   Victoria  Taplin,  Program  Associate,  is  leaving  ArtHouse,  but  will  continue  as  a  consultant 
on  the  base  conversion  project. 

CLA  is  looking  to  address  the  artists-in-residence  at  the  Hunters'  Point  Shipyard  who  are 
interested  in  expanding  work  opportunities  with  the  community  youth.   Job  training  and  economic 
development  is  the  priority  in  that  area.   CLA's  Arts  and  Community  project  will  be  seeking 
support  from  the  private  sector  now  that  the  Private  Industry  Council's  federal  funding  is  no 
longer  available  for  job  training  programs. 

4.    Chinatown  Community  Arts  Program  Update 

Julie  Cheung,  CCAP  Program  Director,  distributed  flyers  for  a  painting  and  calligraphy  exhibit  in 
the  program's  gallery  which  will  be  open  until  the  end  of  this  month.   Julie  will  be  preparing  for 
CCAP's  participation  in  the  Chinese  New  Year  events. 
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5.  CAE  Local  Conference  Update 

CAE's  local  conference  is  tentatively  scheduled  for  September  6,  13  and  20,  1996.   Approximately 
200  people  are  expected  to  attend  and  CAE  is  hoping  to  provide  free  lunch  if  enough  support  is 
provided  by  food  vendors.   If  not,  CAE  will  have  to  charge  for  lunch.   An  Art  Commission  intern 
is  assisting  with  making  arrangements  for  the  lunch  and  with  the  invitation/program  schedule 
design  and  printing. 

6.  Program  Director  Report 

Ann  Wettrich  introduced  Amy  Kweskin,  CAE's  Arts  Education  intern. 

Liz  Lerma,  CAE  Program  Director,  and  Janet  Heller  have  been  planning  a  fundraising  event  for 
WritersCorps  to  raise  NEA  matching  funds  for  the  program  (Program  Director's  report 
distributed). 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  repair  work  on  the 
damage  to  the  Bayview  Opera  House  should  begin  soon. 

The  Redevelopment  Agency  has  estimated  the  renovation  costs  of  the  Turk/Fillmore  building 
including  lead,  asbestos  abatement  and  retrofit  work  at  $80  -  200 /sq.  ft.,  or  a  total  of 
$1.9  -  3.4  million.   Their  complete  report  on  the  estimates  will  be  sent  to  CAE.   The  agency  is  also 
compiling  options  for  the  use  of  the  space  and  is  interested  in  the  position  of  the  Art  Commission.

1.  Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Rogers  to  approve  the  expenditure  of  maintenance  grants  up 
to  $202,000  to  SOMAR,  Bayview  Opera  House,  Center  for  African  and  African  American  Art 
and  Culture  and  Mission  Cultural  Center  from  the  cultural  centers  fund  established  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.    Motion  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Simon  and  unanimously 
approved. 

Program  Director  Liz  Lerma  noted  that  this  amount  will  be  divided  equally  among  the  centers, 
less  the  amount  of  emergency  repair  costs  for  the  Bayview  Opera  House. 

2.  Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Kirk  to  authorize  the  Art  Commission  to  apply  for,  accept 
and  expend  grant  amounts  up  to  $175,000  from  Grants  for  the  Arts  in  1996-97  for  Programs  In 
the  Communities  grants.   Motion  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Simon  and  unanimously 
approved. 

Liz  mentioned  that  CAE  would  receive  notification  from  Grants  for  the  Arts  (GFTA)  in  August. 
Applications  from  the  PLC's  to  CAE  for  1996-97  have  been  received  and  a  provision  for  technical 
assistance  was  included  in  the  proposal  to  GFTA. 

3.  WritersCorps  Update 

Janet  Heller,  WritersCorps  Coordinator,  distributed  a  review  of  Flavors  of  the  City  from  last  week's 
Bay  Guardian.   She  reported  that  the  DeCaux  poster  project  was  completed  and  the  posters  will  be 
installed  in  the  kiosks  tomorrow  (list  of  kiosk  locales  was  distributed).   Bids  are  being  received  for 
other  uses  of  the  poster,  including  reproduction  in  a  smaller  format  for  distribution.   The  president 
of  AmeriCorps  responded  positively  to  the  poster  series,  as  well  as  the  State  Commission  on 
Improving  Life  Through  Service  (CCILTS),  who  would  like  1,000  copies  of  the  poster.   Liz  and 
Janet  attended  a  CCILTS  meeting  in  Sacramento  last  week.   It  may  be  possible  for  WritersCorps  to 
apply  to  them  for  funding.   WritersCorps  is  continuing  to  explore  other  funding  sources  that 
would  maintain  a  national  WritersCorps  identity.   Janet  explained  that  the  program  provides  an 
intermediate  step  which  includes  training  for  writers,  enabling  them  to  be  more  competitive  for 
artist-in-residence  positions.   WritersCorps  will  be  holding  readings  of  the  members'  work  at  Place 
Pigalle  at  7:00  p.m.  on  Feb.  19  and  Feb.  26.   A  youth  reading  series  will  be  held  at  the  Mission 
Library  branch  at  2:00  on  March  2.   WritersCorps  will  be  participating  in  the  Youth  Arts  Festival 
again  this  year. 

4.  Arts  Education  Update 

Ann  Wettrich,  Arts  Education  Officer,  reported  that  Mitchell  Korn  gave  an  update  at  the  last 
Funders'  Collaborative  meeting.   He  assured  the  group  of  the  synergistic  approach  in  his  work  to 
create  a  city-wide  arts  eduation  plan  and  the  plans  for  a  new  school  of  the  arts.   The  proposed 
new  building  would  house  the  new  school  of  the  arts  as  well  as  the  arts  education  clearinghouse. 
Korn  affirmed  the  importance  of  the  role  of  artists  and  said  that  training  for  artists  would  be 
incorporated  in  his  recommendations. 
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The  Professional  Development  Project  is  in  its  final  year  and  the  next  meeting  of  the  Funders' 
Collaborative  will  be  discussing  future  projects.   The  principals'  reception  was  successful  in 
initiating  the  final  group  of  schools  to  begin  their  participation  in  the  project.   The  California  Arts 
Council  has  indicated  that  the  Professional  Development  Project  would  be  a  strong  candidate  for 
the  council's  new  arts  education  grant  program.   (Evaluation  summary  reports  of  the  project  were 
distributed.)   Ann  pointed  out  that  the  schools  started  with  various  levels  of  of  arts  education 
before  their  participation  in  the  project,  and  this  is  not  reflected  in  the  statistical  charts  in  the 
summary  report.   The  final  round  of  workshops  will,  be  March  12  -13,  1996.   (Literary 
Arts/WritersCorps  recruitment  flyer  was  distributed.)    CAE  has  been  discussing  plans  for  the 
Literary  Arts  program  and  how  it  may  be  able  to  merge  with  WritersCorps. 

5.  ArtHouse  Update

6.  Chinatown  Community  Arts  Program  Update 

(Calendar  for  the  Chinese  Spring  Festival  and  New  Year  Parade  was  distributed.)   Julie  Cheung, 
CCAP  Director  reported  that  the  program  is  participating  in  the  festival  and  parade  events  which 
will  be  on  March  2-3. 

7.  Program  Director  Report 

(Program  Director's  report  distributed.)   Liz  Lerma  reported  that  in  order  to  access  the 
maintenance  funds  for  the  centers,  the  centers  will  provide  bids  for  the  work  that  needs  to  be 
done.   All  bids  will  be  submitted  together.   The  Cultural  Centers'  directors  have  been  asked  to 
submit  all  bids  to  CAE  by  March  15, 1996. 

The  Art  Commission  will  be  engaging  in  further  discussion  with  the  Redevelopment  Agency 
(SFRA)  on  the  MUNI  Powerhouse  to  determine  the  position  that  CAE  and  SFAC  will  take.   A  staff 
recommendation  to  the  Art  Commission  will  be  forthcoming.   The  Powerhouse  is  not  in  the 
current  SFRA  budget,  but  may  be  in  the  96/97  fiscal  year.   Research  continues. 
Liz  recommended  that  the  cultural  centers'  building  plans  be  updated  by  Anne  Cervantes.   The 
updating  is  a  continuation  of  the  facility  planning  process  and  is  also  needed  for  reporting  to  the 
Capital  Improvements  Advisory  Committee  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works.   The  repairs  at 
the  Bayview  Opera  House  are  nearly  complete.

Commissioner  Keeler  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:40  p.m. 

1.  WritersCorps  Update 

Janet  Heller,  WritersCorps  Coordinator,  reported  that  the  program  is  working  on  the  second 

anthology  which  will  be  out  by  June.   The  book  will  be  three  times  larger  than  last  year's 

anthology,  and  will  include  lesson  plans  and  WritersCorps  program  information. 

The  WritersCorps  is  also  working  on  the  program's  next  newsletter,  Writerslnk,  which  is  due  to  be 

available  after  the  deadline  of  March  21. 

The  deadline  to  apply  to  AmeriCorps  for  next  year  is  in  mid-April  and  WritersCorps  is 

considering  two  service  organizations  to  apply  under  since  the  NEA  is  no  longer  able  to  be  the 

parent  organization  of  the  program.   The  NEA  has  committed  funding  towards  WritersCorps  for 

next  year. 

The  local  fundraiser  for  the  program  is  tentatively  scheduled  for  May  or  June. 

2.  Arts  Education  Update 

Ann  Wettrich,  Arts  Education  Officer,  reported  that  approximately  100  teachers  and  principals 
attended  this  last  year's  professional  development  workshops  today  and  an  additional  100 
attenders  will  participate  in  tomorrow's  workshops.   The  community  resource  discussions  were 
successful  in  obtaining  information  that  will  be  used  for  evaluation  next  year  by  the  Funders' 
Collaborative  to  determine  the  future  of  the  project.   Ann  is  currently  working  on  fundraising  for 
1996-97  for  the  implementation  of  grants  to  the  last  cycle  of  schools  in  the  project.   The  circle  of 
the  Funders'  Collaborative  is  widening  and  there  is  an  opportunity  to  apply  to  the  CAC  for  an  arts 
education  partnership  grant.   Next  year  will  be  an  evaluation  period  to  plan  for  the  future  and  the 
collaborative  will  need  to  decide  on  the  scale  and  scope  of  evaluation.   Ann  is  currently  working 
with  the  collaborative  to  develop  the  proposal.   Commissioner  Keeler  stressed  the  importance  of 
the  Art  Commission's  interests  representing  the  artists  working  in  communities  as  how  CAE 
contributes  to  the  collaborative.   The  committee  made  a  recommendation  to  apply,  accept  and 
expend  a  grant  of  up  to  $20,000  from  the  California  Arts  Council. 

3.  ArtHouse  Update 

Alma  Robinson,  California  Lawyers  for  the  Arts  Director,  visited  the  Bidwell  Training  Center  on  a 
recent  trip  to  Pittsburgh,  and  was  impressed  with  the  center's  $3  million  art  program.   She  recently 
attended  the  Bayview  Hunters'  Point  Shipyard  citizens'  meeting  which  addressed  live  /work  space 
possibilities  in  the  community's  commercial  areas.   A  draft  plan  from  the  city's  Planning 
Department  was  presented.   ArtHouse  is  continuing  to  implement  their  NEA  grant  to  create  a 
resource  book  on  base  conversion.   Former  Program  Coordinator,  Victoria  Taplin,  is  working  on 
this  project  as  a  consultant.   Development  of  artspace  usage  at  the  Presidio  is  still  postponed  until 
the  Presidio  Trust  is  established.   CLA's  Arts  and  Community  Development  program  placed  140 
youth  through  the  summer  job  program  over  the  last  two  years,  and  is  successfully  fundraising 
corporate  support  to  continue  the  program.    ArtHouse  is  also  continuing  to  revise  their  consumer 
survey  and  to  maintain  updating  the  hotline. 
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4.  Chinatown  Community  Arts  Program  Update 

Julie  Cheung,  Chinatown  Community  Arts  Program  Director,  reported  on  the  successful  Spring 
Festival  and  distributed  programs  from  the  festival.   Commissioners  Simon  and  Keeler  attended 
the  event  providing  welcoming  remarks.   Julie  will  have  an  intern  to  provide  administrative 
assistance  beginning  next  week. 

5.  Program  Director  Report 

The  CAE  program  director's  report  was  distributed.   Liz  reported  that  the  emergency  repairs  at  the 
Bayview  Opera  House  have  been  completed.   She  is  also  in  the  process  of  spending  the 
supervisors'  $200,000  maintenance  funds,  pending  a  repair  project  listing  from  the  Center  for 
African  and  African  American  Art  and  Culture.   The  $200,000  must  be  spent  by  June  30  or  the 
program  will  lose  the  funds.   Liz  expressed  concern  about  obtaining  the  project  list  with  the 
necessary  bids  from  the  centers  which  is  required  for  submittal  in  order  to  access  the  funds.   Liz 
assured  the  committee  that  she  will  take  responsibility  to  obtain  the  information  needed  and  spend 
the  funds  by  the  deadline. 

The  committee  requested  information  about  the  outcome  of  the  Bayview  Opera  House's  fundraiser 
and  also  inquired  about  the  absence  of  the  centers'  directors  at  the  committee  meetings. 

Liz  provided  an  review  on  the  background  of  CAE's  Literary  Arts  program,  and  made  a 
recommendation  to  consolidate  the  granting  program  with  WritersCorps  next  year  to  create  one 
literary  project. 

Liz  and  Lawrence  Thoo,  Cultural  Equity  Grants  Program  Director,  have  been  working  with  the 
Asian  American  Arts  Community  Coalition  in  the  consideration  of  developing  a  proposal  to  the 
NEA  for  a  planning  grant.   To  date,  the  coalition  has  completed  a  newsletter  to  address  the 
community's  marketing  needs  since  the  needs  assessment  was  completed. 

A  complaint  was  made  from  the  captain  at  the  MUNI  police  office  regarding  the  pigeons  and  the 
debris  around  the  Turk/Fillmore  powerhouse.  Liz  and  Rich  are  consulting  with  the  city  attorney 
to  determine  the  responsibility  of  the  Art  Commission  for  this  type  of  maintenance. 

Commissioner  Keeler  adjourned  the  meeting  at  6:30  p.m.

1.  Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Sklar  to  recognize  that  the  San  Francisco  Art  Commission 
congratulates  San  Francisco  high  school  students  on  their  acceptance  into  the  California  State 
Summer  School  for  the  Arts  (CSSSA)  and  salutes  them  as  1996  California  Art  Scholars.   Motion 
was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Martinez  and  unanimously  approved. 

Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Sklar  to  approve  a  $3,000  grant  to  California  State  Summer 
School  for  the  Arts  for  student  scholarships.   Motion  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Gotico 
and  unanimously  approved.

2.  Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Gotico  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend  a  grant  from  the 
California  Arts  Council  for  ArtHouse  and  Arts  Education  Officer  salary  in  the  amount  of 
$30,000.   Motion  seconded  by  Commissioner  Mirikitani  and  unanimously  approved. 

3.  Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Mirikitani  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend  a  grant  from 
Grants  for  the  Arts  for  Programs  In  the  Community  granting  program  support  in  the  amount  of 
up  to  $240,000.

Janice  emphasized  the  need  for  community-based  projects  and  this  program  as  an  opportunity  for 
Grants  for  the  Arts  to  support  these  projects. 

4.  Liz  Lerma,  Program  Director,  distributed  memos  documenting  the  recent  history  of  the 
LatinArte  project  with  the  Mission  Cultural  Center  for  Latino  Arts  (MCCLA)  for  the  committee's 
review.   Rich  Newirth,  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs,  explained  that  the  Art  Commission  is  fiscally 
responsible  for  the  project,  but  that  it  is  a  collaboration  with  MCCLA.   Herminio  Flores,  MCCLA 
board  member,  explained  that  he  is  supervising  Juan  Carlos  Cuellar.   Liz  told  him  that  there  has 
been  no  reporting  submitted  to  the  Art  Commission,  aside  from  teacher  invoices.     Liz  recognized 
that  the  artists'  payments  have  been  delayed,  and  Maria  Josefa  Prosperi,  Acting  Executive  Director 
of  MCCLA,  confirmed  that  the  artists  had  received  payment  as  of  January  15  -  16.   Rich  explained 
that  there  is  no  money  left  for  a  project  coordinator  due  to  the  denial  of  a  pending  grant  from  the 
Bill  Graham  Foundation.   Maria  Josefa  clarified  that  the  grant  from  the  Bill  Graham  Foundation 
was  for  another  project,  not  for  LatinArte,  as  Juan  Carlos  had  indicated  in  December.  The  MCCLA 
proposal,  presented  by  Maria  Josefa  to  cut  the  length  of  the  project  would  need  to  be  confirmed 
with  the  CAC  to  ensure  that  the  project  would  still  meet  their  requirements.   Commissioner 
Mirikitani  emphasized  the  importance  of  the  reporting  needed  by  the  Art  Commission,  as  the 
fiscally  responsible  party  of  the  project,  and  encouraged  that  an  agreement  between  SFAC  and 
MCCLA  be  made  to  rectify  these  problems.   Rich  expressed  his  concern  that  the  last 
correspondence  from  Juan  Carlos  is  unfortunate  in  that  it  is  the  first  to  be  distributed  to  others 
outside  of  the  Art  Commission.   Commissioner  Mirikitani  added  that  it  potentially  also  jeopardizes 
the  advancement  of  communities  of  color.  Liz  strongly  requested  that  another  coordinator  be 
assigned  as  soon  as  possible.   All  agreed  that  a  prompt  public  reconciliation  is  necessary  to  redeem

Commissioner  Kirk  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:10  p.m. 

Commissioners  Kirk  and  Gatti  explained  that  structure  of  the  meeting  and  invited  those  in 
attendance  to  complete  a  public  testimony  card  to  respond  to  items  on  the  agenda.   Commissioner 
Gatti  recognized  the  seriousness  of  the  situation,  particularly  in  light  of  the  upcoming  bond  item 
regarding  the  cultural  centers.   He  emphasized  that  the  Art  Commission's  intent  is  to  keep  the 
center  open.   Liz  Lerma,  CAE  Program  Director,  explained  that  in  order  to  be  in  compliance  with 
the  Brown  Act,  all  issues  on  the  agenda  had  to  be  included  for  possible  discussion. 

1.  Liz  reported  on  the  LatinArte  project  and  explained  that  the  Art  Commission  is  fiscally 
responsible  for  the  project.   As  per  the  last  CAE  committee  meeting,  MCCLA  was  to  meet  with 
their  board  and  submit  a  proposal  to  address  unresolved  issues  regarding  the  lack  of  required 
reporting  to  CAE  and  a  conflict  of  interest  of  the  project  coordinator  also  working  as  an  artist  of 
the  program. 

Additionally,  Liz  explained  that  there  are  $186,100  in  renovation  projects  for  the  center.   She  has 
been  meeting  with  the  staff  regarding  these  projects  and  reported  that  the  first  priority  item,  repair 
of  the  HVAC  system,  may  cost  more  than  originally  estimated  due  to  recent  additional  problems 
with  the  system. 

Liz  also  explained  that  the  Memorandum  of  Understanding  between  the  Art  Commission  and  the 
MCCLA  has  expired  and  is  temporarily  operating  under  a  letter  of  extension.   Miriam  Stombler, 
City  Attorney,  explained  that  the  issue  of  workers'  compensation  insurance  has  come  to  the 
attention  of  the  Art  Commission  due  to  a  reported  incident  at  the  center  where  the  allegedly 
injured  employee  of  MCCLA  needed  medical  attention.   The  Art  Commission  requested  current 
insurance  records  from  MCCLA,  but  was  not  provided  with  any  information  regarding  these 
required  documents. 

2.  Commissioner  Kirk  explained  the  three  minute  time  limit  for  public  testimony  and  that 
comments  must  be  pertinent  to  the  specific  issues  on  the  agenda.   The  attorney  for  MCCLA, 
explained  that  there  was  too  little  time  to  produce  the  requested  insurance  documentation.   Several 
community  members  voiced  concern  about  the  need  of  the  Mission  community  for  the  center's 
programs.   Community  members  were  also  concerned  about  keeping  the  organization  in  place  at 
the  facility,  and  it  was  requested  that  the  committee  make  no  action  regarding  the  organization 
running  the  center.   One  community  member  expressed  a  lack  of  understanding  of  the  required 
reporting  for  LarinArte,  and  another  suggested  that  a  deadline  be  given  for  MCCLA  to  produce 
the  insurance  documentation.   The  MCCLA  board  president  explained  that  the  change  of  staff  at 
the  center,  namely  the  departure  of  the  executive  director,  has  left  the  remaining  staff  with 
difficulty  in  addressing  issues  which  has  resulted  in  delays.   She  also  expressed  grave  concern  for 
the  relationship  of  the  Art  Commission  with  the  MCCLA. 
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The  acting  executive  director  of  MCCLA  expressed  her  respect  for  all  those  who  are  involved  with 
the  center  and  asked  for  the  support  of  the  commission.   Several  community  members  voiced  their 
concern  for  the  students  and  other  community  members  who  benefit  from  the  center's  programs, 
and  emphasized  the  need  for  the  center  to  remain  open. 

3.   Commissioner  Mirikitani  affirmed  the  committee's  commitment  to  keeping  the  center  open  and 
stressed  the  importance  for  solidarity,  particularly  with  the  imminent  bond  issue.   She 
recommended  that  a  reasonable  timeline  be  made  to  address  the  issues  in  need  of  resolution  with 
mutual  responsibility  of  both  the  center  and  the  commission.   Commissioner  Kirk  pointed  out  that 
this  same  conclusion  was  reached  at  the  last  committee  meeting,  and  urged  the  MCCLA  for 
prompt  decisions  so  that  action  can  be  taken  to  move  forward  with  these  issues.   The  committee 
agreed  that  the  issue  of  an  RFP  for  the  center  be  eliminated  from  discussion.   Liz  implored 
MCCLA  to  determine  their  recommendation  regarding  LatinArte  and  prevent  any  further  delays. 
The  MCCLA  board  president  informed  the  committee  that  the  board  will  meet  on  February  10  and 
have  a  recommendation  for  the  Art  Commission  on  February  11,  1997. 

Commissioner  Kirk  adjourned  the  meeting  at  6:00  p.m.

Commissioner  Kirk  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:40  p.m. 

1.  Acting  Executive  Director  of  MCCLA  Maria  Josefa  reported  that  the  board  met  on  February  10 
and  has  requested  that  the  CAE  committee,  staff  and  city  attorney  meet  with  them  to  resolve  the 
issues  regarding  LatinArte.   Richard  Newirth,  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs,  requested  that  MCCLA 
have  a  proposal  for  consideration  prior  to  another  meeting.   Maria  Josefa  confirmed  that  the  board 
did  not  address  the  unresolved  issues  raised  at  the  last  committee  meeting  to  make 
recommendations  to  the  committee  at  this  time.   Commissioner  Mirikitani  confirmed  with  Maria 
Josefa  the  MCCLA's  understanding  of  the  Art  Commission's  fiduciary  responsibilities  regarding 
this  project.   Ann  Wettrich,  Arts  Education  Officer,  pointed  out  that  the  Art  Commission  is  also 
responsible  to  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  as  well  as  the  California  Arts  Council,  and 
raised  concern  about  the  delays'  effect  on  the  project  timeline.   For  example,  the  steering 
committee  meeting  has  been  postponed. 

It  was  agreed  that  MCCLA  will  submit  a  proposal  to  CAE  by  Friday,  February  14  or  sooner,  and 
that  a  letter  would  be  sent  to  MCCLA'a  attorney  to  notify  her  of  the  project's  critical  dates.   Rich 
pointed  out  that  clarification  of  the  duel  role  of  Juan  Carlos  Cuellar  in  the  project  should  be 
included  in  the  MCCLA's  proposal.   Ann  distributed  and  reviewed  a  report  to  clarify  the  project's 
legal  issues  (attached).   Ann  pointed  out  that  she  has  been  in  contact  with  Maria  Josefa  and  that 
the  resolution  of  some  of  these  legal  issues  are  in  process.   Maria  Josefa  added  in  reference  to  her 
memo  to  Liz  (attached)  that  further  documentation  regarding  MCCLA's  worker's  compensation 
insurance  would  be  forwarded  to  CAE  staff  following  the  center's  audit. 

2.  Liz  Lerma  reported  that  the  Center  for  African  and  African  American  Art  and  Culture's 
(CAAAC)  renovation  project  began  January  28,  1997.   As  much  of  the  $900,000  project  as  possible 
will  be  completed  for  the  Orisha  World  Congress  to  be  held  at  the  center  later  this  year.   The 
SFAC  powerhouse  committee  held  a  planning  meeting  on  January  30  regarding  the  Muni 
powerhouse  at  Turk  and  Fillmore  streets.   The  Art  Commission  has  received  Lerma's  report 
detailing  community  input  received  to  date.   The  committee  will  meet  with  Jim  Jefferson,  the 
Redevelopment  Agency's  "Old  Fillmore  Jazz  Preservation  District"  consultant. 

Liz  commented  on  the  success  of  the  first  forum  of  CAE's  conference,  and  that  staff  felt  that  the 
dialogue  with  the  audience  was  very  beneficial  to  the  Art  Commission.   The  second  forum  will  be 
at  CAAAC  on  February  20.   The  Chinese  Spring  Festival  is  next  weekend,  and  the  Chinatown 
Community  Arts  Program  will  be  presenting  performances  from  1:00  -  3:00  on  Saturday  and 
Sunday,  February  22  and  23,  at  the  Chinese  Cultural  Center's  theater. 

3.  Janet  Heller,  WritersCorps  Coordinator,  updated  the  committee  on  the  program's  structural 
options  that  WritersCorps  is  considering.  She  explained  that  it  is  not  possible  to  be  an  NEA  project 
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any  longer,  and  that  WritersCorps  has  looked  to  the  California  Commission  on  Improving  Life 
Through  Service  (COLTS)  for  support.   Janet  explained  the  additional  requirements  involved  with 
this  collaboration,  as  the  Art  Commission  is  applying  to  COLTS  directly  for  funding  and  will  be 
responsible  for  raising  matching  funds.   Conversations  with  the  other  WritersCorps  sites  are 
underway  to  determine  what  is  needed  from  a  national  office  for  the  program.   The  current  budget 
and  five-year  timeline  for  the  program  was  distributed  and  discussed  (attached).   The  committee 
supported  the  proposed  plans  and  recognized  the  excellence  of  Janet's  work  and  WritersCorps. 

4.   ArtHouse  representative  was  absent.   No  report  given.

accordance  with  their  budget  guidelines.  CAC  requires  a  dollar  for  dollar 
match  on  their  grant  of  $17,000.  The  CAC  will  reimburse  for  no  more 
than  50%  of  any  payment  to  any  person  for  services.

Commissioner  Gotico  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  5:20  p.m.  Commissioner  Kirk 
arrived  at  5:45  and  assumed  his  role  in  chairing  the  meeting.  The  Commissioners 
welcomed  Rethel  Gill,  Community  Arts  Education  Intern  for  1997-98. 

1.  WritersCorps  Update 

Liz  Lerma  reported  that  the  WritersCorps  program  is  now  in  its  fourth  year  in  San 
Francisco.  This  year,  the  program  is  no  longer  affiliated  with  the  AmeriCorps  National 
Network.  The  primary  funder  is  now  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Children,  Youth,  and 
Families.  Liz  distributed  a  handout  listing  Corps  members'  bios,  a  list  of  host  sites,  and 
the  WritersCorps  budget  for  FY  1997-98.  Janet  Heller  is  coordinating  the  program.  This 
year  there  are  fewer  members  in  the  Corps,  but  SFAC  has  been  able  to  increase 
members'  pay  and  offer  health  insurance.  The  Commissioners  tabled  discussion  of  the 
requested  action  item  until  later  in  the  meeting  when  a  quorum  was  present. 

2.  Arts  Education  Update 

a.  LatinArte  Project:  By  way  of  review  for  Commissioner  Roth,  Ann  summarized  the 
history  of  the  LatinArte  project.  LatinArte  was  a  collaborative  project  intended  to  use 
resources  and  artists  at  the  Mission  Cultural  Center  for  Latino  Arts  (MCCLA)  to  provide 
Latin  American-focused  arts  education  in  Mission  area  schools  and  at  the  School  of  the 
Arts.  The  goal  was  to  strengthen  the  Latin  American  arts  curriculum  in  these  schools, 
and  to  enhance  ties  between  Mission  area  schools  and  the  School  of  the  Arts.  The 
project  was  completed  last  May.  LatinArte  was  funded  by  the  San  Francisco  Art 
Commission  (SFAC),  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  (SFUSD),  and  the  California 
Arts  Council  (CAC).  The  project  did  meet  some  of  its  artistic  and  educational  goals;  as 
a  result  of  the  project,  SFUSD  is  now  considering  possibly  incorporating  elements  of  this 
project  into  the  curriculum. 

LatinArte  experienced  a  number  of  administrative  challenges,  due  to  the  turnover  of  the 
executive  director's  position  at  MCCLA,  and  difficulties  with  the  project's  administrator. 
Reports  were  turned  in  late  and  were  incomplete.  Ann  is  now  in  the  process  of  closing 
out  the  project,  pending  submission  of  outstanding  items  from  MCCLA.  There  were 
surpluses  in  a  number  of  areas;  i.e.,  $9964.13  in  available  funds  were  not  spent. 
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b.  Arts  Education  Funding  Collaborative  (AEFC):  This  is  an  alliance  of  22  arts 
education  grantmakers,  formed  in  response  to  a  need  to  make  arts  education  available 
to  all  public  schools.   The  group  has  initiated  two  main  projects: 

1)  The  Inside/Out  guide,  which  is  an  arts  education  directory  for  San  Francisco.  It 
is  updated  every  two  to  three  years,  and  distributed  to  public  and  private  schools, 
youth  service  agencies,  and  all  public  libraries  in  San  Francisco.  Rachelle  Axel  has 
been  contracted  to  compile  the  next  updated  edition,  which  is  scheduled  to  be 
completed  in  March,  1998.  In  response  to  its  popularity,  the  print  run  will  be 
increased  from  3,000  to  4,500  copies.  For  the  first  time,  500  copies  will  be  available 
to  the  general  public  for  purchase  from  A  Clean  Well  Lighted  Place  for  Books. 

2)  For  the  past  four  years,  the  Professional  Development  Project  has  provided  arts 
education  training  for  principals  and  teachers  from  all  76  San  Francisco  elementary 
schools.  Also,  73  schools  applied  for  and  were  awarded  AEFC  grants.  This  project 
fundamentally  changed  the  climate  for  arts  education  in  San  Francisco  public  schools; 
SFUSD  has  now  allocated  over  $600,000  for  arts  education  grants  to  elementary 
schools.  AEFC  Phase  II  (1997-2001)  plans  include  providing  more  extensive 
professional  development  workshops  for  elementary  and  pre-K  educators  and 
upgrading  the  evaluation  program,  with  assistance  from  a  consultant. 

c.  Fundraising:  Ann  reported  that  the  William  and  Flora  Hewlett  Foundation  has  just 
awarded  AEFC  a  $150,000  four-year  grant.  Ninety-five  percent  of  the  1997-98  project 
budget  has  been  secured. 

3.  ArtHouse  Update 

Liz  reported  that  there  has  been  discussion  about  moving  ArtHouse  from  CAE  to 
Cultural  Equity  Grants  (CEG).  Commissioners  have  noted  in  CAE  Committee 
discussions  that  this  would  be  a  SFAC  staff  decision.  Judy  West  is  the  new  Arthouse 
program  administrator. 

Note:  at  5:45,  Commissioners  Kirk  and  Lisac  arrived,  forming  a  quorum  of  the 
Committee. 

4.  Program  Director's  Report 

Liz  reported  that  Grants  for  the  Arts  (GFTA)  will  hold  a  public  meeting  on  October  21. 
CAE  receives  GFTA  funds  for  its  Programs  In  the  Community  (PIC)  granting  program, 
which  supports  arts  in  social  service  organizations.  Commissioners  Lisac  and  Gotico 
volunteered  to  speak  in  support  of  increasing  such  funding  at  the  meeting. 
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5.   WritersCorps:  Action  Item 

At  the  suggestion  of  Jeff  Mori  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Children,  Youth,  and  Families, 
staff  has  researched  consultants  who  could  develop  a  long  range  plan  by  February  1, 
1998  for  the  WritersCorps  program.  This  plan  would  facilitate  the  program's 
incorporation  into  the  City's  budget  process. 


Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Gotico  to  authorize  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs 
to  enter  into  a  contract  not  to  exceed  $7,500  with  Miriam  Abrams  for  the  development 
of  a  long  range  plan  for  the  San  Francisco  WritersCorps.

6.   Program  Director's  Report:  Continued 

Hotel  Tax  Line  Item  Legislation  Update:  Liz  reported  that  all  funds  have  been  released 
to  SFAC.  The  SFAC  is  preparing  interim  grant  agreements  with  the  cultural  centers,  but 
cannot  distribute  these  until  all  outstanding  reports  have  been  submitted.  Liz  also 
reported  that  in  response  to  concerns  voiced  at  the  cultural  center  directors'  meeting  on 
October  11,  the  Hotel  Tax  Line  Item  budget  may  need  to  be  revised.  In  the  current 
version,  if  all  funding  is  earmarked  for  programming,  the  centers  will  be  unable  to  pay 
for  administrative  staffing. 

Rich  reported  that  at  the  October  11  meeting,  the  center  directors  agreed  to  have  the 
SFAC  provide  custodial,  maintenance,  and  security  services  through  contracts.  Rich 
asked  directors  to  recommend  a  method  for  allocating  facility  operations  and 
professional  services  funds  among  the  centers.  Rich  had  also  clarified  that  SFAC  would 
like  to  supplement  existing  facility  operations  services  rather  than  replace  them.  He 
noted  that  any  proposed  budget  revisions  would  be  brought  to  the  Committee. 
Commissioner  Kirk  noted  that  each  center  would  have  different  needs,  and  that  it  would 
be  acceptable  to  negotiate  to  meet  these  needs.  Commissioner  Lisac  noted  that  in  the 
future,  it  would  be  desirable  to  further  break  out  budgets  to  uniformly  indicate  how 
much  each  center  is  allocating  for  administrative  costs.  Liz  noted  that  the  center 
directors  agreed  to  develop  a  system  to  administer  collaborative  programming; 
applications  for  collaborative  programming  would  be  submitted  by  existing  cultural 
centers,  in  collaboration  with  the  new  centers. 

Note:   at  6:00,  Commissioners  Kirk  and  Gotico  departed. 
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Asian  Pacific  Islander  Arts  Community  Development  Initiative:  Liz  reported  that  the 
pre-planning  committee  interviewed  five  candidates.  Staff  are  now  in  negotiation  with 
the  top  candidate,  who  is  requesting  more  than  was  budgeted  for  the  project.  Liz  noted 
that  Commissioner  Mirikitani  would  like  the  SFAC  to  broaden  its  partnership  in  the  API 
community,  and  suggested  inviting  the  Kearny  Street  Workshop  to  take  on  a  greater  role 
in  planning  and  implementing  the  project.  Commissioner  Mirikitani  invited  interested 
CAE  Committee  members  to  meet  at  Glide  to  further  discuss  the  project. 

CAE  Granting  Programs  Update:  CAE  has  distributed  grant  agreements  for  FY  1997-98 
to  its  Programs  In  the  Community,  Special  Projects,  and  Festival  grantees.  In  response 
to  the  City's  effort  to  standardize  contracts,  there  is  a  new  and  more  extensive  contract 
this  year.  Also,  grantees  will  be  required  to  comply  with  the  nondiscrimination  in 
benefits  and  contracts  ordinance.  There  are  new  and  continuing  grantees  this  fiscal  year. 
Additional  funds  have  been  budgeted  for  this  year  to  expand  CAE's  outreach  efforts  for 
its  granting  programs. 

6.   Chinatown  Community  Arts  Program  Update

Chinatown  Community  Arts  Program  (CCAP)  Director  Julie  Cheung  reported  that  an 
exhibit  of  work  by  Asian  American  artists  will  be  at  the  Community  Arts  Gallery 
through  August  15;  a  reception  was  held  on  Saturday,  July  11.  Commissioners  Gotico 
and  Villa  thanked  Ms.  Cheung  for  pictures  of  prior  CCAP  events. 

2.  WritersCorps  Update 

WritersCorps  Director  Janet  Heller  reported  that  staff  are  in  the  process  of  selecting 
teachers  for  the  1998-99  school  year.  As  noted  in  the  WritersCorps  Five  Year  Plan,  the 
program  will  hire  more  experienced  teachers.  Ms.  Heller,  Director  of  Community  Arts 
and  Education  Liz  Lerma,  and  writer  and  community  activist  Truong  Tran  are  selection 
panelists.   WritersCorps  will  hire  seven  to  ten  teachers,  based  on  funding  availability. 

Other  updates  included: 

Press  Coverage:  Poet  laureate  Robert  Pinsky  wrote  an  op-ed  piece  in  The  Nkv  York  Times 

about  WritersCorps;  Ms.  Heller  will  forward  a  copy  to  Commissioners. 

Partnership  with  Borders:  Borders  Books  and  Music  has  worked  extensively  with  the 
Washington,  DC  chapter  of  WritersCorps  on  poetry  slams,  and  is  interested  in 
sponsoring  the  development  of  a  national  poetry  slam  league,  in  conjunction  with  other 
corporate  sponsors.  Borders  is  considering  funding  $40,000  per  WritersCorps  site,  which 
will  enable  youth  participants  to  read  their  poetry  locally,  as  well  as  travel  to  the 
Kennedy  Center  in  Washington,  D.C.  to  compete  and  also  to  participate  in  writing 
workshops.   Decisions  should  be  made  by  late  summer. 

Site  Libraries:  In  cooperation  with  Small  Press  Distribution,  WritersCorps  is  developing 
in-house  libraries  at  four  WritersCorps  sites.  These  libraries  will  allow  youth  to  check 
out  books  and  will  serve  as  sites  for  author  tours. 

Newsletter:  The  summer  issue  of  the  WritersCorps  newsletter  is  in  production. 

National  Meeting:  The  next  national  meeting  of  WritersCorps  is  scheduled  for  August, 
1998  in  New  York. 
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Note:  Commissioner  MIrikitcini  arrived  at  4:50,  forming  a  quorum. 

3.    Arts  Education  Update 

Arts  Education  Officer  Ann  Wettrich  distributed  the  1998-99  Arts  Education  Funders' 
Collaborative  (AEFC)  grant  proposal  and  project  description  to  the  Committee,  and 
highlighted  several  new  developments.  In  response  to  evaluation  feedback  from 
participants,  teacher  training  will  be  held  in  the  fall  instead  of  the  spring,  in  order  to 
give  teachers  more  time  to  implement  what  they  learned  from  the  workshops.  The 
annual  kickoff  reception  will  be  held  at  the  Yerba  Buena  Center  for  the  Arts  on  October 
8;  Ms.  Wettrich  requested  that  a  Commissioner  speak  at  the  event.  The  300  new 
elementary  school  teachers  will  receive  an  arts  education  orientation  packet,  which  will 
include  the  Inside/Out  resource  guide  and  will  outline  AEFC  services  and  resources.  The 
project  will  continue  to  conduct  professional  development  workshops  and  elementary 
arts  mini-institutes.  The  pre-K/ child  development  services  component  will  be  expanded, 
and  will  include  an  orientation  for  child  development  centers  and  a  series  of  workshops. 
Publications  of  the  project  include  updating  the  Inside/Out  resource  guide  online; 
producing  nine  best  practices  reports  over  the  next  three  years;  and  providing  support 
for  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District's  Elementary  Arts  Portfolio  newsletter.  A 
new  evaluation  tool  will  be  a  three-year  case  study  of  two  elementary  schools.  A 
"Futures"  sub-committee  will  make  recommendations  to  the  AEFC  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  project  regarding  arts  education  progress  and  needs. 

Motion  made  by  Commissioner  Mirikitani  to  approve  payment  up  to  $10,000  for 
a  grant  to  the  San  Francisco  Foundation  Community  Initiative  Funds  to  support 
1998-99  Arts  Education  Funders  Collaborative  activities.  Motion  seconded  by 
Commissioner  Villa  and  unanimously  approved. 

In  response  to  questions  from  Commissioners,  Ms.  Wettrich  reported  that  due  to  budget 
cutbacks,  SFUSD  funds  for  arts  education  grants  have  been  cut  by  50%.  However,  with 
advocacy  from  arts  education  groups,  the  Board  of  Education  voted  to  make  arts 
education  grants  a  priority  area  for  restoration  of  full  funding  if  school  district  funds  are 
reinstated. 


4.    Program  Director's  Report 

Ms.  Lerma  reported  that  SFAC  staff  and  all  cultural  center  directors  are  recommending 
a  proposed  budget  for  Hotel  Tax  Reallocation  Legislation  Funds  for  FY  1998-99.  Kola 
Akintola-Thomas,  executive  director  of  the  Center  for  African  and  African  American  Art 
and  Culture,  thanked  the  SFAC  for  its  support  of  the  cultural  centers,  apologized  for 
past  statements  by  some  of  its  constituents,  and  encouraged  Commissioners  to  approve 
the  proposed  budget.  He  also  invited  Commissioners  to  visit  the  cultural  centers.  In 
response  to  a  request  from  Commissioner  Brother  Elk,  Ms.  Lerma  will  send  a  summary 
of  the  Hotel  Tax  Reallocation  Legislation  Funds  budget  from  FY  1997-98  for  comparative 
purposes.

WritersCorps  Site  Coordinator  Janet  Heller  reported  that  WritersCorps  would  bring  the 
seven  or  eight  new  teacher  hires  to  meet  the  Committee  or  possibly  the  full  commission  in 
October  or  November.  Significant  positive  changes  have  been  made  since  last  year  in  an 
effort  to  improve  the  program.  The  new  teachers  will  participate  in  a  five-day  training  that 
will  include  teaching  techniques,  poetry  readings,  and  a  ropes  course.  Training  will 
incorporate  panels  including  former  teachers  and  youth.  As  part  of  their  contract, 
teachers  will  have  membership  with  Media  Alliance  which  will  provide  them  with  access 
to  health  care  and  additional  training.  The  teachers  work  hours  have  been  increased  to  25 
per  week  from  last  year's  20  per  week.  Judith  Tannenbaum  was  hired  as  the  training 
coordinator. 

WritersCorps  is  addressing  the  areas  of  need  as  delineated  in  the  five-year  plan  by 
working  on  new  sites  such  as  in  the  Mission  District's  Padre  Palue  and  Sunnydale's 
GAZA. 

San  Francisco  has  been  selected  as  the  site  to  host  the  Writers  Corps  Youth  Poetry  Slam 
League  with  the  kick  off  date  scheduled  tentatively  for  January  22,  1999.  Writer  Tom* 
Morrison  is  a  possible  speaker  for  this  event. 

This  month  a  grant  for  $180,000  was  submitted  to  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts, 
which  if  received,  would  be  used  for  writers'  fees  and  increased  WritersCorps  services. 

Ms.  Heller  announced  she  would  become  a  City  employee  effective  October  1,  1998. 

Commissioner  Kirk  commended  Ms.  Heller  on  her  great  work  and  success  with  expanding 
and  improving  WritersCorps.

Arts  Education  Program  Officer  Ann  Wettrich  reported  on  the  status  of  the  Arts  Education 
Organization  Grants  Program.  Ms.  Wettrich  recently  held  two  community  meetings  which 
she  said  were  successful  in  their  attempt  to  solicit  public  opinion.  As  a  result,  guidelines 
for  the  program  were  modified  to  address  community  concerns.  Applications  and 
guidelines  have  been  sent  to  arts  education  organizations  in  the  community  and  are 
available  at  25  Van  Ness  Avenue,  Suite  240  for  distribution.  The  application  deadline  is 
October  30,  1998.  The  next  step  in  the  process  is  to  develop  a  peer  panel  to  be  able  to 


review  and  rank  applications  in  November.  Panelists  are  being  considered  who  are 
involved  in  youth  centered  arts  education  projects  or  organizations. 

The  Arts  Education  Funders'  Collaborative  is  having  its  annual  reception  on  October  8. 
Ms.  Wettrich  asked  if  Commissioner  Roth  could  attend.  Commissioner  Roth  replied  that 
she  could  if  the  event  was  held  in  the  late  afternoon.  All  Commissioners  were  encouraged 
by  Ms.  Wettrich  to  attend  the  reception.  She  added  that  this  reception  provides  an 
excellent  opportunity  to  bring  together  and  meet  Child  Development  Program  site 
managers,  principals,  educators,  administrators,  San  Francisco  Unified  District  leaders, 
Board  of  Education  members,  arts  providers,  grantmakers,  and  Art  Commissioners.  It 
provides  a  forum  through  which  institutional  changes  for  the  betterment  of  arts  education 
are  made.  Dr.  Dan  Kelly  will  give  the  keynote  address. 

Ms.  Wettrich  announced  that  AEFC  is  piloting  new  arts  education  mini-institutes  for 
elementary  school  teachers.  There  will  be  four  mini-institutes  in  the  fall  and  spring,  each 
consisting  of  two-hour  sessions  held  every  Tuesday  and  Thursday.  In  the  fall,  a  visual  arts 
institute  and  dance  institute  will  run  from  October  27  through  November  19.  In  the  spring, 
a  drama/literary  arts  institute  and  an  art/architecture  institute  will  run  from  February  23 
through  March  18.  Each  mini-institute  consists  of  four  sessions  and  is  held  after-school  at 
the  SFUSD  Parkside  Center.  A  capacity  of  30  teachers  per  institute  will  allow  120 
teachers  to  participate. 

Ms.  Wettrich  noted  that  full  funding  has  been  reached  for  Fiscal  Year  1998-99.  Over 
$200,000  has  been  raised. 

Arts  Providers  Survey  Reports  have  been  received  and  Ms.  Wettrich  stated  she  would  be 
happy  to  provide  the  Commissioners  with  copies. 

Commissioner  Kirk  expressed  his  concern  that  all  area  schools  have  been  included  in  the 
survey  and  was  assured  by  Ms.  Wettrich  that  they  were.  There  was  an  unusually  high  91% 
response  rate  from  the  schools. 

Commissioner  Brother  Elk  commended  Ms.  Wettrich  on  the  arts  education  portion  of  the 
Art  Commission's  web  page  and  stated  that  he  has  noted  praise  from  others  regarding  the 
site  as  well. 

Ms.  Wettrich  added  that  the  survey  results  reflect  input  from  arts  providers,  elementary 
schools  and  workshop  participants.  Survey  responses  document  significant  growth  in  both 
quantity  and  quality  of  arts  education  at  the  elementary  school  level.  The  survey  revealed 
that  AEFC  contributed  to  the  following  accomplishments: 

•  An  increase  in  the  level  of  school  leadership,  planning,  and  expectations 
for  teaching  and  learning  in  the  arts 

•  More  funding  from  SFUSD  and  schools  on  arts  education 

•  More  hours  of  arts  education  being  taught  by  arts  providers  and  teachers 

•  All  76  elementary  schools  have  an  arts  education  plan  on  file  with 
SFUSD 

Ms.  Wettrich  reported  that  the  Arts  Education  Symposium  which  is  being  organized  with 
Golden  Gate  University  is  receiving  great  enthusiasm  from  other  organizations. 
Organizations  including  the  Arts  Providers  Alliance  of  San  Francisco,  ArtTable,  the 


Marin  Arts  Council,  the  Art  Council  of  Silicon  Valley,  Zeum,  and  the  Oakland  Arts 
Council  have  agreed  to  contribute  to  the  symposium's  planning,  funding,  and 
organizational  efforts.  Ms  Wettrich  noted  that  an  announcement  notice  is  forthcoming  and 
Commissioners  are  encouraged  to  attend  the  symposium  on  Friday,  November  13,  from 
9:00  a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.  followed  by  a  reception  at  Zeum  from  6:00  to  8:00  p.m. 

Commissioner  Brother  Elk  stated  that  he  would  encourage  other  Commissioners  to  attend 
the  reception. 

Community  Arts  and  Education  Program  Director  Liz  Lerma  observed  that  the  training 
needs  of  artists  could  be  more  efficient  and  effective  if  they  acted  as  a  regional  group, 
representing  collective  interests.  Ms.  Lerma  noted  that  a  regional  needs  statement  will  be 
provided  as  a  result  of  the  Arts  Education  Symposium.  Ms.  Wettrich  reported  that  Spider 
Kedelsky  has  been  hired  to  produce  case  studies  and  best  practice  reports,  which  will  be 
sent  to  the  Committee.

Ms.  Lerma  asked  the  Committee 
to  forward  to  her  any  possible  candidates  for  consideration  or  forums  for  posting  job 
announcements. 

Commissioner  Brother  Elk  suggested  an  advisory  search  committee  to  the  Chinese 
Culture  Center's  Board  for  the  CCAP  position  but  stipulated  that  the  SFAC  retain  control 
of  who  is  hired. 

Ms.  Lerma  stated  that  whoever  is  hired  for  the  CCAP  position  should  be  able  to 
incorporate  the  potential  inclusion,  on  some  level,  of  the  Asian  Pacific  Islander 
community.  Ms.  Lerma  noted  that  the  CCAP  has  already  demonstrated  its  support  for  the 
API  community  through  program  collaborations  with  the  Kearny  Street  Workshop. 


Ms.  Lerma  announced  that  a  successful  orientation  session  was  recently  held  for  the  1998- 
99  Programs  in  the  Community  recipients. 

Ms.  Lerma  attended  the  Sunset  Community  Festival,  sponsored  by  SFAC,  which  she  said 
was  well  received  and  attended. 

Ms.  Lerma  reported  that  the  Cultural  Centers  were  making  much  needed  facility 
improvements.  Their  1998-99  hotel  tax  funding  is  continuing  to  be  steadily  appropriated 
to  support  their  operations,  facility  management  and  programming.  Ms.  Lerma  noted  that 
fine-tuning  of  the  budget  process  needs  to  take  place  for  1999-00  funding.  Critical  areas  of 
maintenance  and  operations  need  to  be  addressed.

We  have  just  completed  the  first  year  of  the  Arts  Education  Organization  Grants  program  and  received 
grant  recipients  final  reports.  Based  on  this  information  and  on  other  data  gathered  from  the  field,  we  would 
like  to  propose  that  this  program  be  continued  as  a  pilot  for  two  more  years  for  the  following  reasons: 

1)  AEOG  grant  recipients  are  providing  a  wide  range  of  arts  education  services  to  children,  youth  and 
families  in  San  Francisco  and  are  the  primary  source  of  these  opportunities. 

2)  Further  arts  cutbacks  in  the  SFUSD  public  schools  are  being  made  this  year  —  affecting  the  funding 
available  for  arts  education  organizations  to  work  in  the  schools.  Despite  the  cutbacks,  demand  for  arts 
education  in  the  public  schools  is  high.  CAE  staff  and  others  involved  in  local  arts  education  are  meeting  in 
several  different  forums  to  discuss  long-term  funding  strategies.  Our  grants  will  provide  support  during  this 
interim  period  of  cutbacks  and  planning.  At  the  end  of  pilot  program  period  June  2001,  we  hope  that  the  arts 
education  funding  crisis  will  be  ameliorated  and  SFAC  will  then  be  able  to  re-evaluate  arts  education  needs. 

3)  The  AEOG  program  is  the  only  dedicated  funding  source  within  the  city  for  grants  to  arts  education 
organization  support. 

4)  The  escalating  cost  of  living  in  San  Francisco  places  an  increased  need  for  funding  on  arts  education 
organizations  based  in  the  city. 

Our  recommendation  is  reflected  in  the  following  motion  for  the  September  1,  1999  agenda.

This  motion  will  expedite  the  grantmaking  process,  providing  immediate  support  to  arts  education 
organizations  as  they  grapple  with  the  devastating  SFUSD  Elementary  Arts  Program  cutbacks.  The  motion 
also  allows  the  SFAC  arts  education  staff  to  focus  on  raising  more  funds  (utilizing  our  handsome  new  AEOG 
program  brochure)  for  the  next  granting  cycle  in  fiscal  year  2000-2001.  If  funds  are  significantly  increased, 
we  can  reinstate  the  panel  selection  process  and  re-examine  granting  and  applicant  criteria.  At  that  time 
SFAC  may  want  to  consider  widening  guidelines  to  expand  the  applicant  pool  or  increasing  grant  amounts  to 
deepen  support. 

The  open  application  process  for  2000-2001  AEOG  grants  would  begin  in  April  2000,  with  grants  to  be 
distributed  in  October  2000.  At  the  end  of  the  3-year  pilot  program  period  in  June  2001,  the  SFAC  will  have 
a  clearer  picture  of  the  needs  and  resources  of  the  field  based  on  information  and  idata  collected  through  the 
program.  We  can  then  make  an  informed  decision  regarding  whether  or  not  to  institutionalize  the  AEOG 
granting  program.

Commissioner  Roth  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:50  P.M. 

1    ARTS  EDUCATION  UPDATE 

Ann  Wettrich  invited  commissioners  to  the  Arts  Education  Funders 
Collaborative  (AEFC)  reception  10/26/99  at  Zeum  3:45-6:00  P.M.  Ms.  Wettrich 
gave  an  update  of  the  funding  status  for  arts  education  with  SFLTSD.  The 
$657,000  Elementary  Arts  Program  cut  this  summer  by  the  Board  of  Education 
due  to  lack  of  funds  is  likely  to  be  reinstated  as  a  result  of  public  outcry.  Mayor 
Brown  has  recommended  providing  the  necessary  amount  city  funds  to  the 
district  to  salvage  the  program  this  year.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  must  approve 
his  recommendation.  The  board's  Labor  and  Finance  Committee  approved  the 
allocation,  and  it  now  goes  to  the  full  board  for  likely  approval. 

The  Elementary  Arts  Program  provides  up  to  $20  per  student  in  art  funds  for 
each  school.  Schools  may  use  60%  of  the  funds  for  artists-in-residence,  30%  for 
supplies  and  materials  and  10%  for  field  trips.  As  a  result  of  this  arrangement,  a 
new  alliance  has  formed  between  the  Mayor's  Office,  SFUSD,  and  the  AEFC.  The 
hope  is  to  develop  long-term  funding  strategies  to  stabilize  arts  education  within 
the  SFUSD.  Supervisor  Mabel  Teng  called  a  special  meeting,  to  be  held  6:00  P.M. 
10/27/99  at  Everett  Middle  School,  450  Church  Street,  asking  for  public  feedback 
about  long-term  support  for  arts  education  programs  in  the  schools. 

Rich  Newirth  provided  an  update  on  state  funding  for  the  arts.  Governor  Davis 
vetoed  a  bill  that  would  have  allocated  $1  per  capita  for  the  arts  in  California 
(the  state  is  431    out  of  50).  Mr.  Newirth  noted  that  new  commissioners, 
especially  women  of  color,  were  needed  in  the  areas  of  sculpture,  theatre,  and 
music. 
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2  CHINATOWN  COMMUNITY  ARTS  PROGRAM  UPDATE 

Janice  Horn  reported  that  290  people  attended  the  opening  of  Moonlight  & 
Magic,  a  children's  art  show  that  runs  through  10/30/99.  On  11/7/99  CCAP  will 
host  a  chamber  music  concert  with  the  SF  Symphony  featuring  the  Leon  sisters. 
CCAP  is  also  hosting  the  Chinese  Folk  Dance  Association's  concert,  Melody  of 
Youth,  11/14/99.  Both  concerts  are  at  the  Chinese  Culture  Center.  On  11/13/99 
the  final  visual  art  exhibit  of  the  year  will  begin  with  Book  of  Perceptions, 
photographs  by  Chung  Iloang  Choung  and  poetry  by  Truong  Tran  produced 
during  their  1999  trip  to  Viet  Nam. 

3  WRITERSCORPS  UPDATE 

Liz  Lerma  distributed  new  and  returning  teacher  biographies  and  reported  that 
WritersCorps  staff  were  unable  to  attend  the  committee  meeting  as  they  were 
training  new  teachers  on  the  first  day  of  this  year's  program. 

4  PROGRAM  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Liz  Lerma  and  Carol  Marie  Daniels  distributed  audit  reports  from  the 
controller's  office  to  be  reviewed  at  a  special  CAE  Committee  meeting  tentatively 
scheduled  for  either  1 1/18/99  or  12/7/99  at  4:30  P.M.  Ms.  Lerma  highlighted  the 
essential  sections  of  the  report,  the  Results  in  Brief  and  the  Recommendations.
